"It is impossible for mo to believe," 
ho said, "that tlio woman who was so 
gay and lighthcartea over the toUv 
phono In the morning coiiiiiiitted these 
iitrocious murders at nlKhtfall." 

Magistrate Andre tonight ordered 
that autopsies be performed on tlio 
bodies of M. Steinheii and Mme. Japy, 
on the now theory that they were 
poisoned before they were strangled, 
M. Coullaud testified that he saw 
Mine. Steinheii pour rum into the 
glasses of her hushaml and muther on 
the night of tho crime — soniethiiig 
which she had never done bnforo, 

Doctors who took the stand testified 
lo the absence t>f .any evidence that 
the vietims had .struggled or .suffered 
durluK the strangulation, and suggest- 
ed that a drug had been administered 
beforehand. 

M. Coullaud also testified that since 
tho murders Mme. Steinheii had order- 
ed him to destroy various bottles In 
the family medicine chest. 

"Contrary to custom," he said, "Mme 
Stolnhell's attitude on the night of tln' 
crime toward.=; her luisbniul and 
mother was am.-i^.ingly amiable."

Washington, Nov. 28.— Cordial sup- 
port of and sympathy with tho ends 
sought to be obtained by Japan ami 
the LItiitod States in tlie agreement 
ri-si)cctlng China and the Pacific, ;is 
oiiLliiied in the Associated Press de- 
.spatclies printed today, lias been 
given by Home, and it is lioUevod will 
ho given liy all, tiie nations of h'urope 
having interests in tluit section of 
the world. That It should receive tho 
unanimous endorsement of every pro- 
gressive nation was the sentiment ox- 
pressed today, because the motives be- 
hind It are declared to ho just, and 
make lor the good of all countries. 
The status quo in tho Pacific and tho 
Independence of China are pointed 
out to be of the highest importance, 
which makes the agreement second to 
but few that have been recorded In 
the later pages of the -world'.? history. 

Diplomatic Washington opened wide 
its eyes today when the full purpose 
of the agreement which was so much 
talked about recently became known. 

The reticence of the state depart- 
ment on tho subject permitted but 
comparatively little to become public 
of the negotiations, and this was con- 
fined te the announcement that there 
would be a re-statement of the posi- 
tions of both countries regarding 
China, designed, it was said, to clear 
up any misapprehension that miglit 
exist in the matter. That tho two 
cotmtrles over contemplated going as 
far as thoy h.ave, was never dreaincd 
of, even by the most sangidno of those 
who favored a closer understanding in 
support of Chinese territorial integri- 
ty. That the negotiations have pro- 
gressed to the point of actual signa- 
ture of the aKreeniont, thus indicating 
a tacit .acquiescence in the course by 
the other nations having large Inter- 
est.'? in tho far east, marks, diplomatic 
officials asiiert, a decided step In the 
gradual solution of the eastern ques- 
tion for so many years threatening 
the i>eacQ of tlie nations Interested. 

The American government ' fully 
sounded the nations of the world h.av- 
Ing interests in Asia as to their atti?- 
tude on the subject ori the new agree- 
ment. These included the govern^ 
ments who heartily gave their assur- 
ance to the "open door" policy, so 
warmly advocated and consistently 
urged by John Hay, while secretary of 
state. That all will heartily assent to 
the iirincljiios involved is not for a 
inoniont doubted, and so far as ascor- 
taliieci today, two of them already have 
indlcrited their sincere sympathy wdth 
the proposition for an aKreemcnt and 
liavi; voiced tlio sentiment that It -will 
contributo in a marked degree to .a 
continuation of peace ir. the far east. 

Till' principles forming the basis of 
the agreement were .'^ent to tlie Amer- 
ican a ml lassadofs and niiniste'rs ac- 
credited lo the countries wliiidi have 
aligned themselves in support of tho 
"oi)en door," wltli Instructions to lay 
them licfore the respective . goygrn- 
mcnta. Replies already have beerf re- 
ceived from some of them. These 
principles are in exact accord with 
those stated In the Associated Press 
despatches. 

Having reached an entire accord on 
the principles of tho agreement, all 
that remains to be done Is to agree on 
the text incorporating these principles. 
This work has made splendid progress 
and It was stated at the state depart- 
ment today that In all probability the 
agreement 'would soon be, made ptib- 
ilc. Baron Takahira, he Japanese am- 
bassador, called at the state depart- 
ment today and remained for some 
time in conference with Acting Secre- 
tary Bacon. When the text is Unally 
agreed upon, the agreement will bo 
formally signed by Secretary Eoot and 
Ambassador Takahira. 

Tho agreement reached between Ja- 
pan and tho United States covering 
the policy of the two countries In the 
Paoiflc Is tlte culmination of a long 
line of conventions, treaties and un- 
derstandings between the two coun- 
tries, dating back to the controversy 
over tho Japanese school question in 
San Francisco, which for a time In 
the ml ads of some people threatened 
rupture of the friendly relations of 
till' two eonnli-ies. That was solved 
anilc'ibh,'. Later there was a copy- 
I'ight ;hii1 trade mark convention, an 
arldtratioii treaty, 11 prompt answer 
to an invltalliui to .I.ap.an to partici- 
pate iti the Tokio expn.sition, and, last 
of .all. the visit of the liattlesliii) deet, 
the rapid succession of which events 
In the minds of the state deijarliiieiit 
ollieial.s has hut toniloil to strengthen 
the good feeling between the tv. na- 
llon.H, whiidi is now vitallxcd by what 
some think aniount.s practically to' an 
alliance.

Academic Debate in the Cliam-

Sup|>ortera read 
other statistics to prove that in coun- 
tries where death penalty Is still en- 
forced murders have not at all dim- 
inished. The conclusion was that 
abolitionists and non- abolitionists re- 
mained of the same opinion as before. 
Tho Minister ot JustiSe, M. Briand, Is 
an opponent of the capital penalty, a 
niotioii for the abolition of wlilch has 
;ilri\-u!s' before l>een carried by llie 
(llianiber. ih; pointed out that a con- 
fusion among different classes of 
Climes of violence was made by several 
speakers. Supiiosing It were granted 
tliiit what I'Vench law ealls "nieur- 
Ire." as distingni.shed from "iissas- 
sinat," Is proved to Ijo on the increa.se 
the admission would, in tiic present 
state of law', furnisli no ar.gumenl in 
favor of llie retention of the de-alh 
penalty, for the good reason that tho 
latter, under the Code Napoleon, is

al.'^o add that, while the artiele 
mentioned Is stronsly written, it Is 
not a strong article, because it is based 
upon an absolutely erroneous concep- 
tion of the rights and duties of con- 
stituencies. It proceeds upon the as- 
.saniptlon that party government Is 
PTOx-ernment for a party. The Victoria 
Times ejcpressed the same Idea a day 
or two ago when It spoke of what Mr. 
Templeman had done, as a minister 
and representative, for the Liheral 
]->arty. AVo do not say that tliis Idea 
Is confined to Liberals, for it probably 
Is not; it so happens, however, 
that It finds expression almost ex- 
clu.slvely in Liheral newspapers at the 
pre.'^ent time, for roason.s which are 
obvious. Against this Idea wo desire 
to enter a strong protest. We deny 
absolutely that a constituency acquires 
any claim upon a government by elect- 
ing a member or supporter of that 
provernniont, and consequently that It 
loses jiny such claim by defeating a 
ineinbcr or supporter of a government. 
British Columbia has just as good 
claims to be considered by the govern- 
jTient and P-arllrimcnt of Canada as it 
had when thi;; province wa.s represent- 
ed by seven Liberals in the House of 
Commons. If i;t has not, we shall be 
obliged to any one who will suggest 
some reason for the change. The col- 
onist has no sueh iiobr conceptinn of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurkr as to believe that 
he assented 1o things asked on behalf 
of the proviince, when we sent seven 
Liberals to Ottawa, which he would 
refuse now that we are represented 
liy only two members of that iiarty. If 
the i]ew.'-:iiapi'rs, whieli .support the 
federal Preuiler, hold a contrary v'lew. 
let them say so plainly. There are 
nine provinces In Canada, three of 
xvliieh returiH'd a majority of f'on.'<i'r- 
'.•atives. Are We to understand that 
these three i)rovlnces will be marki'd 
out for governmental displeasure? We 
hardly think so, because wo do not 
see any such allegation made by the 
Liberal press In any of tiie provinces 
exco|)t British ("oluinhla. Wo do not 
find the Toronto flloije, for e?;aniiile, 
telling the pcojjle of Ontario that they 
have made tlielr choice between Sir 
.Tames Whitney and Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
:ind must take the contjeiiuences. \Vc 
do not find the Manito\fa J'"riM' Pres;) 
telling the people of that province that, 
having chosen to be Inlluenced by .Mr. 
■Roblin and his administration, they 
liave struck the hand that was helping 
them. Tiiat sort of thing is reserved 
for British Colunil)la.

With a view of ll-xlng the nmount for 
which each property ownor affected 
will be liable a bylaw will be introduc- 
ed by Aid. Henderson, chnlrtnan of the 
streets committee, at :Monday night's 
council meeting, to regulate tlie amount 
due for boulevard maintenance, for the 
past year. This year has been practi- 
cally the first in which any e.xtenslvo 
boulevard work has been done by tho 
city and the council was forced to wait 
until the end of tho year when tho ox- 
act cost of maintaining the boulevards 
laid could be ascertained as there was 
no previous experience to go upon.

The rate estimated earlier in the year 
was about sovoi;^ cents per foot, front- 
ago but it appears that now that the 
exact figures are obtainable showing 
Just what such maintenance actually 
cost tho rate will bo less. Tho cost of 
maintenance of boulevards Is always 
somewhat higher the lU'st year than 
5n subsequent year.s owing to tho ne- 
(^esslty (if replanting such trees or 
Hhrub.'i a.s do not gruw and other minor 
details which liring up.tlic expenditure, 
but as tho boulevard grows such re- 
liairs are not nece.ssary. 

Tile bylaw to b(_> submitted nn Moii- 
da.\' night will jjrobably pro\'1de th.it 
In future years the rate to be levied 
for the boulevard iiiaiiiteuance will be 
lixed at abuut live vi-nta per foot as 
that figure Is I'stiniated to represent 
what will he the aetu.il en.n nl in.nn 
toance, but the (Iguri' for the past year 
will be slightly higher. 

Aid. Ueiiderson will aliio Introduce a 
bylaw to be Itnown a.s the Uoulevanl 
Regulation bylaw, which, as the titlr;

in the police court yesterday Magis- 
trate Jay called ail»-iiilon to the burg- 
liiry e.-use in wbleii llire-e \-ouths, .sons 
01 wi-ll Known Vietojia clli/.ens, were 
involved seven weeks ago. The up- 
shut of the caao was, it will bo remem- 
bered, that the boys pleaded guilty to 
having entered and robbed a number 
of homes. Counsul for the boys under- 
took that It released on suspended sen- 
ti iiee, two of them would go to sea and 
the third would be placed under tlie 
earo of a relative on a farm on tho 
.Mainland. It was represented that this 
would give tile boys one more chance, 
and that otherwiao tho surroundings 
of tlie penitentiary would make them 
habitual criminals. Counsel for the 
Crown agreed to this proposal, and tho 
magistrate released them on suspended 
sentence.

He ex- 
pressed hlinselC stronjjiy on this failure 
to keei) the- at^ri-eiiu-n t entered into, 
and instructed the chief of police to 
bring the two boyB and their parents 
l)efore him on Monday morning, when 
they will be asked to explain tho 
omission.

They 
have no evidence that these two are 
concerned In them, and do not sug- 
gest that they are.

Mystery Surrounds Disappear 
ance of Alexander 



The present whereabouts of Alexan- 
der Knowlea, a retired farmer of ^\a- 
pella, Sask,, who left :tho Dominion 
hotel on the night of November 1 and 
hPS not been soon, or heard of since 
the following^d^iy when ho registered 
at tho HoterJMIetropole, Vancouver, Is 
a proWeifn .-wliioh tho local detective 
departmqhfr la attempting to polve. 

From 'the fatt that Knowl.^s, prior 
to loavlng this glty made a rorpark to 
an actiuaihtanoe, Mr. ^llgh, ''that In 
case he did not return or anything 
hii])pcnod to him, the latter should 
tiiko care of sonic bookSs,oC .accounts 
and otlier documents leofds the 'police 
to believe that i)robably some ililio- 
ward accident or occurrence has hap- 
pened to 'l\lm. 

The search for Knowlcs commenced 
last evening when the brother of the 
nilsHliif,' man, James Knowles, of Wa- 
pella, visited tlie iiolice station and In- 
formed the authorities of the disap- 
pearance of Ills brother. James stated 
that lie arrived in this city on Friday 
e.xiieetlntr to meet his brollier. He 
knew that the- latter was staying ut 
tile Jjoniinion hotel, but when he went 
to that hostelry he found that his bro- 
tlier liiid left on the lirst day of tlie 
moiitli, leaviiiB- behind lilni his bag- 
eUKC, I'Vom tile proprietor of tlie ho- 
tel, Steve Jones, It was learned that 
Alexander Knowles, prior to leaviri{;, 
stated that lie was gointr away for a 
day or two and tliat he would be Ijiick, 
He ki-pt on lii.f room, whicli he liad oc- 
cupied sineo early In September, and 
left a considerable (luantlty of bag- 
gage therein. He did not say anytlilng 
to Air. Jones whicli would indicate that 
ho was fearing any accident or con- 
templated Uolng any violence to him- 
self. 

Applies to Police 

James Knowles, on llndlng ills bro- 
ther missing:, imniedlaleiy commenced 
iiis search, not ai)pealiiig to the police 
until eertuin facts led lilm to believe 
that aoinetiiing had' iiappeiied to his 
brotlier. A wire sent to tlie manager 
of the Metropole liotel in Vancouver 
disclosed tlie fact that Alexander 
Knowles arriveit at tiiat hotel on the 
morning of November 2, stayed but a 
few hours, and paying his bill, left 
stating that he was returning to Vic- 
toria.

a llglit towel thrown over it. If light 
enough at the end of three hours knead 
again fiulcki.s' for live minutes, make 
Into loaves and when those are light 
bake; If the loaves are small, three- 
quarters of an hour; if large, for an 
hour. 

German Cheese Cake. 

.Stiff a largo cup of flour with a heap- 
ing trasi)Oonful of baking iiowder, ruli 
well into this a tablespoonful of cold 
butter, add a well-beatdi egg and a 
teaspoonful of sugar. Mix together 
quickly with enough milk to make a 
soft dough. Boil out as when making 
pie crust and lino two pie tins. Fill 
with the following mixture: One 
pound, or pint, of cottage cheese rub- 
bed smooth with tho buck of a spoon, 
three well-beaten eggs, one cup of 
sugar, one cup of sweet milk .and one 
cup oC cream. Mix well, iuld a pinch 
of cinnamon and jiut into the open 
crusts. Bake In a moderate oven for 
throe-quarters of an hour. 

Mince of Chicken. 

Cut -.Into small dice tho meat of a 
cold chicken, add to It a third of its 
volume of cliopped toiiguo and the 
same of mushrooms. Make a cream 
sauce, a half pint of milk or cream, 
thickened with a tablespoonful of but- 
ter and one of Hour to every pint of the 
mince. Si-ason well with salt, paprlca 
and a little nulnic.g. and jiour the mix- 
ture into pate shells of jiuff iiaste. Tho 
paste can either be baked in one big 
shell or in tlie individual shells, poach- 
ed eggs for each guest present. AN ith 
the small shells an egg goes on each 
one.

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How Japanese Who Attempted 
to Loot Russian Rookery 
Lost Their Lives 



GUARDS FIRED ON BOATS 



Six of Eight Boats Escaped- 
, The Crews .of.Two Others 
Drifted Ashore 



Survivors of tlic soalintj Hfluioiifr 
HiiHo Alaru, wliii-li Idst uiiu' men while 
iitti'iiuinns to rai<l tile Uu^j^>iaIl .-seal 
rookorii-s ut tin- ( "omiuaiuk'rol'.skl is- 
Jands (.Copper and Bi>rliig Islands) In 
the north Pacllic, who hiid iTturiKul to 
Japan shortly prior to thi' sailltiK of 
the R.M.S. Empress of Japan, have 
given out the dctallhi ot the raid, claim- 
ing that their eight boats were goInK 
to the seal cooki'ry for water when 
flred upon. The To-o Maru, which was 
seized tot attempting a raid and taken 
to Vladlvostock was being held at the 
seal island when the Boso Maru, home; 
bound from Bering sea, arrived oft the 
rookery, and eight boats started toward 
the hauling ground when the Russian 
guard appeared on the rocks and open- 
ed fire. Six boats succeeded in I'Kcap- 
ing, but two boat's crews were killid. 
The boats wore riddled, and six men 
were sliot and killed, while three, who 
were believed to- be wounded, were 
drowned, and the two boats llo.'itcd 
asliore. The boats wliich v.-ere after- 
wzirds picked up on the beach were 
identified by the sealers oC the To-o 
Maru as belonging to the Boso Maru. 
Eight Boats for Water. 
'The Russian patrol cruiser Sllka, 
which has roturned to Vladivostok 
from the seal Islands, reports that sev- 
eral Japanese schooners made raids at 
the seal islands last season. The crew 
of the Boso Maru, who escaped from 
the rookery, stated that the schooner 
^ove to oft Copper island and put out 
eight boats. The bay on which the 
hauling grounds are located has two 
high points of rock at either side and 
on these, perched on overhanging 
cliffs, are two Prussian watch liouses 
wlicro guards .'ire stationed to watch 
for raiders.

.lapancse, claiming they were going to 
tlio seal rookery for water, protested 
against bein.tr lired upon without any 
enquiry beiiiK made. None of the 
sealers of the J!oso -Maru reached tlie 
rookery alive, but the bodies of the 
dead wore washed ashore and hurled 
at the Kus.slan cemetery on llie island. 

The way in wlilch a. Japanese news- 
j)ai)er refers to the raids which have 
occurred at Copper islands is of Inter- 
est. It .';;iys: "A great deal of friction 
e.xists between the Japanese Ushers and 
the Uusslans In the ri'Kion whore these 
Incidents took place, and that the Rus- 
sians are constantly bringing charges 
against the .lapaiiesi; of landing and 
doing considerable damage to iirojierl.v 
<jn shore." As thi' property on shore 
consist.'; of valuable fui' seals It at- 
tracts many atl venturous Japanese 
at-al-raf.ders. 

Japanese newspapers rocei\-e(i by 
the JCmjjrC'Ss of J.-ipan statt! that most 
of Ihe Kc.'ilin.c; Ibct from Japanese 
l)orts has returni'd. .V total of 3G seal- 
ing schooners went to the sealing 
grounds in Bering sea and north I'a - 
cilk; ocean this season. Sever.al were 
Kolzed. some by the Russians for 
poachitifj at Copper islands, and two, 
the Kinsei Maru and Sakai Maru, the 
former owned at Tokio. and the latter 
at Hakodate, for ])oaching in Bering 
sea. The schooners took 11,000 seals 
and over 100 sea otter pelts. All the 
other schooners than the two selKod 
have returned from Bertng sea. The 
Tora Maru brought two boats belong- 
itig to the Klnseu Maru which gained 
that schooner outside the three-mile 
limit when the U.S. revenue cutter 
Perry arrived to seize their schooner 
inside the limit. Capt. MInaml. of the 
Kinsei Maru, wrote to his owners at 
Toklo that his vessel was liable to be 
freed as she was outside the three- 
iTiUo limit, a statement which seems 
to have been disproved by the convic- 
tion of the sealers and their sentence 
to an Individual fine of $S00 each by 
liie IJ..S. court at Valdes.

The case arose over the seizure by 
the Uruguayan government of the 
Nova Scotlan sealing vesmd, Agne.M 
Donahue, on a. chtirge of sealing with- 
in prohibited waters. A number of 
thi> crew were imprisoned and event- 
ually tlu'lr aiipeals reached tho Can- 
adian government. 

After lenglli.v diplomatic corre.q- 
liohdence the vensel and the Imprhs- 
uned members nt the crew were re- 
leased. A claliri for damages against 
itbe Uruguayan government was 
lodged with tlio Brltsli government 
and is still jiendUig.

FEATURE OF REINSURANCE 



llubllltiesj far In e.xcosa of tho security 
held by t'he committee In trust, and 
tliat a seciuence uf really severe losses 
would be followed by heavy failures. 
Then, bualne.ss lately has been notori- 
ously bad. L'reiiiiums have been so 
low as tu. lea\X' little margin for tlni 
payment of claims, and we regret to 
have to admit that'ln many inslauces 
this stale of ihluKS ha.s Induced a ten- 
dency among unuerwriters lo ^dispute 
claims which they would ' have paid 
without a dentur in more prosperous 
times. It wua probably with the Idea 
of completely reaHsurlng owners and 
merchants,, and regaining their conil- 
dcnce to tho full, tnat a general nieot- 
liig was called to discuss- tjip. situa- 
tion. This meeting waa largely; attend-

Strange .Things That Happened.- to-a 
Vessel Off Coast .of Acajutla. 

It happened In the night, and ac- 
oordln.T to the' yarn ■ sjjun by ' Captain 
Saiulberg, of the Piuiiima liner City of 
Para, it must have been a night of 
terror. 

The Kill])' was midway between Aca- 
jutla and San Jose de Guatemala which 
is a lirtltiido in which the unusual Is 
the expected. The time was between 
1 and 2 o'clock In the morning, and it 
was very lUirk. Suddenly an (dectrlc 
storm of great ferocity came up from 
a revolutionary republic on the star- 
board ((uarter, accompanied by water- 
spouts, St. Ellmo's fire and a great flock 
oi canary birds. Every one knows that 
St. Elmo's iire and waterspouts are 
common oft the coast of Acujutla, but 
the canary birds are a novelty. 

At the first stroke the lightning blew 
out the fuse In the ship's dynamo, and 
she became as dark as' an abandoned 
trolley car. Then the St. Elmo's lire 
lit on the foretopmast, and split the 
gilt ball at the top of the topmast ex- 
actly Into two hemispheres. (.hie of 
th.se fell Into the wati-r, tin! other 
str\ick the bridge, and almost hit Sec- 
end Olllcer Hockert. 

Third Olllcer Zual, who had been off 
\s'atch below, nm 011 di-ck All the pa^- 
sioijjers I'nilowed Zual to tlie deck, .and 
tho eajitain says that tlie p.isseiigers 
thought tlie end of the world had conio. 
The storm was liad eniuigb, lint the 
llglitning was blinding, but It was the 
great birds that Hew In the faces of the 
startled passi'Ugers in thi' darkni'ss 
that caused the Indeseribable terror. 

It lasted for an hour, anil in the 
morning, when the storm iiad passed 
ami the sun rose, tiler-,' on tlie deeks, 
covering the awnings and almost filling 
the boats hashed on tliu upjicr deck, 
were thous;inds of dead aiul d.\ lng ean- 
ary birds. Ctipt. Sandborg says there 
were thousands of them. Some of them 
had blundered Into the staterooms in 
the darkness after the electric lights 
were out. 

So the City of Para came safely 
through the storm -when it rained can- 
ary birds, all save the gilt ball of the 
foretopmast, half of which was lost 
overboard. — San Francisco Chronicle.

Punkhurst and Miss Chrlstabel Pank- 
liurst to three months' Imprisonment, 
was released from lioUoway jail a few 
days since by order of the Home Secre- 
tary. Mrs. IJrimmiond's health has not 
been good since her inipiisonmeiit, and 
for most of tiie time she has been hi 
the hospital. It is ujulerstuod that 
tlil.s l;i Air. Gladstone's sole reason for 
llhi.-rathig tlic lady, who had still SO 
da.vs of licr sentence to run. At the 
olllecs of the Nation.il Women's .Social 
and Political Unhm It was stated tleit 
the governor of the prison asked the 
lady to give an undertaking In writing 
that she would during the remainder 
of the term of her sentence, boi. of 
good behaviour and keep the peaeco. 
This" MIrs. Drummond absolutely de-- 
cllnc'd to do, with the result that slo: 
was released unemidltlonally, and. a:5 
the lenders of the movement put It, 
"turned out upon the street as free to 
Eiiiia.sii up meetings and harass poor 
Ciiblnel Mlnlaterw as ever she was," 
Mrs, Drummond addressed a mooting 
nt tile Portman Itooins the next even- 
lug and is ng;Un actively engaged in 
'u-i;ani'.'.!r,/; fn'sii campaign against 
"tile wIcluHl government." 

At !i meeting in Birmingham Miss 
(llarlys Ki.'evll. who presided, declared 
th.'il Mrs. Druiiimoud had been releas- 
ed lipi-.iuse th.' Government wc^re afraid 
that if anything dangeious occurred to 
II SufrruglBt the country would be up 
In arms. 

.Miss Mary Gaythorpe proposed a 
resolution demanding the Immediate re- 

le.i.-ii' of the Imprisoned ,Suf f ragistH. 
and v.'arnlii^ th.' Government that co- 
lO'eion woul.l fire women to stronger 
oinio.sltlon, and that the struggle would 
only bu ended by the passing of tho 
U'cnn<ui's Enfranchisement Bill. Thla 
was carried. 

X&oyd-Oeorgre to Bpeak 
A meeting convened by the Women's 
Idbor.al Federation In favor of woman 
.-uil'frngc- will be held at the Albert liall 
on Deci-niber 5. It is understood tliat 
Mr. Lloyd-tieorge, Chancellor of the 
Exelu-quer, has promised on this oc- 
casion to speak In favor of an cxten- 
6lon of the franchise to women, and 
this has been tho suliject of somn 
comment In ilio lobby of the House of 
Cnmninns. It may bi> Interesting to 
reeidl two former Ministerial pro- 
nouncements which may afford an In- 
dication of the attitude of tho Cabinet 



towards this question. When tho de- 
putation of Liberal members In favor 
of woman suffrage waited on Mr. 
Asqulth on Afay 20, tho right hon. 
g(mtlomnn. In referring to the possi- 
bility of the Introduction pf isorao 
meaaiu'e of woman sUffrago, by'Way-'iQf . 
amendment to tho promised' Efeotbral 
Reform Bill, said: — ' 

The Government could hardly resist 
.'^iicli anioiulment. for tlio simple and 
sufficient reason that probably some 
two-thirds of his colleagni^s In tho 
INIInlstry were In favor of It. 

Mr. Blrrcll, on October :;.'!, received 
nt Bristol a deputation of women who 
advocated woman suffrage, and In, re- 
ply to thoir- representations. he was re- 
ported to hnvc said: : 

A conKlderablo numiror of members 
of tho Government were strongly op- 
posed to women's suffrage at nil. 
Home, lie supposed, wero'ln favor of tho 
cnfrjvnchlsement, of women irrespeotivo 
of -whethop married or not, and others 
desired to confine the vote to women 
who had never been married or whoso 
husbands had departed. 

If the "couKldera ble number" of 
menibor.'S staled to be strongl;' opposed 
to woman suffrage In October Is ta- 
ken to exceed the one-third Indicated 
by Mr. Asqulth In May tho deduction 
might be drawn that there has been 
sojne change of Jlinlsterlal opinion. 

Emerson's Memory. 

Emerson was a notable sufferer 
from the vaRnrles of memory. His 
l)lograi)her relates th.at he mot him 
one (lay In Boston, apparently at a 
loss for something, and asked hhn 
where he was going. "To dlnv," said 
I'^iTierson, "with ti very old and dear 
friend. I know where she lives, but 
I ho])e she won't ask mo her name," 
and tln>n he proee'eded to describe 
her as "the' niothor of th.: v.'lfe of tho 
young man — tliu tall man — who 
speaks so well," and so on, until his 
Interlocutor guessed to whom he was 
referring. 

Even thf names of common objects 
often failed him completely. On oiui 
occasion wdien ho wanted an nmbrella 
ha stild. "I can't tell Its name, but I 
can tell its hl.story. Strangers lake It 
au'ay." 

This falling of Emerson led to .a 
])athetlc scene when he attended 
Longfellow's funeral, and remarked as 
he gazed at tho collin, "He was a 
sweet and beautiful soul; but I have 
entirely forgotten his name,"

Lot of Finance Minister Is Not 
An E;nv.iaj3le.,J3ne Says 
Corfespondent 



Berlin, Nov, 28. — Pi-ince Buelow has 
communlciited tO'thb Imperial Secru- 
tarles of bfate and to the Prussliui 
ministers a memorandum suggesting 
various directions In which economics 
can be effected In the udmlniHtrutlon. 
The memorandum Is said to be the 
work of the leuder of tho Free Con- 
servatives In tho Rolchstag, Baron von 
Gnnip, who was induced to draw It up 
us a result of conversations with lead- 
ing representatives ot the oilier Bloc 
parties. Baron von Uanip has come to 
the conclusion that only about one- 
twentloth of the sum of over $1,000,- 
OOO.OOa, to ^^hich the Imiierial debt am- 
ounts, can be justil'U^d upon i)rincli)les 
of sound finances. With regard to the 
future he suggests tluit very oonsld- 
mible-economles can be effccteil In th<> 
administration of Uu- ^real. .spi-udliiH 
liopartments, ami he declare-s that thi> 
Bloc p.'irties are not only not disposed 
to entertain anj' fresh proposals "in tlic 
near future" for the expaiisioii of arjna- 
monts, but are of tlio o|)inlon that, in 
the case both of the army anil of the 
nav\^ tho cost of carrying out the ex- 
isting programme eau be materially 
reduced. Ho further suggests that the 
stuff of departments like the I'ost Of- 
fice Is excessively costly and tmselen- 
tlficaliy organized, and he lllustrtttes 
his contention t)y declaring that 'off I- 
clalg with a publU: school education 
lire doing woiU which might I'aslly 
be performed by women clerk.H. Slml- 
largely h« considers that It Is a super- 
fluous luxury that In a town like Ber- 
lin letters should be delivered 12 times 
a day. The organization and equip- 
ment of the Pru.islan State railways are 
also described as b(dng unnei.-nssarlly 
luxurious. Banin voiv, Oaini) bi-llcvis 
that a gi'eat number or thc.'ie and simi- 
lar economics could be oftectiul if tho 
Emperor William were kept aileciuate- 
ly Informed with regard to tho exist- 
Inff -state of affairs. Tho fact that the 
•secretary of state for the Imperial 
treasury, PIrrr Sydow, has advocated a 
■'return of the old Prusslon traditions 
of economy" In the work of adminis- 
tration invests 13aron von Gamp's pro- 
posals with something more than 
purely academic Interest. 

Lot Unenviable. 

'i'liore are few finance ministers 
wliose lot is at present less enviable 
lluiu tliat of Hcrr Sydow. He has to 
face two forniidablo problem.'; — tliat of 
reforming and readjusting fl,o rela- 
tions between the financial sjTitoms of 
!lie Empire and of ihe separntn .state'", 
•'ind that of finding means to diminish 
the wide and Increasing gap between 
between the Imperial revonue and ex- 
penditure; and so far It does not ap- 



pear that ho made real prpgresa In 
iiiscovurlng' a satisfactory solution for 
citlier. . It la gonerally admitted that tl\Q 
existing method, .or ■'«"»»" Isalar oo"- 
tributlons," whereby the deficit In ^he 
revenue of the Knnplre U, In'stheory 
mot by assessments on ihe;:; federated 
atat^Siln proportion. to popuiaVlon, will 
have^tpbe jnodlKed or abandoned. It 
httB lie vdr. worked well, and for some 
years ca'ri scarcely bo said to have 
worked at -all, since several of tho 
states hiive. b'een unable to pay -their 
proper "quotL"' But the tiueatlon of 
finding any effective substitute for It 
Wescht ■aifflcnhles wWlCh seem un^ur- 
mountable;.; 'liTdne of tho Federal gov- 
ornmonta ilS?al all Inclined to surren- 
tier _'io^.jtbe^lml)orial authorities tho 
measure'; of* control 'over their f Inanccii 
wliicix wouid -be Implied In the levying; 
of direct' Inipoats tor Imperial purpos- 
es; and yet unless such control bo con- 
ceilod, it la practically Impossible to 
phioi! the finances of the Empire on 
II really sound footing. It has been os- 
lahllshnd by tho painful experience of 
a long scries of annual deficits, and 
of the necessity of repeated loans for 
tiio balancing of tlie budget, that tho 
resources now definitely allocated to 
meet Imperial charges arc altogether 
inadequate for tho purpose. Now 
forms o£ taxation must be devised, 
and as to what shape they are to 
tnko lliero is at present no -jlgn of 
agreement among fln.ancial experts. 
Direct Taxation. 

Tlio Agrarians and the protcctlon- 
l.st manufacturers are strongly oppos- 
eil to any considerable resort to direct 
taxation, because tlu-y see In such a 
policy a possible Urst step towards 
the principle of a tariff for rovonuo 
I)urposes. They would undoubtedly 
prefer an increase of Customs duties, 
wliich, whether or no It yielded more 
revenue to the State, would strengthen 
tholr grip of the home markets. But 
It is notorious that the artificial en- 
hancement of the coat ot living caused 
by tlui existing tariff harj already been 
nroduetive ot sroat suffering and con- 
sequent discontent among the poorer 
elns.srs, aiid any furtlier oxperiinentH 
In that direction would be extremely 
hazardous. Apparently Herr Sydow 
will try the combination ot new forms 
of excise with additions to direct 
taxation already outlined. 

The tinanclal outlook In Prus-iln 
Is depressing In view ot the prospec- 
tive Increase of the Income-tax, not 
only for Imperial purposes, but also 
in order to make good the probable 
deficiency In the returns from the 
State railways. It IR an ominous sign 
of the times that ".'f.-U'l ratepayers 
moved out of Berlin during tlio 
months of .-^prll, May, and June, and 
tbiit only 17,7K7 new ratepayers were 
registered. "With regard to the var- 
ious classes of taxpayers and rate- 
payei-s, it may be mentioned that only 
in tlio lowest class, which comprises 
jicrsons with incomes of J225, has the 
number of taxpayers increased, where- 
as only three persons with Incomes 
of over $12,500 have moved Into the 
city In the place ot 25 persons who 
hud been assessed on this basis. Of 
persons with incomes hetween J6,2B0 
and $12,500 only nine fresh names 
have been added to the roll, while 54 
taxpayers of this class have left the 
city. 

Naval Programme. 

The programme of the German 
Navy League recently demanded the 
construction of six new largo nrmorod 
cruisers to replace six of the present 
jirotected cruisers. Tho Berliner 
Tageblatt makes the announcement 
that a bill for the carrying out of 
this proposal Is lying fully worked 
out in the German- Admiralty, and 
wilt be laid before the Helchstag In the 
session which opens on Nevemoer 4. 
The cost estimated in the bill is $60,- 
000,000. "the existing cruisers, when 
replaced, are to serve as school and 
training ships. The information must, 
however, be accepted with some scep- 
ticism, as it Is highly improbable that

GREAT MICA D EPOSIT 

Immense Quantities of Mineral Found 
in Mountains at Big Bend of 
Colunnbia 



Vancouver, Nov. 2S. — One of tlic big- 
gest mica deposits In the y/orld exists 
at the Dig Bend of tli<' Columbia, nine- 
ty miles north of Reveistokc, accord- 
ing to James A. .Moodie. The mineral 
Is largely used In electrical jilants, 
and commands prices, according to 
size and quality, varying from $2 to $18 
per pound. 

Mr. Moodie staked thirteen claims 
In various groups and has Interested 
Calgary business men In tho proposi- 
tion. A company has been organized 
with a capital ot $250,000. Mr. Moodie 
says that shipments will be made next 
year. 

He expres.se(l the belief that the 
supply on thesi' projierties was virtu- 
ally inexhaustible. Surface weather- 
ing lias detached tons ot Large white 
niica crystals whicli litter tho sides of 
the mountain. The mineral occurs In 
a quartz formation, the country rock 
being inica-Hciilst. .Some of tlii> speci- 
nient brought out by Mr. .Moodie tlaln 
fall measured by 41! inches with u 
tliickness of 12 inches.

GERMAN COLONIAL INSTITUTE. 

Nev7 Enterprise Started by Opening of 
Hamburg "University." 

The now Colonial In.stltute, which 
has just been opened In Hamburg has 
already admitted thirty-six students. 
Seventeen of tho men are offlclals 
from the Imperial Colonial ofhco The 
Institution has been established under 
tho auspices of the Imperial govern- 
ment, the Hamburg society and of 
leading merchants there. 

Tho new Institute Is In be ;i univer- 
sity for jilanters, ni(U'ehaiits and o!'- 
flciais who intenil to ''< Hu- (adon- 
les, .and also a. point wln-re scU'ntii'u- 
anil colonial endeavors can concen- 
trate. In preparing young men for 
Ilfo In the colonics, thi" Institution 
will not only Inculcate knowli.-dge, but 
will also be Instrumental In infu.slng 
n spirit into tin; woniil-be colonists 
and aettier.s from wiilcii, it Is lioped, 
much bonollt nnd advantage will ul- 
timately accrue to the mother coun- 
try. : 

The curriculum is baaed on the Idea 
that Immediate and practical advant- 
age must not bo aimed at so iniicli as 
freo theoretic Interest In all that tends 
toward the jirogre.ss of sclcnee, ex- 
perience liaving tauglit that scientllle 
work Is Intim.atelv serviceable and 
beneficial to pVactlcal life. The 
cour.so of study Inchules law, iiolltlcs, 
the Hcience, ot language, lilatory, geo- 
graphy, medicino and natural sciences, 
but in all cases adapted to the special 
needs of the Inatitute. 



The lectures on colonial polities 
nnd prodt-sharing colonial plants 
will be supplomentcd by excursions 
to warehouses and to factories where 
colonial produce Is prepared for tho 
liJuroiiean market, so iiuiL the- lectu;' 
er c;in remonstrate witli the whole 
process before him, how the raw 
material Is treated and the place of 
tho product in tho commercial world. 
Geography and geology will bo taught 
side by side, and tho lectures will 
also be illustrated In the course of ex- 
cursions to different parts of Ger- 
many, where diversltlod geological 
formations and tho methods of adapt- 
ing them to cultivation can be ob- 
served. 

An additional course of lectures 
will be devoted to an explanation of 
the most advantageous and beiiellclal 
'manner of preptirlng food In the 
tropics, and all students will be train- 
ed to give first aid in case of acci- 
dents and ' ordinary tropical com- 
plaints. The elements of veterinary 
surgery will be taught, and, in view 
ot the advance of Oriental soml-civi- 
llzation which appeals to tiu^ native.-, 
more strongly than doi's European 
civilization, a course of lectures will 
be delivered on Islamlsm. 

Tho conduct of tlie New Colonial In- 
stitute will be in the hands of the 
council of profeHS(u-s, of which Dr. 
Thulenlu.-; is pr<>sident; but, In ordiu' 
to keep theory in constant toueli with 
priictiLe. tlie council will be augment- 
ed by thn-c nu'rcbants at jiresent en- 
gngeil In the colonial trade. Dr. 
Stulilniann, who has lived in German 
East Africa tor many years, is the 
secretary-general ot the Institute.'

Action for Slander. 

Ill the King's Bench Division before 
Ihc! Liord Chief Justice, Mr. .Justice 
Gibson, Mr. Justice Madden, and Mr. 
.lustice Kenny, the hearing was re- 
sumed tills weeit of tlie case In which 
the Hon. Alexis Roche, brother of 
Lord Pcnnoy, is the plaintiff and Sir 
Timothy O'Brien is the defendant. 

The case came before the Court hi 
tiio shape of an apttlicatlon fur the 
iittachnient of the defendant. 'I'liui 
uctlnn had been Ijroiight for slander' 
alleged to have hecii spoken al al 
luc-i-l of Ihe l)uliallow foxhounds iiil 
iMarch last. Tho plaintiff complains j 
that the defendant used the words, 
towards him. "Vou are a liar, a thief, 
and a swindh'r, ami you liave been 
living on swindliiig for 110 \-ears." The 
defence was a |»lea. of Justilieation. 
'J'he case came before tile Lord Chief 
JJaron and a special Jur.\' at tl".' Cork 
Smnnier Assizes, but the trail collaps- 
cil on tlie third da.v in I'linseiiuenco 
of an alleged attenilit by the ilci:en- 
da.nl or some one on his behalf to 
liitorfore with .Mr. ^lorrogii, one of 
the jurors engacred in trying tlio case. 
On the eolliiijse of the trial an ap- 
plication for altaelinieat was made 
against Sir Tiniolliy O'lirleii for con- 
tempt. A conditional order wa.s 
Kranted by the f^ord Chief Baron, who 
directed that tho matter should be 
brouslit before the King's Jiciicli in 
order that cause might be shown. Tho 
plaintiff had also ati application to 
make the defendant resijoiislble for 
the costs of the abortive trial. At 
tho sitting of the Court. Mr. Serjeant 
Morlarty, on behalf of tho defendant, 
submitted that the allegation agalnat 
the defendant disclosed no ofCcnco in 
point of la'w. 

Tho Court however Imposed a flnis of 
n,500 on Sir Timothy O'Brien and 
ordered htm to bo Imprisoned, until 
the sum was paid. Tliay also ordered 
lilm to pay ail tho costs of tho abor- 
tive tri&l and of this applltotton.

In the tobacco Industry 12.883, 
In factories 10.736, and In the printing 
au.\lllary trades 6,860. Based on the 
ratio of population Germany has today 
the .strongest labor movement In the 
world.

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HE oyster peculiar to Canadian wa- 
ters, and known far and wide as the 
iMalpccque, has attained a unique 
reputation, says the Montreal Wit- 
ness, in a recent issue. Connoisseurs 
who liave sampled the oysters of the 
world, declare that nowhere else are oysters 
produced whicli will compare for a moment in 
delicacy of flavor with the Canadian product, 
not excepting c^'cn the famous "natives" pro- 
duced in such large quantities at Colchester 
and Whitstable, in England, or the "Blue 
Points" and other varieties produced in the 
warmer waters along the United States At- 
lantic coast line. The reason for this superior- 
ity of flavor is thought to be largely owing to 
the much greater coldness of the waters in 
which tiic Canadian oysters are bred. 

Okl Montrcalers can remember the time 
■when CA-cry autunm the oyster boats used to 
come up from Prince Edward Island to Mont- 
real laden almost to bursting point with bar- 
rels of these moUusks, which were retailed at 
as low a figure even as a dollar a barrel. It 
tised to be the custom in all the larger settle- 
ments along the river bank to look out for these 
oyster boats, and it not infrequently happened 
in later years that all the oysters were soki out 
before the boats reached Montreal. l"\ir some 
}-ears past no oyster boats ha\-e come to the 
city at all, owing to most of the beds having 
liten fished out, and also to the local tleniand 
having increased. 

This summer Dr. E. W. MacBride, the pro- 
fessor of zoology at McGill University, has 
been doing work in connection with the gov- 
ernment biological station in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, and has made a special study of oyster 
niltiirp off Priiire Edwarri Isianrb Th''^ week 
he ga\'e a lecture on his researches before the 
]\'atural History Society in Montreal, and 
made the very grave announcement that imless 
immediate steps are taken to protect the oyster 
beds, the Canadian oyster will be absolutely 
exterminated. Thus a peculiarly valuable na- 
tural asset of Canada will be destroyed, and 
what shcnild be a great and profitable industry 
will be completely wipetl out. His remarks 
were "-egarded as of so much interest and im- 
])ortaiice that he was asked to contribute the 
substance of his address to the press, and in 
fulfilment of this desire, Dr. MacBride has pre- 
pared the following notes for the "Witness".: 
The oyster beds in Canada are confined 
practically to Prince Edward Island and a few 
localities on the New Brunswick and Nova 
Scolia sliores, but the Canadian oyster, which 



is famous for its unriv;ilied flavor — in this res- 
pect being at the very top of all oysters in 
point of desirability — is rapidly disappearing. 
Twenty years ago oysters were sold by the 
fishermen at one dollar a barrel-, but they have 
become so scarce that last year from ten to 
twelve dollars per barrel was being charged, 
and if the proccsa of depletion goes on, in ten 
or fifteen years the Canadian oyster will be al- 
most, if not quite, extinct. This ^Vill be a cal- 
amity very difficult to repair, to say the least. 

It must be remembered that the Canadian 
03-ster is identical with the American oyster, 
and is, properly speaking, an inhabitant of 
warmer waters than those of Canada — such 
waters as are found in Chesapeake Bay, and off 
the Virginian and Carolina coasts. Along the 
coast of the L'nited States the oyster is con- 
tinuously distributed. 'JMiat is to say, it is 
found practically everywhere \vhcre there is a 
chance for it to exist, and if in any one place 
along the I'nitctl States coast line the oysters 
were completely fished out, the suppl}' would 
be restored through the spat from adjacent 
oyster beds reaching this place and renewing 
the oyster growth. 

But there would be no such hope lor the 
Canadian oyster if once it were exterminated, 
because the Canadian oyster can only sur\'i\'e 
■where the conditions (^i the slioi-e are such that 
the temperature of the water in Jul}' and Aug- 
ust reaches about seventy degrees. Now, such 
conditions arc very, very local. They are in 
every case due to the existence of submerged 
banks over which there is a stretch of shallow 
water, Avhich water gets heated up to seventy 
degrees in July and August. Outside these 
narrow confines the general temperature of 
the Gulf '""f St. I.awr''ncc ncN'cr rises above 
forty or fifty degrees even in the hottest sea- 
.sons. If, therefore, the oyster were complete- 
ly exterminated in one of these beds it could 
not be stocked from adjacent beds, becaiise 
the spat, in attempting to cross this icy bar- 
rier, would perish. 

This is the serious thing ;ibout the Cana- 
dian oyster. It is, in point of fact, a remnant 
of the fauna which inhabited Canada before 
the glacial e])0ch, when a w.arni climate sjiread 
continuously up as far as llaffin's I'ay. 'I'he 
coast of Prince Edx-ard Island v.;is speciallv 
favorable to pre\enting the extinction of the 
Canadian oyster, when the glacial epoch su- 
pervened, because the Island consists of ex- 
tremely soft rock- — the New l^ed Sandstone. 
Prince Edward Island is the only reiiresenta- 
tive of this rock in Canada. Now, this soft 



rock has been breached by the sea, on the 
north, coast particularly, and accordingly a 
number of shallow bays have been formed 
which are shut off from the general sea or 
gulf by sandbars. The whole north coast 
of Prince Edward Island is fringed with sandy 
bars, and it is in these shallow places that the 
oyster flourishes. 
• The reason that the oyster requires a tem- 
perature of seventy degrees at least is that 
the spat, or free-swimmnig young, are unable 
to survi\-e a lower tcm[)crature, whereas the 
adult oyster can snrx'ive mi any temi)erature 
so long as it is not absolutely frozen. Thus, 
for instance, in England, and eveiywhere 
where the oyster is cultivated, it frequently 
occurs that several years pass without there 
being a fall of spat, as it is called, because the 
temperature in that particular summer has 
not reached a high enough degree. Jn Can- 
ada it nearly always occurs that the temjier- 
ature gets to a sufficient degree to ensure the 
welfare of the spat. 

The Canada oyster differs from the Euro- , 
|H'an oyster in regard to its breeding. The 
egg of the Canadian oyster is fertilized after 
being expellocl in the sea, and the voung enter 
on a long |)eri(Kl of free swimming existence, 
a conserv;iti\'C estin-.ate of which w<.ii'.ld l)e 
about three week';. In the J'",uropeaii oyster 
the egg is retained in the shell of the mfitiu'r 
until (levelopment is far advanced, and when 
the young of the oyster is finally expelled 
from the mother's gills, it swims only for 
one or two days. The result is that within 
the beds in which the oyster lives there is a 
far more uniform and wide distribution of 
spat from the Canadian oyster than from the 
European variety. 

'I'here are two ways of attemi^ting to cul- 
ti\-ate the oyster. One is to obtain what are 
called seed oysters — u-ally oysters about one 
year old, anti averaging an inch in lengih. 
Oysters. I may remark parenthetically, ,11 e 
marketable in their third year, but are really 
not full grown until they are five or six years 
of age. • The inch-long o3-sters arc laid down 
on a special bottom — a bottom formed of suf- 
ficiently firm nialerial to pre\-ent them from 
sinl<ing and being smothered in the mud. The 
best bottom is made <if old oyster shells, of 
tiles, or even stones. This method of culture 
has proved a success in Prince Edward Island 
every time it has been attempted. 

But sn]i]>osing tli.it these seed oysters can- 
not readily be obtained., we may attempt to 
catch the frcc-swiniming larvae, and an ex- 



periment of this kind was instituted last sum- 
mer. A portion of Malpccque Bay was rented 
by the Biological Stntion, and in this over a 
hundred birch poles ten feet in length wore 
planted in groups of three and in lines of six 
feet apart, at right angles to the shore. A 
certain number of twigs were left on ^he 
poles. The object v>'as^ to produce a slight 
eddy as the tide flows past, checking the 
tide some\vhat, and giving the free-swimming 
oysters an opportunity of settling. 

This method of oyster culture is employed 
with success in Jai^aii. But there is another 
problem to be liict in Prince Edward Island 
that is absent in Japan, namely, that there is 
not less than three feet of ice over the b-ay 
in winter. Consefpiently, it is necessary to 
sink these i)oles so that the tops of them are 
three feet below low -water. If the experiment 
succeeds, there ought to Lie next summer a 
considerable number of young oysters at- 
tached to the barlv of the liirch poles. At flie 
end of the second year these would then he 
removed and planted as seed 03'sters. 

Until quite recently there was no encour- 
agement for the cu!ti\ation of oysters in 
Prince Edward Island, because all the waters 
were rcgardeil as public property, and anyone 
c<juld obt.'iin a license to remove oysters on 
[layment of a small fee. Conseqtientl}^ no one 
would plant o}-sters for other people's benefit. 
The ownership of the oyster beds is vested 
in the Island Government, and that govern- 
ment has recently passed a law which per- 
mits the owner of a farm to lease the water 
immediately fronting on his farm for the pur- 
pose of oyster culture. Even when this is 
doile, all difficulties are not removed, because 
the protection of the fisheries devolves not on 
the Island but on the Dominion Government, 
and those who ha\-c commenced to cultivate 
oysters complain that their property in these 
oysters is not respected by their neighbors. 
As the water is comparatively shallow, the 
oysters are continually being stolen.' It is to 
be hoped that this confusion of jurisdiction 
will be satisfactorily arranged, and adequate 
protection given. If that is done, it is well 
within the mark to say that the production 
of oysters in Prince Edward Island can be in- 
creased a hundredfold. 

At present the oyster catch comes almost 
entirely from one bay on the north of Prince 
Edward Island — Richmond, or Malpecque 
Bay. This is only one of a large number of 
precisely similar bays which extend the whole 
way along the north coast of the Island, and 



there is evidence to show that all these bays 
were at one time richly productive of oysters. 
Indeed, in the next bay. jiroceeding along the 
coast in an easterly direction — Grenville Bay 
— oysters were at one time so abundant that 
ships used to come from England, and, make 
up a cargo of them, and sail directly back to 
the British market. This bay is now practical- 
ly depleted, and, of course, no trade worth' 
mentioning is done. 

There is even more striking evidence of the 
former richness of these oyster beds. The 
soil of I^rince Edward Island, though it is very 

fertile, lacks one important constituent, name- 
ly, lime, and this want some of the farmers 
supply by dredging from the shallow bays 
what is termed oyster mud and sprrarling it: 
on the land. This oyster nuid consists of'old 
smothered oyster beds, which, in some cases, 
are eighteen feet thick. The presence of these 
beds points to an oyster production in former 
lime.s ill Prince Edward Island, to which the 
existing oyster beds can only be supposed to 
represent the merest fragment. 

The cause of the destruction of the beds 
must be traced to the cutting down of the 
forests. When the first settlers arrived there, 
the island was covered by fine lumber, among 
which there wa;j a good deal of splendid hard- 
wood. This has almost all lieen removed, and 
the result is that the snow melts with too 
great rapidity and strong spring freshets arc 
produced. These freshets rapidly wash away 
the soft land, and the enormous amount of 
silt produced has already smothered large 
numbers of oyster beds, because the silt falls 
more rapidly than the oyster grows. 

An oyster which has grown wdiere silt is 
being deposited rapidly, but not rapidly 
enough to smother it, may be recognized by 
the shell u hich has curved upward in the effort 
to keep clear of the silt. The long and narrow 
oyster is the o\ ster which has grown in a 
bed very closely i)acked by its companions. 
The best variety of oyster brought tq the 
Montreal market is that known as the cup 
oyster, which is broad, and has a compara- 
tively smooth flat shell. This variety repre- 
sents the oyster which has grown under the 
most favorable conditions. It is perfectly pos- 
sible to cultivate this kind of oyster simply 
by choosing the right kind of bed aiid laying 
down the seed oysters in it. It is to be 
hoped that the government will encourage this 
industry, for the Canadian oyster, reprfesents 
a very important natural food supply. ■ 



Britain's Duty to Canada 




;,^;^5^ ORE.MCX^T among the Imperial 
problems about which men are to- 
day thinking is tb.at of Coloniza- 
tion, writes John Redington in the 
Standard of Empire. In this, as in 
questions of defence, of tariffs, of 
treaty making, public thought in Great Bri- 
tain has undergone a radical change. The 
Dominions beyond the Seas are no longer re- 
garded by the Home Government as dum])ing 
grounds for the home-raised criminal. But 
while the right of the Colonial to freedom from 
im]3orted criminal contamination has been 
completely recognized, there still remains, in 
almost imabated strength, the belief that the 
older civilizations have the right to send their 
own weak and inefficient human products to 
the younger lands Oversea. Until within re- 
cent years little or no effective protest was 
raised by either the Dominion or the Com- 
monwealth, sc> long as the immigrants were 
known tu be neither criminally \-icious or 
phj-sicallv unfit. ()f late, Iiowe\'er, the liars 
are every _\ear being [int a little higher. In 
this protection of her young nationhood, as in 
some other Imperial matters, Canada has led 
the way. The number of immigrants being 
turned back for this reason increases every 
month. The Mother country has been polite- 
ly and respectfully advised that she c;m no 
longer shift on to the shoulders of her daugh- 
ters the responsibili t_\- of the care ffjr those 
whose low standard in the scale nf Ijcing is 
directly and solely due tfi tb.e condititins of life 
in the older civilizations. ' 

That something must be done, howe\cr. 
towards the betterment of the>e conditions 
iKDne can deny. It is like the m_\-thn|i igicil 
riddle v,hich, if a man cotdd not guess, he 
died. And in the solution of the riddle the 
lands of the "far flung fenceless prairie," the 
lands of wide horizons and scattered popula- 
tion, of vast and undeveloped natural wealth, 
unquestionably hold the key. 

A serious attempt — p'irhaps the first ade- 
quate attempt — to discuss the various impor- 
tant issuer raised in the colonization problem, 
particularly as they affect the Canadian Do- 
minion, has been made by Mr. I',merson 
Hough, well known as the author of "The 
^lississippi Hublile," "Heart's Desire," and 
other equ.'ill}' interesting ;ind jiopular novels. 
Mr. Hough appro.-iclies his srd)ject from var- 
ious angles — personal, Governmental, philo- 
sophic, and humanitarian. His book is called 
"Tlic Sowing," and is, indeed, a study in col- 
onization in its Imperial and Canadian aspects. 
It is being published serially in "Canada 
West," a Winnipeg magazine devoted to the 
interests of Western Canada. The September 
immber, cpntaining the first instalment, has 
just been received in London, 



Mr. Hough brings to his responsible task a 
perhai:)S uni(pie equipment. In hunting and 
fishing taps in remote parts of the Dominion, 
from I,ake Superior to Alaska, he has tramped 
through the centres and past the outposts of 
settlement. The remarkable tdianges that ha\-e 
taken place in prairie Ganaila within the last 
two decades Mr. 1 lough has personally wit- 
nessed, so that few students of the cpiestion 
can speak with more inlini.itc knowledge and 
authoril}-. He has h.-id the additional aih'anl- 
;igc, too, of being in close touch with the men 
who are in control of the Dominion's immi- 
gration policy, and of the means whereby that 
policy has in later years been administered 
with such success. 

It is evident from the first instalment of 
"The Sowing" that .Mr. Hough will run di- 
rectK' counter to the n.-iually accepted view.s 
of those who style them seK'es Imperialists — 
;it all events to th;il n;irrow Imperialism which 
regards the Colonies, whether for commerce or 
colonization, as mere ap[)anages to the Mother 
country, existing only for her greater ])o\ver 
and .glory. The sub-title of the book — "A 
Yankee's \ iew of England's Duty to Canada" 
— is the pl.-iinest intimation that, after sizing 
up all the f.uts. Mr. Ilou,L;b has put the saddle 
on the olhei' iior.-e, and regards Britain'.^ duty 
to Canada and to herself as ])Mramount to any 
obligation Canadians owe to the .Mother conn 
tr_\', so tar as colemizntion concerned. Ami. 
greater e\-en than ilie \-ilal i 111 ri'e.-,! of ilicso 
two countries in tl:e iiuesticm, .Mr. Hough re- 
gards the interest of humanity at large. "It 
is Canada's (jpportunity," he says in his first 
instalment, "to show what the l'nited States 
does not show, a reverence for law and jus- 
tice; and, at the same time, to show what 
lingland docs n'ot offer, a readiness to meet 
and master new and interesting prolilems of 
swift modern ciN-ilizat ion. It 1:; not a question 
whether b'.iigland doc^ or thus not lilcc this 
other Continent and its way-. Canada will 
grow, with or without lingland. Expansion 
will go on. (Government makes not so much 
difference to man as does his daily bread. 
"Ubi bene, ibi patria" — where a man prospers, 
there is his country. Men will make their way 
along the lines of least resistance, as all life 
progresses. It is not the cpiestion how much 
I'jigland can control Canada. The great ques- 
tion is, of how much use can Canad.a be to 
b'ngland in the way of o|iportunity ? lleyoiul 
that, all the answers will come, not through 
this or that political jiarty, this or that system 
of government, but through the working of 
the law of environment. The great truth is 
that, one extreme against the other, the lot of 
the average man is better in Canada than it is 
in England. England is the one to profit by 
that truth, and not to grow muddled in her 
grumbling over it. Of how much use may* 



Canada and England be to the world? Let us 
ponder over that." 

From this, and abundant signs elsewhere 
in the first instalment of "The Sowing," it is 
evident that the book will be provocative — if 
not, as apjiears probable, of difference and 
controversy, at least of thought and discus- 
sion, it is evidently Mr. Hough's intention to 
"speak right out in meeting," to "hew to the 
line, and let the chips fall where they ma)-," 
"Let the galled jade wince — our withers arc 
un wrung," appears to be .Mr. Hough's motto. 
And that the conclusions of on© so fearless, so 
impartial, and so experienced as Mr. Hough 
will be A notable contribution to one of the 
great age-old world problems none can deny. 

VVc quote elsewhere a passage from Mr. 
Emerson Hough's remarkable story, "The 
Sowing," which gives food for much thought. 
"It is Canada's opportunity," he says, "to show, 
w hat the L'nited States does not show — a rev- 
erence for law and justice." The opportunity 
has been fulfilleil — to soine extent. A few 
yeai's ;ig'T the writer of these lines ]oassed 
straight from one of the .\merican to one of 
the Canadian towns of the West.' In the 
.American settlement the tails was all of claims 
jumped, shooting affrays, and other acts of 
lawlessness: there had been ten murders with- 
in the past few months. In the Canadian 
town, though it swarmed with Anierican 
"toughs" and all the miscellaneous riff-raff of 
a mining country, there had been no murders, 
no robberies, no claim -jumiiings. a pistol was 
not to be .-icen in the iilace, and the streets at 
mght, with thcii" o|u'.n .--ab.ions. were not a 
whit mure dangeroll.'^ than the Strand. "Wlii'ii 
I c;ime here lir.1t," said a bar-tender, "from 
the other side, I found that Victoria, Queen 
and Empress, did mean something." There 
were about half a dozen policemen in the 
town ; but then, as everybody knew, behind 
them was the force of the Dominion of C;in- 
ada, and indeed the udiole force of the British 
I''nii)ire. to see that lave Avas respected and 
ju-ticc (lour. The iKiinicide beyond the bor- 
der had a \'ery lair ch;nu'e indeed (jf getting off 
scot-free, whereas in British Columbia it was 
jiretty certain that he would be lodged in gaol, 
brought before a magistrate, and tried for hi:j 
life. All this is infinitely to Uie credit of Can- 
ada, and one is glad to know that it is acknow- 
ledged by an American writer of Mr. Emerson 
Hough's comjietence. But there is still an- 
other example of reverence for law which Can- 
ada should give her Southern neighbors. The 
])olitics of \\'ashington, and of many of the 
v^tate Legislatures, arc not, to put it miklly, a 
pattern of purity and probity. The reign of 
"graft" is by no means over. Canada, with all 
its .British sentiment and .sympath)', is ver}' 
near the L'nited Stales in some other respects 
besides that of locality. The political influ- 
ence is specially strong, and there is a certain 
danger that the tone and temper of American 
public life may be viewed with too much in- 
dulgence in the Dominion. 



Coal Town That Is Clean 




IH^ preconcei\'ed impressions of Car- 
diff are \cry far from accurate. 
People generally suppose it to be a 
sooty and ugly coal town, with a 
thick atmosphere and processions of 
grim miners passing through the 
streets between the shafts and their slate 
thatched cottages. On the contrary, it is one 
of the prettiest cities in the kingdom, with 
wide, clean streets, lined with shade trees atid 
rows of comfortable \'il'as, with flower gar- 
ilcns. shrubl,)er\- and clinging \ines, which at 
this time of year are ablaze with color. 

Although Cardiff handles more coal than 
any other place in the world, and that is tlic 
chief occupation of its citizens, a stranger 
might live here for a year without suspecting 
such a thing from appearances. There isn't 
a mine within nine iiiilcs of the place, and the 
coal is carried dircctl\- from the shafts in rail- 
w.ay trains to the docks, which lie some dis- 
tance below the residence portion of the cil\'. 
They are reached by a long sli'cet that is in- 
habited 1)\' peopli.' I if e\'ery clime on earth, 
chiefly sailor folk, who have been stranded 
here at the end of voyages or are keepingj^ 
boarding-houses- and shops for the patronage 
of their fellow countrymen who come here by 
the sea. 

The coal of Cardiff goes to every port ex- 
cept those of the United vStates. It can he 
found at almost e\-ery factory in the world 
outside i-Mir countr\-, and furnishes stcan-i to 
mo\e the fleets of ne;irly exer}' ntition. Jienee 
the shipping that comes to Cardiff represents 
a corrcsiionding number of countries, and pev- 
haps no other city except it be Port Said, ,-it 
the entrance of the Suez Canal, or Panama, or 
Punta Arenas, on the Straits of Magellan, has 
so many races represented in its population. 
If you will take a tranicar from the city to ihc 
docl:s you can see signs in almost every lan- 
guage hanging over the doors of shops and 
restaurants and boarding-houses. 

vSix miles north of Cardiff a long range of 
hills, averaging 700 or 800 feet high, runs cast 
and west for fifty-six miles, and they are 
fornied of coal of \;u-ious grades and values. 
The slopes of this ridge are covered with coal 
pits and the villages of miners that work in ^ 
them. The best quality of coal comes from ' 
y-Jliondda and Aberdare, and it is probably the 
best fuel used by man .-Ml the coal is brought 
by railways that pass the mouths of the mines 
to the docks of Cardiff, where the ears are sort- 
ed on different sidings and switched to the 
(piays, wdierc the vessels lie ready for loading. 
All kinds of vessels and all sizes arc awaiting 
cargoes, and experience has taught the men, 
who manage the business how to handle the 
coal with the least labor and the least expense. 
The docks belong to the Marquis of Bute, or 
at least he is the principal stockholder, hold- 



ing $27,500,000 of the shares of the $30,ooo,ot)0 
com pail}- formed by his grandfather many- 
years ago. 

Cardiff is a very micient town. It dates 
back to the days of the Romans, who had a 
strong fortress here, the remains of which 
have been excavated and thoroughly explored 
by competent archaelcgists under the direction 
and at the expense of the late Marquis of Bute. 
'J'lic Normans followed the Romans and held 
s\v:\y for several centuries, and other races 
came in turn with \-arious stirring events and 
incidents, of \\-hicli the old castle w-as the cen- 
tre. Robert, Duke of Normandy, a weak and 
dissip/ated son of W illiam the Conqueror, was 
kept in jirison here nearly all his life and died 
at Cardiff Castle in 1134 in the eightieth year 
of his age. 

In those days southern AA'ales was an agri- 
cultural country, and it was not until the dis- 
covery, at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century, that iron could be smelted with min- 
eral fuel, that the coal deposits in this neigh- 
borhood were recognized as valuable. 

Originally the coal was transported on the 
hacks of mules and horses until 1800, when a 

canal was built b\- the iron masters, and then 
the im])ortance of Cardiff rapidl}"- increased. 
7\ccording \o documentary evidence held here, 
Robert TboiiK'.s, of W'aun Dylit, was the first 
ni:ni to use- coal for the generation of steam, 
ami it is a coincidence of great interest that 
his granddaughter became the wife of Sir Wil- 
liam Thomas Lewis, general manager of the 
Cardiff docks and of all the interests of the 
Marquis of Bute in this vicinity. Sir William. 
Tlnjmas has recently resigned because of his 
advanced age. having been in bis present posi- 
tion for more than fift}' 3-cars. It was his 
energy and genius that developed the city of 
Cardiff to its present importance. 

It should be saitl, however, that the. late 
Marquis of i-)Ute, the grandfather of the pre- 
sent iMarcpiis, and the owner pf the propert)'-, 
was the inspiring genius and furnished the 
capital with which the work was done. Born 
in 1/9.3, he succeeded to the title and vast es- 
tates that had been in his family for genera- 
tions -yvhen but 21 years of age. He soon real- 
ized tbe enormous wealth nature had stored 
upon his property in the range of hills I have 
mentioned, and undertook to develop it. Lie 
determined first to build a series of docks 
which wotild enable ocean-going ships to come 
nearer to the canal which brought the coal 
down from the mines, and in 1830 obtained an 
act of Parliament granting that privilege. They 
were/c^peedily constructed, proved eminently; 
successful, and have been, extended from lime 
to time until now the docks of Cardiff have 
an .area of 160 acres, and last year handled 
I7)3'59,i75 tons of coal. 
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, HB following address was given by 
Dr. S. B. Sinclair, foriner]y~"vice- 
principal of the OUawa Normal 
School, before llie Council of Wo- 
men. As it seems peculiarly apj)!]- 
cublc to ]Drescnt day conditions and 
needs in Canada it is given in full. 

If the twentieth century is to be Canada's 
century it is especiall}' true that it is her op- 
portunity to demonstrate to the world how 
an ideal educational system can be developed 
under conditions tli'e most favorable for such 
development. It is also important that we 
constantly bear in mind the fact that our 
children arc bcinj;- trained not for the condi- 
tions of ordinar\- naUonal life, but to take their 
place in a social structure which, owing to the 
inevitable influx of people from other lands, 
must in a few years cuulain more foreigners 
than native-born Canadians. If we are to pre- 
serve inviolate those [irincipics which arc dear 
to every Canadian, and see the working out of 
the true British ideal in this country the chil- 
dren in our schools must be trained to be sa- 
gacious and able leaders and not blind and 
helpless followers. 

The best results can be achievxd onl}' 
when society realizes that the school is a so- 
cial institution established by society for so- 
ciety, and that the responsibility for providing 
adequate national educational facilities cannot 
be relegated to teachers' and education de- 
partments. The first way in which the state 
can contribute to this end is to bring to the 
school children who are i^hysically, mentally 
and morally fit. 

The greatest world surprise of the last de- 
cade has been the defeat of Ivussia by Japan. 
Wc find the key to the situation in the state- 
ment thar many Japanese mothers committed 
suicide when they ioiuul that their children 
were physically incapacitated to enter the 
Japanese army. We ma}' doubt the sanity of 
their action, but there can be no doubt but 
that any people whose motherhood are so in- 
spired with the national spirit as to be willing 
to sacrifice their lives upon the altar oi pat- 
riotism is bound quickly to take a frontier 
place conspicuous among the nations. 

•Children should he well born. If more at- 
tention paid to generation less would be 
required to be jjaici to regeneration. 

In the period between birth and the begin- 
ning of school life the foundation is laid for 
future excellence. The child wdio enters 
school with a weak physical frame and who is 
slovenly, unmannerly and disobedient in his 
habits starts the educational race heavily 
handicapped. 

The periods of early infancy when the child 
is gaining control of his sensory motor activi- 
ties and of later infancj' when his new found 

strength naturally expresses itself in the free 
and joyous activity of spontaneous play have 
been carefully studied and described by such 
writers as ;\liss Shinn in her hiograplu' of .a 
i)aby and Dr. Tracy in his child studies, and 
the parent will find many interesting and help- 
ful suggestions in such iiOoks. 

After the child enters schofjl the real work 
of society begins. W ith the ad\ance of ci\-il- 
ization women are destined in the verv nature 
of things to assume more and mfire the powers 
and the responsibility of the guidance of edu- 
cational affairs. This women's council has al- 
ready done good work and you are only begin- 
ning. The teachers and the childri!n need your 
assistance, lint the undertaking is not an easy 
one. The education ol a child presents count- 
lec-s educational problems difficult i>i so- 
lution. 

j\luch 111 the education ni the sclio'ds has 
been like a h'lrtfc.ullurist whu ])lants an im- 
perfect seed in a dark cellar, e<piips the cellar 
Avith a costly gleclric light apparatus, supplies 
the young plant with the most expensive fer- 
tilizers (selected at haphazard), floods it early 
and often with doubly distilled and aerated 
waters, measures its grMwtii hr)url\' with a 
false examin.alion standard, ;i|)plies a stretch- 
ing apparalu^ to induce uinlnrmitv and rapid- 
ity of grovN'ih ancj when the reMilts prn\e ;n'- 
satisfactorv, wiili ;i great [l(iuri>h of trunipeis 
tlesigns a most apjiroved anrl niJ-to-date lKis])i- 
tal for sickly ])laiits. .Another and different 
type of educators resembles the one who 
])lants a good seed in fertile soil and bright 
sunshine and lets nature take her course with 
little or no interference or assistance. In i" i- 
ther case do we get the In^st pi>s.--ihle i'c>-uh-i. 
J'A'en in plant rai.-dng ilie best •,);•< idiici > ■ uli 
tained by a careful aiieniiiMi Id •;i)eeia! ie';pin - 
mcnts and t(.i the prucuriug of the Uv>\ -oil, 
light, heat, ami moisture coiiditions. 'I'hc 
school is an <irtificial instnimem and its work 
must be artificial, but it shou.ld be scientitie 
and should be conducted on the basis of the 
needs of society and of the individual child to 
be educated. 

After the iirucuring of the perfect child the 
next thing is the ]ierfeet teaehe!- Xo uiatter 
ho\v much nuuiey is sj-eiit li;^cks and mor- 
tar without thoroughly tr.aiueil and u'licient 
teachers satisf;u't( 'r_\ lesnlis i .\iii 'it \)0 olii.-.in- 
ed. Lord Milner, speaking in Toronto the 
other day, said "the art of teaching is not 
given to cvcrybod}', it is a thing that must be 
learned. The teachers in itnglish public 
schools are able and scholarly, but they are not 
taught how to teach." Jle also comi)limented 
Canada on our better ciuidilioa in this regard, 
llis stiitement is uudeuibtedly true, but it is 
ci|uall)' true that liie hjiglishnian has conclud- 
ecl that it is time foi- :l change, .and is recon- 
.struciiug his system in ;i most jiraclical way. 
In London university a coiuiie lias been or- 



ganized for the professional training of teach- 
ers, in which every student teacher must de- 
.votc ail entire year to purely professional 
training. Canada must look to her laurels for 
our requirement devotes only a portioir of the 
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Dr. Mcic/iigan, the Rrtinng Archbishnp of York 

year to purely professional wnrk. This coun- 
cil can do much in the way of improvintr the 
status, qualifications, and remuneration of the 
teacher. I have had during the last twenty 



years the privilege of training over two thou- 
sand primary teachers. Many of them go to 
teach in rural schools, and are women of cul- 
ture, ability and sensitive personality. Let me 
ask you some day as you are passing a rural 
school where a woman teacher has a large 
number of boys and girls of all ages under her 
charge to go in and take a look at the school 
building and surroundings and sec what pro- 
visions are made for the privacy and comfort 
of these young ladies who have been entrusted 
with the great work of shaping the destiny of 
ibis nation. Mothers' meetings have been of 
iiiestimahlc value if for nothing else than that 
they have brought |)areiit.s and teachers to- 
gelliei- for discussion. With a complete under- 
standing: hctweon the parent and the teacher 
such ])roblems as those of truancy nnr! rnr- 
])oral punislnnenl practically tlisappear. 

The criisadi; against tubcrcidosis is being 
cari'icd forward with \dgur and success. One 
of the remedies proposed is the rational medi- 
cal inspection of the schools, and this certainly 
will be a great boon uheii it comes. In the 
ineanlimo much can be dmic under cNisting 
eontbtiniis. The iiltimaie working fact regard- 
ing tuberculosis i.s that in almost e\'crv case 
"the spread t)f the disease comes by way of the 
floor." The schoolruom remedy lies in seeing 
that all pui.'ils are supplied with handkerchieis, 
that they use them when necessary, and that 
school-rooms ;ue iiropcrly cleaned. This can 
be done by ])arents, teachers ;md caretakers 
without any aid frfjiii a medical expert, and a 
till irouglily arousetl and intelligent public scu- 
tiiiieiu should see th;U it is done. 

^laiiy (i[ the difficulties met with in educa- 
tion ha\e been due to the a[)idicatioii of a false 
dualistic ]diiloso])liy and are <,n\'ing wav be- 
fore the modern scientific attitude, or what 
may be termed the genetic functional concep- 
tion of education. This view looks upon the 
child not as an empty receptacle to be filled 
with Icnowlcdge, but as a living, growing self- 
active individual with special habits, tenden- 
cies, desires, impulses, moving forward to the 
attainment of certain definite aims or pur[)0ses. 
Education must therefore study the child, take 
him wdiere it finds him, discover bis peculiar 
needs and furnish the material best designed 
to supply his wants. 



The old theory that because a study was 
useful it must therefore possess no culture 
value has been exploded. The question is, will 
it enal)le the child in the best \vay at the pre- 
sent time and in (:he future to reconstruct his 
experience? J'.ducation is more than a prepara- 
tion for life, it involves complete living at the 
present time. Another fallacy was that the 
only way to interest the child was to present 
easy, and amusing activities to him. How any 
one could >vatch a game of Rugby football 
and continue to hold this theory is a mystery.

SCIENTIST PROVES APES DO REASON 




X ape, reared from baby hi md at the 
Biological Institute in Amani, Ger- 
man East .Africa, has accomplish- 
ments as a bicycle rider. There was 
a demand from Herlin for so gifted 
a specimen of the authroi)oid ape 
and he has now been added to the collections 
in the Zoological C.arden of that cilv. I'er- 
liaps it i- not very remarkable tlial a.n ini.-lli- 
geiit ape, with innate hn-e for feal- ><\ h.il.mc 
iqg and gymua.-tic stunts ■ mi the brauclies of 
trees, should learn lu ride a bicycle. ilis 
trainer reports that his patience and time were 
not overtaxed in teaching him to ride. The 
ape was a little ^Inw in girsping the idea ihat 
worloiig the iiedal> he could pnipel ihe ma- 
chine, but when ii,L;irt da\N-ncd upon him Ins 
e'diicaiiun as a wluelinan ,\.:- almost compu t.-. 
Me is mil _\et sufiiciently observant of obsta- 
cle.- in the roai]. luu lu' is im[)r(jving, says a 
writer in the .Xew York Sun. 

Just now the (.ierman public is most inter- 
ested in the studies that Dr. Alexander Sok- 
olovski has been making of three anthropoid 
apes at Stellingen. near Ik-rlin. llis scientific 
specialty is /ooloL;ical psycholog\- and he ha- 
bei'U I .l)-ei-\ing lln- life of i w, i i 'i-a ii g -on t a n g. 
male and female, e.illed Jacoli .uid Iwi-a, and 
.-111 nniiained elinnp;ui./ec. He ha- cinn iiici'd 
birn.-elf that these animals h;i',e nut oidv in 
Stinci luit also eK'inentar\- reasouiiiL; poweis. 

The three animals are excellent friend-, 
but there are marked temperamental differ 
ences between the chimpanzee and the orang 
oiitangs. The former is full of life and is dn- 
ing something every waking moment. The 
latter are more i|uiet, sit reposefully for long 
jieriods on the Hour, .and when they .attempt 
the swinging bar they are slower .ami more 
c-auti'ius than the chimpan/ee. who is reckh ss. 
lie likes rough and tunible jday with J.acol), 
but l\(jsa is his fa\drite. Theia- seems to be 
a perfect understanding bi'tween them .and 
she is bis dutiful servant in many of his orig- 
inal performances. 

To facilitate Dr. Sokolovski's studies the 
kec|)eis gave a good deal of laiilude to the 
three animals. The chimpanzee es])eci;illv has 
had his own way to an unusual extent. Me 
acts more natuiadly when he does not kaiow 
that he is under human obserxat ion . and for 
liours e\'cry ilay he has bet'ii aijpari'uth' li\- 
himself though watched every moment. 

Some of ih;- most interesting results of Hi-. 
Sokolovski's stmlies grew out of the chimijan- 
zee's desire to escaiie confinement. lie does 
not like it, though his two friends seem eon- 
tent.' They oceuiiied a ])art of a very large 
wire cage, more than half of wdiich was u.sed 
as the summer sleeping place of the giraffes. 
The board partition dividing the cage into two 
compartments was high, iliongli it did not ex- 
tend to the roof. .Xoliody dreamed that the 
ehiinpanzee could surnifnint this -wall, but he 
did, ;iiul it was one of his three successful at- 
tempts to get out of his cage. 

In a corner of the cage against llu' wooden 
liartition was a large box in ^vhich the ;ipes 
slept and so heavy that they could not move 



it. One (lay the chiniitanzee jumped u]) on 
this box and seemed to lie i ritically examining 
the partition. Mc jumped into the air again 
and again with arms stretched above his head, 
but he could not bring his fingers within threa 
feet of the top of the wall. His attention sud- 
denly became riveted upon a large tin globe 
whicli had been given to the animals to play 
u iti'. li was made of thick i)latc and was so 
big and lie.-uy- that it was not easy to handle. 
It was made for rolling ;iliing the griniiid. 

.\o\\' w.as the time for Rosa to helj), and 
she was summoned. Together they boosted 
the glcjbi- 111)011 the box and rolled it into the 
corner. Here is was kept by the faithful and 
intelligent Rosa while her friend clambered 
lip over her back to the top of the globe. Rosa 
still kept the globe in place while the venture- 
some clhnipanzee jnmpcil again and ;.gain for 
!iic t'lp of that partition, lint lu; ciald not 
1 e,i(di ii 1j_\' siweral inches. Then he had a con- 
ference with Rosa. Just bow he CDinmunicat- 
ed his idea to her is not known, hut she iin- 
tler.stood him somehow or other. 

The chimpanzee took her arm and lieliK-d 
her t<i clamber up on the globe. She stretch- 
ed herself face downward on the rounding 
snid.ace. The chimpanzee mounted mi her body 
,111(1 made another mighty spring into the air. 

It was a groat success, for he clutidied the 
liil> cif the parlitiiin ,and di'opped duwai .among 
llie giraffes on the other side. lie was not a 
liil concerned about leaving his friends, but the 
nnselfish Rosa bad heljjed him to desert with- 
out reaping any advantage herself. 

I he keepers escorted the ape back to Ids 
own compartment and deprived the three 
friends of the globe that had given them so 
niuidi amiisenient. They were \-cry certain 
that the chini|)anzee could not surmount the 
j)artilion again. They did not know the extent 
of the aninud'.s resoyrces. It was observed a 
few days later that the cliimpan^^eo was hav- 
ing more Inn than ever on bis trape/.c, and it 
looked as though he were continually trying 
to swing himself a.gainst the roof. At last be 
gathered all his energies for the biggest swing 
of all, and when at the summit^ of his flight be 
sprang off the bar and just managed to catch 
the top of the partition. The next moment he 
w.is among the giraffes again. That very da\ 
the i>arti'tion was extended to the roof and 
flight in this direction was quite cut off. 

ills iie.Kl attempt was to break the fasten- 
ing on the door of the cage lie ()bser\'e(l with 
much apparent interest that when the keeiier 
entered the cage he handled a bunch of keys, 
one of which he inserted in a [ladlock. The 
keeper sometimes gave him the keys becau.sc 
he was so gravely curious to examine thcin 
one by one, and often he would strain u\) 
agaiiist the wire to look at the padlock out- 
side, for the idea seemed to dawn upon him 
that it had something to do Avith getting into 
or out '.)f the cage. 

One day Jacob managed to break the 
wooden piece (.111 the swing" and this put an 
iinpK'ineiit into the hands of the chimpanzee. 
The bit of toug^li hardwood Avas about three 



feet long and it had broken so that one end 
was almost a point. Dr. Sokolovski could 
scarcely believe his eyes when he saw the ape 
thrust the stick outside of the wire, push the 
thin end up through the staple that held the 
padlock and then pry with all his might to 
force it out. The keejier wM- notified, the 
performances terminated, and the chimpanzee 
was deprived of his new tool. 

.\s lie felt his restraint so deeply it was de- 
cideil to give him a little occasional exercise in 
the oiien. and so one day the keeper took him 
out into the garden for a stroll, leading him 
by a small chain. It was a great lark for the 
ape and he plainly manifested his enjoyment 
aiul all the more when they reached a fruit 
stall at the gate, where he was regaled with 
bananas. 

Mc had the time of his life and the very 
next day he decided that he wanted another 
stroll and more bananas. lie set to work on 
the wire of the cage, which was nierel\' meant 
tor summer use, but was sup]i(.)sed to be strong 
enough to lirdd any animal that was jnit into 
the cage. The (diini])anzee C(jnfined his atten- 
li(.)n to the sm.aller wires that were bent around 
the network of larger wares to keej) them in 
place. Me bit and tugged at one wire with his 
strong teeth till it broke, and then he uncoiled 
it with his fingers and threw it on the ground. 
He treated a number of these wire bands in 
the same way and then with hi- eiiiuanously, 
strong hands and arms he ])nlled ;uid bent the 
larg^er wires till he had cleared a lude big en- 
ough to crawl through. 

It was hi.gh time to sound the alarm, hut 
before anything could be done the chinqianzee 
was "lit in the garden and Jacob and Rosa 
w ere at his heels. The leader was making 
straight for the fruit stand when the force of 
keepers corralled the party and forced them 
back into the cage. 

This is only one series' of observations 
among many which led Dr. f^okolovski to the 
conviction th.it these animals, while less than 
human, are inncli iiioi-e than brutes. He learn- 
ed main things also from the orang-outang, 
but they were not so bright and intcresting^as 
the chimpanzc'e. 

C)ne of the peculiarities of this fellow was 
his antipathy for everything human excepting 
his k'eepers. Jacob and Ros.a would blandly, 
extend their hands for a cordial shake wdth the 
l)ul)lic while the chimpanzee lurked behind for 
a good chance to snatch off the headgear of 
the v isitors. Spectacles aroused his greatest 
ire .and he had a way of sweei)iiig them off 
the nose with a sort of backhand claw that 
hurt and almost stunned the victim. 

Dr. Sokolovski advises that a number of 
young men trained in zoological or compara- 
tive ])sych()log}- be stationed in the native 
homes of these animals to make a thorough 
study of them, lie does not think that the 
anthropoid ape was the direct ancestor of the 
human race, but he believes man originated 
through some - striking differentiation from 
them. 



ing room at work. The boys all remained, but 
they were not working at a lot of dry-as-dust 
models prescribed by someone else in some 
other country in a fcSrmcr a,ge, tliey were busy 
in constructing original designs of artiedes 
wdiich would be useful and ornamental in their 
own homes. In other words the activity in 
which they were engaged meant something to 
them, it led somewhere, it was adapted to the 
requirements of their actual life proces.ses. 
Then, too, the hygienic conditions in this 
manual training school were a.s near perfect as 
any that I have seen, 'idiirly cubic feet of pure 
air per minute were furnished each pupil at a 
proper temperature; the schoolroom was bright 
and cheery and in every way a satisfactory 
place for development. This school — the Os- 
goodc stpeet school in this city, would well 
repay a visit by the members of this council. 
An improvement might, I think, be made in 
the temperature of many schools in this coun- 
try. There is a tendency to keep our school- 
rooms at too high a temperature, even as high 
as 70 degrees. With proper humidity of air 
65 degrees would in my opinion be a much 
better temperature. The question of tempera- 
ture is to a certain extent a matter of habit, al- 
though I should not go so far in this regard as 
the principal of a large school which I visited 
in VVales, who informed me that he kept the 
temperature of his schoolroom asi near 55 de- 
grees as possible. 

Next to good air and water wood is our 
most important economic necessity. With the 
wholesale destruction of our forests by fires 
which are almost entirely due to negligence 
or ignorance it might be well to giVe this sub- 
ject some attention in education. 

I .«ihou!d have been glad, time permitting, to 
have referred to the necessity for the introduc- 
tion of measures more adequately to provide 
for the training of abnormal and defective 
children, and also to refer to certain charges 
which ill my opinion might well be introduc- 
ed into professional training schools, more par- 
ticularly to refer to the necessity for women's 
residences in connection with such institutions, 
I hope I have said enough to suggest some 
thought oil the question of the great assistance 
which the public can render school authorities 
and teachers by a systematic and intelligent 
co-operation and sympathy, and also to em- 
phasize the fact that prevention is in many 
cases much easier and more satisfactory than

succeeds him. Dr. Maclagan is over eighty- 
two. Fifty-six years ago he retired from the 
Indian .Vrmy; for thirty years he was a 
Bishop ; and seventeen of these he spe'iit" las 
head of the Northern Province. His resigna- 
tion as .Archbishop of York is to take effect at 
the end of the year. 

Dr. Lang ' was invited to assume the 
bishopric of Montreal in succession to the late 
Bishop Carmichaej, whose death occurred' 
very suddenly a few months ago. Great dis- 
appointment was occasioned in Canada at the 
"news of his refusal to take the position. 

The friendly contest in the IDiocesan Synod 
over the election of a Bishoj) of Afontreal as 
successor to the late Dr. Carmichael. Avas one 
of the most interesting events in the hisloiy 
of the Church in Canada during recent years. 

The deadlock arose over the names of Dean 
Farthing, of Kingston, and Dean Evans, of 
Montreal. The former bad a .ma.jority of the 
lay delegates and the latter of the clerical 
representati\-es. ^^dlell, after five inconclu- 
sive ballots, it was seen that no decision was 
like'y to he arrived at. Dean J'.vans rose, and 
in a graceful speech declared that to weld the 
Cdiiirch in Canada into still closer relations 
with the mother Church, he felt it would in- 
deed be a benefit if they could bring over 
brilliant men like the Right Rev. Dr. Lang, 
Hishop of Stepney. The dean stated that he 
was confirmed in this belief by the fact that 
recently the Archbisho]i of Canterbury had 
observed in a letter to the Arclibishop of To- 
ronto how hirgely the Canadian Clitircli h.ad 
loomed in the J'an-Anglican Congress. 'i^he 
responsibilities of their position had greatly 
increased. To .cope with them there must be 
an eminentl}^ able man. He himself earnest- 
ly desired to see elected one who would be 
worthy of the place formerly held by such men 
as Fill ford. Bond, and Carmichael. (Cheers.) 
He and all the clergy would koyally sujiporr 
such a m.aii. and he for his ])art inteiuled to 
give his vole and influence for the election of 
Dr. Lang. 

This speech had a great influence on the 
Synod, and after two other ballots the Bishop 
of Stepney was unanimously chosen. 

A telegram was .later received from the 
J'.ishop of Stepney, saying: "Deeply appre- 
ciate offer; regret cannot accept." The Synod- 
then adjourned till November 24.

This deed was In conseciuence of a decree 
of the EniptTor Theodoslus that all temples to the gods 
of the heathen should be destroyed, and as the Library 
was kept in the magnlllcent Tsmp'le of Jupiter Sora- 
pls, the fanatic ignorance of the mob, led by Hishup 
Theophilus, failed to discriminate between those 
tliins.s wiiieh related to tile worKliij) of false .i^ods and 
those tliat cdiice.rned the knowled.i,'e of men. 'I'lils 
destruction was ^-ery far from beiiiij complete, and 
wlien tlie Calijih Omar captured Alexandria the col- 
lectii>ti numbered liundreds of thousands of volumes, 
although it was hidden away. When its existence 
w^ made known to Amru, Omar's general, he asked 
the Callpli what he should do with the books. Omar's 
reply is .said to iiave been. •'The contents of tlie.se 
books are •;'ither in aceordaiir-e \vitli the Koran or they 
are not. T.f they are the I<or:iri is sullicieiit witliout 
them; if t"ie\- are not, tliey are pernicious. Tlieretori' 
let tliein be destroyed." It Is alleged lliat the books 
were distributed as fuel to the five thou.sand public 
baths In the city, and that six months were neces.sary 
for their consumption, but It seems Incredible that 
they could have been the only fuel used.

MAKERS OF HISTORY 

The iiart which rcllBloiis thought lias played In 
securing the political liberty of the people of BngIan<I 
<!annot well be overestimated; but perhftps the most 
important aspect of It Is that which culminated in tiie 
death of Charles I., and the elevation of Cromwell to 
the oflice of Lord Protector, The movement In the ili- 
reellon of rellt^ioiis refi.inn .of which Hlsliop (.'runnier 
b; iei-o.i4:ii.',eil as till: lilstoiieal lieati, was not nearly as 
liioroiiHli as man.\- |ier.-ions, IvUli clergy and laity, 
thougiit II i)Ui;lil to liai-H been.. These liersons, who 
itormed a large ainl infliieiil ial minority In the church, 
were not satlalicd niniply with u breil^clng away from 



the ecclesiastical control of Rome, but would have 
abolished episcopacy. They looked upon the claim of 
any jierson to dictate to the consciences of other.s as 
to how they should regard matters rolatlnf? to the 

soul's sahation, as utterly unwarraiitalile, and tliey 
would lia\-e been rejoiced to see tin- lltur.t;.\' of church 
services Hlni|)lillcd to tile greatest possible degree iinil 
nearly ever.\-tlilnK in cunaection wllli worship left to 
the individual judgment of worshippers. Tliousands 
of persons, who held these views, wore content with 
the expression of them and remained within the fold 
of the Church; others broke away from it and formed 
themselves into congregtitlon.s, which conducted tlieir 
rellgloiKS services according to their own Ideus of 
wlial was appropriate. The latter werf- liltlrrl.\- perse 
ciited b.\- tile l':slabllsiieil I'liiircli and many of tin lu 
were dri\-en out of the ciumtr.N . I!ul It would be a mis- 
take to suiipose that the Puritan iiioveiiieiit was ,- ,a- 
liUed 111 those, will) seiiarateil tiiemsel \ , s fruin the iiar- 
iBh churches. If it had been, the Conunon wealth would 
not have been possible. Puritanism was stronger 
within the Church of England than out of it, that Is 
the manifestation of It In independence of thought 
and hostility to the assertion of authority by ecclcsla- 
tlcs. Vrom this to impatience with the exercise of 
anythin.L; apiiroacliiiiL; a bs, ibi t i sin liy the inomircli. Ihe 
step was both .-as^- and natuial. and so we liii.l Ih.it 
Uritish freedom in a political sense owed Us i)ri|;ln to 
ilie demands of the people for freedom in a religious 
sense. The revolution was the direct con.seiiueiice of 
tho reformation. 

This movement, as lias iieen sim';;, s|,>,| ahmf. 
reached Its culmination not only In stn imth but in it-i 
persona! manifestation. In oliv.'r Cromwell. The lilfi- 
torians of the wars lietweeii Charles I and hi.-i parlia- 
ment, eslabll.sii t!il.-i, even though Honu; of Uieni woiilil 
gladly conceal it. The Parliamentary forces at tlio 
outset were no niatcli for the (.'avallers. They were 
recruited chiefly from the class, which now Is soma- 
tiines called the professionally unemployed. 'J'hey had 
notliing at stake In the contest, except tlioir pay, and 
they brought no enthusiasm Into liattle. (in tie- otiicr 
li.and. tlie Ca\aliers were devoted to tin- cause of tlie 
King, and they were ins|)ireil by a si-iise of dut.\' to 
tlie class to which they belonged. It i.s true that the 
Wars of the Hoses liad well nigh exteriii I iia ted tlie old 
Anglo-Norman nobility; but In the years which liad 
elapsed since Bosvvorth I'"ield, a new race of nrlEto- 
crats had sprung up, animated by all the cinirapre and 
loftiness of sjilrit, whicli el-iaracteri-/.eil llie kiiishts ,if 
the- old (lays of Cliivalr.\-. liefore such tniops. esp. ■dally 
when led by such a .nan as I'rini'i' Kiipi.rt, tlie more 
sluggisll blood of the Parliaineiitary forces could net 
stand, and although among tlie leaders of the latter 
were men of high birth and great valor, one defeat at 
tho hands of the royal troops followed another. 
Against this spirit of the Cavaliers It was necessary 
to oppo.se somelhliifr which would appeal to the en- 
thusiasm of the Parliamentary forces, and this Crom- 
well sou.nlit and fouiiii in rellirions fa iiatielsm. He se- 
cured not only the syinpatlix- but the active co-eir ra- 
tion of the extreme wiiiK of tie- I'liritaiis, the lii.i"- 
pendonts, as they were called, and lie thus liruiijilit 
into being a flghting force which has never been sur- 
passed in point of etliciency by any army in the world. 
This force was composed, as Macauluy says, "of free- 
born Englishmen, who had of their own accord, imt 
their lives in jeopardy for the liberties and fellgloii .if 
l-hiKland." W'e quote furtlier froin this lilstorlan.' "In 
war this straiif,'e for,-e as Imsistlblr The stubborn 
courage of tlie l.'.nf;lisli penple. was. by t!i,' s\-steiii ot 
Cromwell, at once r,-^;ii la led ami stimulated. Other 
leaders li.ive iiiaintalued order as strict. iHlier lead- 
ers have Inspired their followers with zeal ns ardent. 
But In his camp alone the most rigid discipline was 
found In company with tlie fiercest enthu.^lasm. Ills 
troops luoveil with the precision of luaetiines, wliil,- 
bui-niii;,' with the wildest fanatk Ism of cnisa.lcrs. i'Toin 
the time this army was remoilelled to the lime it was 
dIsbaiKled, It iieyr foiiiiil. eitlier In tli.

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URING the debate hi the Commons 
on the nncmployed, Mr. John Burns. 
.M.P., said : Tlic Mouse had a right 
to icnow what was being done l)y 
his department and by tiie Govern- 
ment in administering tiie tempor- 
ary Act for the spenchng of tiie $1,000,000 tiiat 
had been granted, and what would be done in 
spending the additional grant that had been 
conceded. In his judgment they had had dur- 
ing the past three winters one that was worse 
than the winter which now confronted them. 
At the same time, in the administration of the 
fund to' meet tliis state of things they had not 
been confronted with a single adverse criti- 
cism from the Distress Committees or any 
other responsible authority. There was abso- 
lutely no foundation for the assertion that 
they had acted in any niggardly way. 

The causes of unemployment were social, 
■^economic, personal and political. They were 
not created in a year, and they could not be 
dissipated in a month. (Alini.sterial cheers.) 
Th cy were the accumulation of ages, the heri- 
tage of past neglect, the burden of ignorance 
and selfishness, and the result of communi- 
ties of men disobeying natural as well as 
economic law, and not one single department 
would be able at once to ri^move either the 
follies of communities, the neglect of ages or 
the vices and dissipation of individuals. He 
was to be commiserated by everyone because 
he was being made responsible for the neglect 
of other departments, tie did not, however, 
object to be the "Derby dog" of the Govern- 
ment on the unemployed (piestion, but he re- 
spectfully suggested that honorable members 
in criticising his department should remember 
the origin of tlic complaint and the disease. 
For three years the buiiding trades had been 
depressed, and they had hitherto provided 
two-thirds of the men registered at the un- 
employment bureaux. The depression in 
those trades affected from between 3,500,000 
and 4,000,000 i^eople. That depression was 
due not altogether to disappearing industries, 
but' to overbuilding, to seven or eight of the 
st:inlo trades of the country ha.ving been di- 



verted from the building trade, to local authori- 
ties b.aving been unable to borrow at less than 
five, six or seven per cent., and to the change 
in the methods of constructing buildings dur- 
ing the past few years. In September last 
there were 16 per cent, more laborers at work 
in the building trades than in September of the 
previous year, but there were eight to ten per 
cent, fewer skilled artisans at work in the 
same trades. In order to give the skillet! arti- 
sans work the Local Government Board se- 
lected loan Avorks. 

He claimed that, by expediting loans and 
work, and speeding up Government contracts, 
they would compress into the next six months 
nearer three millions worth of work than two. 
As an example of how this had been done, 
he cited the case of lyeeds as typical. For the 
last three years Leeds had been interesting it- 
self very very seriously, and, he thought, scien- 
tifically, in the task of grappling with the 
jiroblem of uneniploymenl. Leeds went to the 
Local Government Board some months ago 
for a £20,000 loan on pidilic works, the groat 
bulk of which would be used in llio slack 
winter months. It was not work invented for 
charitable purposes, but for making roads, 
sewage, drainage and electric improvements. 
Further, Leeds had collected £20,000 from its 
citizens, and this money, which was still 
growing, would be spent on works rc(|uiring 
a Government sidivention. Beyond that he l)c- 
lievcd the corporation of Leeds had taken 
£10,000 from the profits of their nnmicipal 
undertakings and given to the Lord Mayor for 
minor works and the helping of those men, 
women and children incapable of being em- 
ployed in relief and loan works. Multiply the 
case of Leeds a hundred times and they would 
see that they had been able to bring into play 
an enormous sum of money which would not 
otherwise have been spent in the winter 
months. 'l"hc Board of Agriculture had ac- 
(juired i-i,ooo acres of land for small holdings, 
and hari purchased 13,000 acres for the pur- 
pose of afforestation. Further, by speeding- 
up housing schemes, he had pushed forward ■ 
work which would not be otherwise available 
this winler. 




The Office of Works had given the Cen- 
tral (Unemployed) Body all the facilities it 
could in the nine or ten Koyal parks, wdiere 
they hoped that some five hundred men would 
be employed during the winter. The Admiral- 
ty, which the}-^ were told moved with leaden 
feet, had gi\-en employment to 2,100 men on 
repairs costing £73,000, ami bad expedited 
orders to enable contractors to spend two or 
three months sooner at least £200,000, and 
contracts would be given next month equal 
to two and a half millions sterling, which 
would come into fruitful workmanship earlier 
than expected. The War Office had also done 
its best b}' not reducing hands, and b\' enlist- 
ing for Special Reserve. The Board of Trade 
were considering an iiiiprt)\cd method of se- 
curing information which would enable them 
to arrive at an efficient system of labor ex- 
changes and bureaus linked up so as to be of 
service in the case of emigration, and afford- 
ing some means of differentiating between the 
honest workman and those disinclined to work. 
Altogelher he calculated that something like 
five millions of nionc)' would be made avail- 
able, or two milli'ins more than the Lan- 
cashire Cotton I'amine Fund spent in the 
years i862-C)3-64. 

Coming to London, wliich was the storm 
centre in connection wiili imcmployiricnt, he 
had heard \s'ith surprise tli.j slatiMneiil ih.at 
six to sc\en nnllion people were depenilent 
ujion "out of \vork.s.' If those figures were at 
all right tiiey would have been reflected in the 
jjaupcrism of the year. (Me.ar, hear.) Lon- 
don in 1007 had 24.1 people dependent tqjon 
]);uiper r.'liif; at the same date in i<;o8 the 
figure wa.s 24.7; this did not warr.ant the ex- 
travagant statements made. .At this moment,* 
in London, out of 31 Hoards of Guardians, 15 
b;id a reduction of ijaujicrism as compared 
with last year. 

The hon. nuMnber for Woolwich (Mr. 
Crooks), whose .attitude he coidd understand, 
had said too often thrift had not been taught 
to the workman. But the average workuTan 
who spent five shillings a week on drink (Mr. 
Keir Hardie — "Not true") spent money which, 



if invested in the proper way, would mean 
enormous benefits to himself. When he was 
evicted from that Bench and resumed the 
chisel and file that shilling a week of the work- 
man, invested in his union for benevolent pur- 
poses, would mean much. If the millions of 
money that had been wasted by working men 
in good times had been devoted to their own 
insurance much of the trouble that was now 
being experienced would not have been ex- 
perienced. In 1906 and 1907, and he would 
ask Tariff Reformers to listen to these fig- 
ures, the River Clyde produced 620,000 tons of 
the cheapest, fastest and best shipping in the 
world, twice as much as Germany and as 
much as the whole of Europe with Japan 
thrown in, and yet within a month of the 
American depression striking that river un- 
employed meetings were being held at which 
complaints were made against the Secretary 
for Scotland, that the grant to the Clyde, in- 
stead of being £11,000, should have been 
£iS,ooo; when, in the preceding twelve 
months four million golden sovereigns had 
been spent by these self-same Clyde artisans 
on alcoholic licpior alone. He would be f:dse 
to his class and to his duty if he were not to 
tell the workmen that if they were to rely 
more on their own good selves and not so 
much on the vState and the municipality, it 
would be better for them and for the conn- 
try. (Clieers.) 

When he was asked what provision was 
being made for giving work during the com- 
ing winter he replied that there were nearl}' 
500 men employed in the Royal parks, and 
1,600 in the County Council parks, and ar- 
rangements had been made by which this 
miniber woidd be nearly doubled. The Lon- 
don W ater Board was going to bring into em- 
])loyment 2,100 navvies si.x months sooner 
than would otherwise have been the case, and 
the County Council hojied to spend half a 
million of monc}' in carrying on the work 
which they had power to press forward in 
various pai ts of this great city with a view 
of finding employment for the largest possible 
body of men. In connection with the provi- 



sion of work for old soldiers and reservists, 
he, in co-operation with the Secretary for 
War, had adopted a scheme wdiich, if it had 
been carried out twenty years ago, he be- 
lieved, would have reduced our casual popu- 
lation of 17,000 to 4,000 or S,ooo, and would 
have eliminated nearly all the old soldiers and 
reservists from the army of tramps and the 
casual wards. It was that ex-soldiers and re- 
servists in receipt of pensions or reserve pay 
should not be compelled to reside in the United 
Kingdom, but that military workmen should 
enjoy the same mobility of labor that every 
other skilled and unskilled artisan enjoyed* 
They were given permission to emigrate to 
any British colony, and in the course of two 
years nearly 10,000 ex-soldiers and reservists 
had availed themselves of this opportunity. 

Mr. Balfour — Does the right hon. gentle- 
man mean to tell us that in the past two years 
10,000 reservists have left the country by per- 
mission of the War Office? 

Mr. Ilaldane — We have arranged that to 
the extent of 10,000 we shall allow reservists 
to go to any colony or British possession that 
they please, and 6,300 arc now availing them- 
selves of that permission. 

Mr. Burns could assure the House and the 
country that if they would but leave this vexed 
and tangled problem to himself (laughter), he 
was prepared to worry through the winter. If 
the House of Commons would only leave it to 
the eighty-nine Distress Committees and to 
the Local Government Board to devise means 
to provide honest men with work he was sure 
that, when their six months were over, the 
House would be content to say that tlie 
municipalities had responded handsomely to 
their appeal, and that, as a result of that ap- 
peal, not hundreds, but thousands, of men 
would be provided with honest public work at 
the current rates of wages, and that the amount 
of the Government grant as expressing the 
difference between contract labor and unem- 
ployed price would not be so much as was sup- 
posed. The House might rely that, if the cir- 
cumstances warranted it, the whole of the 
£300,000 should be spent in the interests of 
necessitous districts. 



Russian Prison Atrocities 




VERYOXE I'lnows that prison reform 
in the Czar's dominions is a cr3dng 
need; but it is seldom that detads 
of official atrocities find their way 
to the foreign press in these days of 
rigid censorship. The following 
facts, however, from a reliable Russion corres- 
pondent, have managed to elude official vigil- 
ance. 

A case which was recently brought to the 
public notice was that of seventy-three priso!i- 
ers in the Schlussclberg Prison, in St. Peters- 
burg, Six of this number were women, who 
were implicated in the recent plot to assassin- 
ate tlie Czar and his wife and children. The 
plot was betrayed b}- one of the Cossacks on 
guard at the Tsarkoe Selo Palace, who liarl 
agreed to join the conspirators,, and whose 
conscience troubled him to such an extent that 
he confessed the wdiole conspiracy and then 
shot himself. His statement led to the arrest 
of several hundred people, amongst whom 
were three members of the Douma. They 
were sent to Scbusselfierg. Se\'enty-three of 
iheni have managed to senrl an a[,)|ieal to the 
fJouina to liave theii- grievances locjkcd into. 
They are packed tog(Mher in three small cells, 
chained hand and ioot, day and night. Their 
diet consists of bre.ad and water, and the filth, 
with \vbich they are surrounded has resulted 
in a malignant fever breaking out. The finish- 
ing touch was put to their misfortunes when, 
in response to the cinriplaints in the Douma, 
the Director of the Prisons I^.oard went to .see 
them. (Jne of the nu-n, who was too weak to 
sit up, relused to stand Avlieu the officird 0- 
tercd the cell. He was whi[)]jcd until the 
blood ran from his wounds. Plis fellow-prison- 
ers protested against this barbarous treatment. 
"You shall have something better," replied a 
warder, and ordered the soldiers to beat them 
with their rifle butts. These facts have leaked 
out, but there are many more as bad, if not 
worse, Avhich are hushed np by the officials. 
Of coiu'se, some of the iirisoners are released, 
sooner or later, and it is from their lips that 
tales of cruelty, neglect, disease, and starva- 
tion are heard. 

A 1}'i>ical case of which I have just lu'.ard is 
that of one Szymanski, a brass worker of War- 
saw. He was a respectable, hard-working man, 
with a large family, and was spending the 
evening with some friends when the police 
entered tlie house and ;uinounced that he was 
under arrest, lie protested that he was ignor- 
ant of any charge which coidd be possibly be 
brought against him, and that he never occu- 
j)ied himself with politics. He was carried off 
by force to the town hall, where 400 prisoners 
are put into a space designed for fifty, and wus 
thrown into a cell filled with thieves, vaga- 
bonds and bandits of the worst type. There 
is no need to flescribe tlie filth ;ind discomfort 
of such a cell where fourteen men live, eat, 
drink, and sleep in a room hiult for two. Hap- 
pily, he had a little money in his pocket, and 
bribed one of the soldiers to give him some- 
thing palatable to eat. But for the whole of 
the fix, weeks he was there, all his efforts to 
see a higher official or to learn the cause of his 
arrest were in vain. After his small stock of 
money, .ran out the soldiers frequently used 



their rifle butts upon him and he soon became 
a mass of bruises and cuts. .At last, after a 
month and a half, a warder told him he could 
go. 

"But now, perhaps, you will tell me why I 
was brought here?" querietl Szymanski. 

"That is no business of yours ; so, if you 
don't want to be shut up for another six weeks, 
make yourself scarce." 

\Vhich he did. Ide arrived home much to 
the joy of his wife and family, wdio thought 
he had already been taken from Warsaw, hav- 
ing already been told at all the prisons that 
no man named Szymanski was there. 

Some weeks after he was called to the local 
branch of the "Azov Bank" to make some 
brass rods. The porter eyed him with interest, 
and wdien he was going out, beckontd him 
aside. 

"You look thin and hard up since you were 
here last,' he began, 'Has anything happened 
to you ?" 

"Pve been in prison, and don't know what 
for," was the answer. "Perhaps you can tell 
me." 

The ])orter nodded. "Well, you see," he 
said, "it \vas like this. The other porter, wdio 
lives here, used to keep bombs in an attic un- 
der the roof. When some of them exploded, 
just six weeks ago, the police came and search- 
ed my lodge. Amongst other papers they 
found your telephone number and your name 
on a slip of paper, ff you rememlier I wrote 
it down in ease we should want to get you for 
a [)ob. They asked me where you livcrl and 
what you were, and when I said I didn't know, 
they beat me till I remembered. They must 
have arrested y(tu the same night." 

This sort of thing — the police call it a 
mistake — happens so often that some ])eo- 
ple will not lia\'e theii cards in other jieople's 
houses, or their addresses cither, it. is 1)\' fol- 
lowing this sy.stem that the ])risons are crijwd- 
ed with men ;uid women \vh'> h;i\e ntwer had 
the remotest eonnertion with politics. 

Only the other day an engineer was meas- 
uring a pavement in Odessa for new gas pipes. 
A member of the secret police saw him and, 
without waiting to ask questions, ai'rested him. 
The unlucky man was in prison three da\'s 
before anybody would listen to liiin. Tiiev 
then discovered that he was a servant of the 
numicii)ality ami let him go with the curt ex- 
planation, "Pomiliiis — We have made a mis- 
take." They had beaten him well before ar- 
riving at this conclusion. 

Shot for Speaking to His Sister 

But w'orse things than this happen. A boy 
named Ad(jll Abramowicz was in prison at 
Bialystock awaiting trial on a charge of plun- 
dering a government spirit store. lie was put 
in a cell on the first floor, overlooking the 
street, ills sister used to walk up .and down 
in the street, hoping to be able now and then, 
to exchange a few words with him. They did 
this for several evenings, the brother appear- 
ing at the window whenever the warders out- 
side the door were dozing. One evening they 
were talking and did not notice that a soldier 
was. on guard at the corner of the street. The 
man came up, pushed the girl away, and 
ghotited' to the prisoner, "If. you don't go away 



from the window I'll give you a taste of my 
rifle." Adolf answered him, "You will hot 
frighten me like that, because I expect I .shall 
be hanged before long,, anyway." The soldier 
fired and the prisoner iell back dead, shot 
through the brain. Tli'd' soldier was not even 
reprimanded. 

In Kieff the uidiappy prisoners are being 
put out of the wa}- in another manner. Dur- 
ing the month just past 500 have fallen ill of 
"prLson typhoid," and 200 of that number died. 
The sick are not .always separated from the 
well, because the hospital is o\'ercrowdcd, and 
very often patients are not visited by a doctor 
until they are past all help. Of course, this 
typhoid is only a result of bad treatment, 
starvation, and filth. It is quite impossible 
to keep men and women even comparatively 
healthy under the conditions which prevail in 
many f'iussian prisons. ( hds- fi\-e minutes' ex- 
ercise is allowed dail_\' to the- iiuiiales, and this 
is taken in .a close ])risi')n yard, surrounded 
by liigh walls, where the air is nearly always 
stifling and the space is crowded with the 
prisoners and their warders. 

The i)risoners are submitted to all sorts of 
petty pei secutions. In Charkow prison sev- 
eral inmates were f;iirly well off, anfl, i)y 
mcan^ of bribing the wru-(K'|-s, maii.-iged to 
smuggle in tea and spirit l;iinps on which to 
boil water. Vvv some time they were allowed 
to make their tea in peace; then suddetilv one 
of the wai'<lers was ofl'eMiiled li\' some of them, 
and ordered the spirit lamps and tea io be 
confiscated at once. The governor of the 
prison was appealed to, but in vain, because 
he did not care to come and visit the cells, and, 
therefore, expressed "complete confidence" in 
his warders. The whole jirison responded by 
organizing ,-i "hunger strike." and refused to 
e:it anything. This Leeaine troublesome to 
the aulhorilies. because the strikers fell ill by 
the huiulred. The prisouei's themselves wlien 
.-islced wdi}' they "cut off their noses [n spite 
their faces," replied that it was the only fe)rni 
of protest they had, and that they were so 
miserable that to fall ill sooner or later did 
not much matter. 

It is only fair to record that some humane 
governors of prisons do all they can to allevi- 
ate the sufferings of the unhappy people in 
their charge. Hut they compl;iiu that they arc 
;is UHieli \ietims of ;i Lad sysiem as the prison- 
ers tliemsehes. They c:\n do nothing to en- 
large the oN'crcfowded itrisons, and the funds 
.at their disposal .-u'e quite iiiade<|\KUe to feed 
the i)ri,ioners propeI■l.^■. .As to the beatiu.g 
and other forms of Ijarbarism wdiich prevail, 
they are powerless to prevent it. A Russian 
soldier will use the butt end of his rifle as a 
man in a civilized country uses his tongue — 
without thinking, and because it is always at 
hand. 

The coroner, whose- duly it is to prepare 
cases for the I'ublic Prosecutor, has to start 
wdth the supixjsilion that the people brought 
bef(3rc him are guilt\-. Thereh.ire, all sorts vjf 
"persuasive methods" such as thrashing, 
knouting, and flogging with long india-rubber 
cords are used to make prisoners confess. 
Their teeth are knocked out and their faces 
beaten to a jelly. This procedure is success- 
ful, in many cases, and the victims make a 
clean breast of jt, and give the names and 
addresses of their accomplices. — Scotsman. 



A Torpedo Boat Attack 




O the commander of a battleship or 
cruiser there is perhaps nothing more 
nerve racking in modern naval war- 
fare than the sudden, unexpected at- 
tack of a torpedo boat or destroyer. 
. He sees the sharp prow of this little 
black demon of war headed at the ship he com- 
mands, dashing toward him as fast as a rail- 
road train travels, smoke pouring from its fuur 
nels in blinding clouds. Standing on the 
bridge of his ship, which perhaps cost his Gov- 
ernment $4,000,000, and on which may be 
(piartcred seven hundred officers and men, 
he knows that he must sink his tiny adver- 
sary before it can get within range to discharge 
an explosive sufficiently powerful to blow the 
leviathan out of the water. It is not a time 
for thought then; it is a time for quick action 
and sure firing. And it is a time which tries 
the nerves of gun crews to the utmost. 

The following is a description which'a mid- 
shipman gave a New York Tribune reporter 
recently of his first "torpedo attack": 

"I was making my first practice cruise on 
the old Atlantic," he said* "She used to be 
the pride of the navy, but now, of course, is 
practically an antiquated type of cruiser and 
would be of no service in acttial warfare. We 
were steatning down the Atlantic coast, keep- 
ing about one hundred miles or so out, in 
squadron formation, wdien, one evening, the 
flagship signalled to stand by that night for a 
torpedo boat attack. 

"There were, 1 think, four or five torpedo 
boats and destroyers with the squadron, and 
these, acting under orders, had steamed away 
to the eastward earlier that day and were, of 
course, out cjf sight. The night was an ideal 
one for liie attack. It was pitch dark, and 
soon the rain l.iegan to f;dl in torrents. .After 
the second dog watch I was loafing around on 
deck ; luy watch, the starl)oard watch, had just 
been piped down, autl I \vas hoping ih.at we 
would get orders to 'turn in,' when suddenly 
the order rang out, "All hands clear ship for 
action.* 

"Well, that order always has and always 
will send a thrill through me, especially wdicn 
I hear it aljoard slii]) at sea. Instantly every- 
body was on the juiii]), and we got 'stripjied' 
in almost record time. The cathead watches 
and the lookouts were then dciulilcd, but or- 
ders were given not to use the searchligliLS. 
There was an air of expectancy about. We 
could not tell at wdiat minute the 'enemy' 
might heave in sight and make a rush for us. 

"It was evident that there would be no 
sleep for cither watch until after the attack 
had been made, and we all wondered how long 
it would be before 'general quarters' was 
sounded. 'General quarters' is the bugle call 
sounded before going into action, ordering 
every man to his station. We did not have to 
wonder long, for the call soon rang through 
the ship. Have you ever heard it? No? 
Well, you should. It gives you an indefinable 
sensation, and sends the blood rushing through 
your veins. , . . 

"The gun crews went to their guns oh the 
run, ammunition was, hoisted,- and wc were all 
ready for the 'enemy,? H0ur after hour pass- 



ed, and still there was no sight of the foe. My 
station was at a 5-inch gun, and the crew 
clustered around the gun port, trying to peer 
through the darkness of the night. Eight bells 
struck, and still no sight of the enemy, 

"The rain was still coming down, and al- 
though it was summer we were soon shiver- 
ing with the cold. That was a trying four 
hours from midnight until 4 o'clock. When 
the latter hour finally rolled around the look- 
outs were again relieved, and I went below to 
take my place with the gun crew. When I 
got below I found that the officers had 
ordered some hammocks stretched by the 
guns and had allowed the men to lie on these. 
They could do nothing until the attack was 
actually made, but still none of the men was 
allowed to drop asleep. I tell you, the ham- 
mock I stretched out on felt good after those 
four long, cold, rainy hours on the bridge. 

"It was hard worl: keeping awake, despite 
the excitement, for I was dead tired. It must , 
have been a little before 5 o'clock when the 
starboard cathead lookout sang out, 'Sail one 
point off the port quarter, sir.' 'Stand by your 
guns,' ordered the gun officers, and the 
crews sprang to their places, while the offi- 
cers studied the sea through the portholes with 
smoked glasses. It proved to be a false alarm. 
The nervous lookout imagined he saw a de- 
stroyer dashing down on hinij" whereas he saw 
in reality only a streak of darkness. There 
was a smothered laugh, and perhaps a few 
not so well smothered oaths, and the waiting 
began again. It did not last long this time, 
for hardly a quarter of an hour later the star- 
board bri/lge lookout did make out three de- 
stroyers heading dead for us amidships and 
steaming full speed. 

"Hardly had the warning rung out when 
several electric light signal bulbs" glowed for 
a second. 'Phey read : '.At five hundred yards 
begin firing.' The division officer shouted 
the order, and the gun captains repeated it. 
The gun pointers and the sight setters did 
good work. They had their guns trained on 
the enemy almost instantly. There was a 
roar and a flash of flame, which illuminated 
momentarily ili.c entire side of the ship, as 
our broadside belched out. Up above wq could 
hear the quick spit of the Ma.xims and other 
rapid-fire gmis as their crews worked over- 
time pumping 'lead' at the enemy. 'Fire at 
will,' shouted tht; division officer, and each 
gun as soon as it was on the target was fired, 
the gun pointers and range setters vying with 
one another, to do the quickest work. 

"With smoke rising in dense clouds from 
their stacks, the destroyers -drpye , at us full 
speed until well within range, discharged their 
torpedoes, veered off and dashed away into, 
the darkness from which they came. It was ' 
all over. None of the midshipmen knew really 
whether we had sunk the ciiem}^ or they had 
sunk us, but we all asserted that we had added 
a few more 'tubs' to Davy Jones' collection, 
and in this opinion the referees .sustained us 
the ne^ct day. They decided that if wc had ;f 
not been, firing blanks none of the destroyers" 
would have lived: to get close enougli to us to 
discharge a torpedo.' 




•THE DANGERS OF THE WOODS 

(By Richard L. Pocock.) 

O a tenderfoot wlio has caiTcrlv 
devoured the advertising h'tera- 
tiirc dealing- with the Ijjg game 
of the country, and lias taken in 
as gospel truth all the fancy 
yarns of dangerous encounters 
with fabulously enormous wild 
animals; it is naturally no easy 
matter to sleep easily on liis first 
experience oi camping-out in the 'woods. It 
is intelligible that it sliouki appear to him at 
first sight rather a dangerous and exciting 
thing to sleep out in the solitude of the prinic^ 
val forest with nothing stouter than a canvas 
wall to protect liim from the possible onslaught 
of a sneaking panther or a ferocious grizzly. 
He finds it difficult to quite believe the as- 
surances of the old-timer that there is nothing 
to be afraid of when slecj)ing out in the Bril- 
ish Columbia woods, and, not infrecpientiv, if 
he be of a sporting turn, he will, if conviiu-ed, 
feel quite a little disappointment. 

Different specimens, however, of the spe- 
cies tenderfoot take their first introduction to 
camp life in the woods very differently, tiiough 
most, 1 think, if they told the truth, would 
have to confess to a feeling of ncrvousnes.s 
when the shades of night begin to fall, and the 
sounds of night begin to cast their nivstcrious 
.spell on the occasion ot their first night in the 
woods. It is to all of us, cxce])t the iiK.ist 
])achydermatous, an eerie feeling that creeps 
over us wdien the ashes are knocked from the 
pipes and the camp-fire has burnt low, when 
we have each told our best storj', and silence 
has served to accentuate the .solemnity of the 
darkened forest. Small wonder then if, to the 
unaccustomed, after listening perchance to 
some old hunter's \s ell-told talc of a more or 
less impossible csca[)aile, there comes a 
"jumpy" kind of feeling, as he turns in 1(j the 
blankets, and is expected to fnllo\v the exam- 
ple of the older hands, whose snores announce 
their untroubled slumber almost before he has 
succeeded in finding the necessary hollow for 
his hip-bone in the bed of boughs, which, 
whatever may be said of them in their praise 
by enthusiasts in sporting papers, are not, at 
least to his unaccustomed corners, as comfort- 
able as the feather bed he has left at home. 

Now it is all very well for the knovviu!,; 
ones to laugh at the tiiuidit}', as it seems to 
them, of the tenderfoot, bul^ it is useless for 
them to attempt to deny that there are dangers 
associated with sleeping out in the bush, es: 
pecially when there is a tenderfoot in the party. 
I remember one night in particular, which, to 
]nit it mildly, was full of incident, and 1 think 
that even the most .^ea.soned of the members 
of the party would not have turned in without 
some misgivings if he had realized the dangers 
to which he was about to be exposed that 
night. 

Scene — the bank of the Kootcnay ri\-er a 
few miles below Nelson — characters in the 
tragedy (or comedy according to your ])oint of 
view) — an old-time miner and trapper experi- 
enced in the life of the woods and the wild 
times of early placer-mining days in the States 
and Canada, when life was cheap anri law and 
order of the rmigh-and-ready type ; a tcndi-r- 
foot fresh from the city life armed with a brand 
new revolver, beautifully nickel-plated, a long 
and carefully-sharpened liuntiiig knife made 
by some Swedish artist w ith a highly orna- 
mented handle and wontlerlul curved blade, 
and an absolutely unshakable belief in the 
numbers and ferocity of the wild l)easts fre- 
quenting the adjoining hills; third and last 
character — the narrator of this true and un- 
varnished account of the happening.s of the 
'dreadful night. 

The primary object of the expedition was 
the capture of the rainbows of the river, and 
we had all been successful to a mi ire or Ics^ 
<legree accorrling to our skill and methods 
during llie nay, and a fine string was left after 
the c\cning meal suspendetl from the end of 
tlTC ridi^e-pole of the tent. 

That was proh.-il)! y the chief ran^e of our 
Avorst trouble in the night watches; bears are 
notoriously fond of fish as well as human be- 
ings — so are some other animals — but let me 
explain how it all happened in due order. 

First, however, let me say that, camped a 
little distance from u.s was an outfit of pros- 
pectors doing their assessment work on a 
claim of unexam]ded richness located close to 
the edge of the ri>. er l)aid<. An invitaticm to 
join our meal ol fresh I\<iniena\^ trout was 
"fight into their mitl," to use their own ex 
jjression, and after supper, when llic pipes 
■were going, fiiuling the tenderlooi showed a 
lively interest in big game, it was right into 
their mitt also to stuff him up with all kinds 
of fancy tales of dangerous encounters with 
the bears anrl other animals of the district, 
which his own imagination had already pro- 
vided as material. 

The tales were annisiiiL;, and passed the 
time pleasantly for all hands, hut they must 
have made an impression deeper than was in- 
tended on one member of the part}- ; when we 
turned in that night I noticed that our newly 
arrived friend carefully stowed his complete 
armory under the bundle of his clothes which 
did duty lor a pillow, and, in addition, was 
careful to place within easy reach a small axe; 
my feeling was one of amusement, but, not 
wishing to hurt his feelings, I kept silence, 
merely calling attention to his |H-eparations by 
nudging the old-timer, udio did not seem hall 
so much amused as I was, donljtless because 
his ex|-)erience had told him that in the woods 
the armed tenderfoot was apt to he the mo.st 
dangerous uninial of thcni all. liowcvcr, bc- 



3^ond a quiet "Be careful, pardner, with that 
gun of yours," he made no further connnent, 
l)ut rolled up in his blankets and was . soon 
snoring the snore of the untroubled conscience, 
li^nd of Act One. 

Act two opened with fireworks I Now fire- 
works are all very well and enjoyable at the 
right time and place, but when they are pro- 
duced from the muzzle of a .38 Smith and 

Wesson in the hands of an inexperienced shot 
at the dead <n' night in a ten by tweh'c tent oc- 
cu])ietl by three full-sized men, and su|)])oscil- 
ly also an mdsiiown ntiim.'d of ferocious and 
man-eating propensities, they are apt to be 
disturbing to the soundest of sleepers gifted 
with the most unshakable of ucttos. This 
shortly was what happened ; three rapid shots 
anil frantic shouts to strike a light startled us 
from slee[). The natural impulse was to lie 
low and avoid the flying bullets, but the shouts 
to strike a light cpiick were answered hv a 
stern, shar]) order from the old-timer to "])ut 
that gun up and kecj) (piiet" : a match was 
Struck and a candle lit to disclose to the gen- 
eral relief that the tent was occupied by our- 
selves, and that no one was wounded, but a 
very excited man was sitting u]) among the 
blankets with the gun still grasjjcd firndy and 
pointed in an exceedingly dangerous direction, 
l)rotesting vigorously that there was a big 
white animal which liad been in the tent ami 
must 1)0 near at hand. 

The n(jise had roused our ii(-i!;|\lior-^, the 
prospectors, anil they came over shouting out 
to us not to shoot and anxiousl}' entptiring 
what was the matter. One of them kicked the 
dying embers of the fire together, which burst 
into a flame, but no big white animal was to 
he seen, and the best way out of the affair 
seemed to he ;i gooil laugh. The num behind 
the gun was not to 'be persuaded, howe\'er, 
that his fears were the result of imagination 
or bad dreams and he was positive that a big 
white animal had been actually inside the 
tent. AVhile he was protesting this vigorous- 
ly for about the twentieth time my glance lia])- 
pened to fall on our neighbors' canine friend, 
a fine big light-colored collie — the mystery 
was solved, the collie had evidently been for- 
aging in the night, and, being of a friendly dis- 
position, had decided to pay us a \isit, which 
nught, but luckily diil not, have disastrous 
consecjuences. 

Our friend took very good-natiuedly a 
lieart}- I,niL;li at his exjiense, and we rdl turned 
in again, expecting to finish our shnnhcrs 
without •further disturbance. The dog was 
tied to the tent-post, and the tenderfoot, feel- 
ing somewhat abashed, was persuaded by the 
chaffing remarks of the rest to put awa}- his 
gun in his dunnage bag, ^and accept their . i^s- 
surance that there was really no possible nc'ed 
for it. 

ICiid of .Act Two. 

The foregoing happenings would seem to 
be sufficiently startling to ensure a connnon- 
placc ending for the night, but the stars in their 
courses warred against us on that occasion. 
ll;i\ ing been so rudely awakened, it was some 
time before I could compose myself to slceii, 
while every now and then a loud gnii.iw would 
come down to m\' ears from the neighboring 
tent as the humor of tlu- oecurreiice hi'oke in 
afresh on the mind of one of the amateur 
Munchausen of t'le e\enini; before. it wa.^ 
getting well on to\\ards mornini.^ when ;it la--t 
J fell into a light shnnber. from which 1 woke 
to be conscious of something moving in the 
tent and emitting a curiinis sort of sniffing 
soiinil,,-^"llullo," I thought, "here is our big 
white /riend again." and 1 raised m\>elf on 
my elbow to listen; the liniei / iis breath- 
ing stcadilw but front the teiiden'ooi 1 couM 
hear no sound. ^'e^, there was evidently 
something alixc .'md tuoving in the tent and 
decidedh- snuffy in the iio-~c. 

It dill not seem to me tb.at it could be a 
flog, and suspeetini; a \>.-ooibrat or -uch ^mall 
Arvv. i lay still and continued to listen, hoping 
that it would not wake the hero of the last act 
and cause another scene, when I felt some- 
thing cross my legs in his direction. My fond 
hopes that he was aslcej) and would not lie 
aw .akeiied were rudely and instantaneously 
disjK-lled. lie had eviilently been listening 
uUenth- as my-elf, .and, a:~ the .•mimal eros.-ed 
me. and he felt it on him. with ;i wild shout In- 
hit otu ;i1 it \siih the afore-aid l).n\ie knife, 
exhibit .\'o. _'. anil -trtiek his nbjeet f;nr ;mil 
.square, and then the cUinax I The intruder 
was a wild animal of a .sort that even the 
bravest of old hunters shrinks to come to close 
(piarters with, and we were in a small tent with 
it in total darkness and with the flaj) tight tied 
you may be .sure this time. 

No doubt it was the smell of the iish iian- 
ing U]i which had attracted it. and bron-hi ii 
in the eagerness of its se.-nch into owv tent and 
on to rnu' sleeping forms. Hears, as 1 said, 
are n()torio\isl\ fond of fi-h .iml will i;o a long 
way to get it; sonie other iinimals .are equally- 
fond of it-"thi-. was one of them I 

Most of my re.aders will probably have 
niicssed bv this lime the identity of the beast, 
but if there are any who have not — well, were 
you ever skunked? 

MY SHIKARIS 

We read a great deal of the doings of 
sportsmen in pursuit of big game, but it is to 
be feared that the shikaris, to whom succes.s 
must be largely dite, are not generally given 
sufficient prominence in n;u'rati\-es of this na- 
ture. In many cases, parlictilarly in tiger 
hunting and in shooting in Kashmir, every- 
thing except the actual shooting of the game- 
is done by the native shikaris, 'Phis has not 
been the method of the present writer, wdiose 
aim has always been to do as much as possible • 



himself; but in many instances the sportsmari 
who has a tiger driven under the tree where he 
is sitting, rifle in hand, luis had nothing to do 
wdth the process of bringing the animal there; 
wdiilc the hunter in Kashmir frequently has all 
his stalking done for him and is "personally . 
conducted" within range of his game. And in 
arranging the details of the hunt, in seeking 
for tigers, in examining the "kills," in organiz- 
ing the beat, and in the beat itself the unarm- 
ed shikari has generally to face far greater 
dangers th.an the sportsman, while surely the 
beaters nuisl be brave who, armed oidy with 
a h.atchet or a stick, enter the jimgle to drive 
the fiercest of wild beasts from Ivs lair. 

The first of my . shikaris was Midiammad 
Mir, of Bandipura, who, nearly twenty years 
ago, initiated me in the sport of big game 
hunting in the moimtains of Kashmir. Pre- 
vious to this my only ex])eriencc of big game 
\\'as in an abortive expedition after oorial in 
the Jhelum Salt I^ange, imder the guidance of 
Yakub Khan, shikari of Peshawar. .Muham- 
mad Mir was a fine shikari, who knew well 
the habits of the wild beasts, principally red 
bears, of wdiich we were in pursuit, and under 
his instructions 1 was soon able to stalk with- 
out his assistance. 

The best of all shikaris was the old Bhil, 
Bhima, by whose skill and cunning many 
tigers were brought to bag. Never was there 
a man with sneh a retiiai'l-rable eye for coun- 
try, lie lixi'il ill a sm.ill hamlet on tltc b;ud'; 
of the Pein (lUnga, where he culli\'ateil his 
land, and, it was whispered, w.as not entirelv 
iunoeent ol dacoity. .Most of these village shi- 
kari;; .are of little use beyond the nei;;hl)or- 
hood of their own dwelling places, and are lost 
in iicw country. But even in unknown ground 
Bhima took in the situation with unerring eyti, 
and invariably knew which way to drive a 
tiger. 

Bhima was inclined to be lazy and it was 
difficult to make him undertake the examina- 
tion of a fresh tract of cmintry. But once a 
tiger had been mark'cd down his acb.ice ^vas 
iiixaluable in the i)osling of the stops ami the 
arrrmgement of the beat, and a tiger marked 
down by him was as goorl as dead. lie was, 
lilce all great men, masterful and greatl}- fear- 
•ed by ail his subordinates in cam]), and he had 
.1 great liking for rum and rupees. Some ac- 
cused him (behind his back) of cowardice, 
and said that his heart turned to water when 
a tiger roared in the drive. Certainly he ilid 
on one occasion — and. small blame to him — 
disappear in a retrograde direction wdieu I 
was following on the blood tracks of a wotmd- 
ed tiger in heavy jungle, l ie wished to leave 
it until next daj', and- was jierhaps wiser than 
his ina.^ter. But I hj^S^seen him come stalk- 
ing up the nullah aIl"iUpne, driving in front of 
him a tiger with a flourish of his .spear and a 
string of objurgations, a.s though it were a 
sheep. Bhima used to humor his tigers and 
bring them .along gradually, so that they sel- 
dom galloi)ed. in the beat. He succund)ed to 
|d.a;;iie some }-e;n's ago. and no belter shikari 
e\er went to the hajii^y bunting grounds. 

Then there was old Iiidrn. the Hond, who 
had ne\er .-■een a white man in all the seventy 
N-c;irs of his life when 1 found him living the 
sim])le life, like the wild beasts wdiich inhabit- 
erl the solitudes of the forest where he dwelt, 
lie was a black and wrinkled old man, carry- 
ing a long matchlock, with w hich he had done 
much execution, generally lurking o\ei the 
waler holes, to shoot the animals as the)- eame 
down to drink, lie was too old and ileerepit 
for hard work. li\U had great influenee ;ii'iong 
ihe \-ounger shikaris in the disiriels o\ er w birh 
he ranged. Many M-ars befeire he had been 
wounded in an encounter with a bison, and 
bore the scar on his side. Strangely enough, 
he was killed by a bison two years after I met 
him, w-hcn following up the animal which he 
had wounded. 

Kanha was another of my followers, a man 
of substance, who lived some twenty miles 
from Bhima. He owned a considerable amount 
of kind abotit his village, the jjrecincts of which 
he h.ad not left until his love of the chase in- 
ilureil him to join my canqi ,-iud aei-ouqiany me 
on a distant excursion. lie wa- ;i ;m .od and 
I rusty ser\-anl, w ho on our seeond expedition 
discovered a jilace where four or five tigers 
were always to be found, and where 1 killed 
three in two days one year and three more the 
next. But on my second visit Kanha did not 
.iccompany me, for he had already passed 
;^\vay — poisoned, it was said, by some of his 
relatives, who coveted his landed property. 
Such was the i)oi,u1ar story of this sordid vil- 
lai>e tragedy, and there w;is no reason to dis- 

belle\-e it. 

1 ha\e met with and eiiqdoyed many iithcr 
\ illa.L;e shikaris in the cmirse of my wanderings. 
There was Kamaji. killed by a iianthcr at the 
same place where I was myself severely 
wounded by one of these- animals a year later, 
and Kamaji, who accompanied me on two \ cry 
successful expeditions, during which he .as- 
sisted at the death of twen t fi\e tigers, h'or 
hard work he had no eipi.d. although he was 
not as wdse and skilftil .-ts I'diima. His tigers 
usually galloped, while I'diima's generally 
walked, and some of them escaped, wdien Kam- 
aji, being sensiti\-e, tised lo weep bitterly. But 
he Wits a man worthy of all admi.^ation — brave, 
honest, and truthful^ and now that Bhima is 
gone I could wdsli for no better shikari to ac- 
company me on my next expedition. He still 
resides in his hamlet on the bank of the Pein 
(ntnga, surely the most delectable spot on 
earth, where the spotted deer call at morn and 
at the setting of tlie sun, .-md the tigers jirowl 
inghtly on the margin of the stretuu. 

Besides the shikaris wdio have been named, 
;i ntind)cr of jungle men have joined my camp 
on various occasions. Each year when at the 



begimiing of the hot weather, my tents were 
pitched on the bank of the Pein Gunga, these 
faithful followers flocked to the standard, 
bringing news of the tigers wdiich inhabited 
the forest in the neighborhood of their homes. 
It always seems to me that sportsmen are prone 
to ascribe too much of their success to theii: 
own prowess and too little to the skill and la- 
bor of their shikaris and the courage of the 
beaters. Personally, I am very conscious that 
a great deal of such success as has been my lot 
was due lo the efforts of my faithful followers. 
Howc\'er much one may do personally, it is 
imi'ossihle to range in a few days a tract of 
coinitiy for a distance of some ten miles rouinl 
one s cam]). I have found wild Gonds living 
among animals, scarcely more wild, in the 
depths of the forest. They knew well all the 
tigers and their idiosyncrasies, and could point 
out their haunts and the most likely- spots in 
which to lonk for them. Siimetimes these men 
\\'ere \-ery shy and secreti\-e, btit information 
was elicited and their assistance given when 
their confidence had been obtained by kind -v.id 
liberal treatment. 

In the Dcccan the Brinjaras ru e among the 
best of shikaris, and they are plucky and trust- 
worthy in beating for dangerous game. They 
are themselves fine hunters, and, armed with 
spears and accomj)anied by their dogs of fam- 
ous breed, they run down their g:ime. J'*ew 
carrv fire.-irms. lint I hey are woiirlerfnlK- ey- 
]icrt ;il knocking over hares and e\-en bii'ds on 
the \s-ing w'wh stick's and stones. The haunis 
of the gre.'it iiredaceous beasts ;ire frequently 
known lo them owing to the depredations com- 
mitted by these animals on their flocks and 
herds. In beating for tigers I have always 
been glad to get ;i Briiijara naik and his follow- 
ing, and I recollect how one great tiger, trying 
to break- out of the heat, rushed uj) the hill- 
side, sc.-itlering the beaters; but a Brinjara 
nailc, seeing th;it llie tiger would escape, led 
his b;uid in a ch.arge against the beast, ami, 
uttering fierce slionls, drove him grundjling 
down the hill, where Bhima brought him up to 
the waiting sportsman.- 

In most of the country over which I have 
wandered the, trackers are not good, and 
tracking appeared to have been little studied 
by my shikaris. But at Jaum, some twenty 
miles from Hingoli, there were some wonder- 
fully good trackers of the Ahnd tribe. The 
village of Jauin stands on a slight eminence 
lieside a gently flow-ing rivulet. In the hot 
weather the rivulet dries tip, or may contain 
here and there a pool of water, wdiilc the sur- 
rounding country is then almost an arid waste 
—a range of low, stony hills, sparsely scatter- 
ed with bojilders ancP bushes and scarred by 
deep ravines.'^vlicre 'bears, pigs",- and panthers 
find rest and shade from the heat of the scorch- 
nig .sun. In these hills lliere were always a 
few panthers tind bears to be found with the 
aid of the .-Mind trackers, who would trace the 
vcK-el fooled iianlher to its lair, and follow uj) 
I'rietnrnal bruin even over the hardest ground, 
\-. here the displacement of a Stone ^or the 
scratch of a claw was sufficient to indicate to 
ihcni the direction taken by the game. Among 
Ihcm old Mahadu, who had an ancient flint- 
lock, could almost detect a footmark on solid 
rock', and on one occtision he tracked dow-n for 
me a panther and he.-ir, which were both shot 
one morning. 

1 have kept to the hist the more civilized 
shikaris, who were in permanciit employment. 
There was old N:iihu, thrown garrulous with 
advanein- vcars. .-mil too fond of relating the 
donghl>- deeds of himself and bis master, \vhh 
Ihe addition of many imaginative embellish- 
meiils. Iletler in pursuit of small than of big 
game. Nathu was no less a mighty hunter, 
'pearing nothing. I have seeii^ him face the 
charge of a wounded and infuriated tigress 
udthout flinching, standing to receive it with a 
stick .'is bis oiilv v.e.'ipon. and he Avould rush u|) 
to a wnuiule.l and ilvini; tiger or panther and 
bekdior it with tongue and stick. Simple 
minded, and bouesi and trulhlnl in all his 
dealings with his master, ready to carry chcer-

"POLISHED 



What are "Polished boys?" is the ques- 
tion the reader will naturally ask. Allow me 

to explain. "Polished boys" is my boatman's 
definition of about a dozen old and wary trotit 
v.diich fref|uent the stretch of river where it 
is my fortune and sometii-nes my misfortune 
to spend most of my angling hours._ P'or a 
trout to earn this title he must be fished by 
all fishertnen with dry, wet, and garden fly, 
and successfully resist their wiles; he must 
leave the paths of virtue and start hunting, or, 
as my boatman puts it, "caroosin' round"; he 
must rise at all times, and be able to discrim- 
inate nnerrin.gly between the artificial and the 
natural. Jle is the hotel keeper's friend; to 
him are seiu the no\iees and newcomers. They 
spend eveniu.gs beside bis humble abode, re- 
turning at dusk to the cheery parlor with tales 
of a rounded back, great fins, glistening, gold- 
en sides splotched with red ; but, alas ! with 
an empty net. 't'el, ;is everyone knows, there 
arc occasions when the stron.gesl fort may be 
carried and when the most vigilant garrison 
may be off their guard. 'Phis was one of 
these occasions. The river had been dead low, 
but the recent rains had raised it a couple of 
inches, and, although there was a certain 
amount of flax water in it, there was not 
enough lo put the fish off their feed. I ar- 
rived at four o'clock, and found my trusty 
boatman, Willie, waiting me with a cheery 
smile on his bronzed countenance. 

An an.gry north breeze makes dry fly fish- 
in.g out of the question, so we spend a couple 
of hours spooning for mythical salmon — as 
slow a proceeding as one could possibly 
imagine, "1 cud hear the snore o' dne 0' 
them reels," mutters Willie; but no "snore" 
comes, and we give it up in disgust, fetch out 
the trout rods, dry and wet fly, when, lo and 
behold ! the wind begins to fall, and the angry 
waves assume an oily appearance. "There's 
the ould one I" cries Willie in some excite- 
ment, and, sure enou,gh, on a break in the 
water, right in the big waves, is seen rising 
our old friend the chief of the "polished boys." 

I think I could float the fly over him, but 
Willie expresses some doubt, and is of opinion 
that an attack with the wet fly in the curl 
would more likely lead to sucVess. Anyhow, 
1 take the dry fly rod, and at the third try get 
the flv over him nicely. A .goklc-n form shoots 
from the water and literally pounces on the 
floater. Whiz! goes the reel, and ten yards 
are strijiped off in no time. After a ding-dong 
fight the net is slijjped under him. and out he 
comes, a beauty of two and a half pounds. 
"Man," says Willie, "I thou.ght the eyes wud 
bounce out o' my hied when I seen hini playin' 
row! at it." From which remaiks it may be 
inferred that Willie is an Irishman. Another 
trout rises a little lower down. We back the 
botit and I make the cast ; a tiny ring, scarce- 
Iv lo be seen in the ruffled surface of the 
water, and the fly disappears. Strike — whiz! 
and the net is again required for a well-made 
trout of one and a hall pounds. We hook and 
lose a nice fish, and then another of one pound 
joins his fellows in the bow of the boat. 

Now we are hailed from the bank by a 
local fisliernjan and boatman of very conser- 
vative ideas, and a scoffer at the cult of the 
dry fly. "C.ood evenin,g — good evening, sir! 
\'er m'akin' a clearance the night. What fly 
is it on, yer honor?" "The dry fly," I return, 
and hea'r'him mutter in his beard, "Ay, the dry 
fly; them an' their dry fly. To h— 1 with it! 
No decent castin' ; Avap, wap, wap all the 
timetime!" "Boys, but he's the spilct boy this 
minit!" says Willie. The trout here for some 
rea.son stop feeding, and we go ilown the river 
in .search" of a rising fish. We find him, make 
the cast, a.nd get an(3tlicr one and a tpiartcr 
pound ; but away down on the lower ford we 
find one of our old friends doing his duty 
manfuUv, and snajjping in the flies as they 
come, it is nearly dark, but I drop my fly 
as well as I can. Slap! "Yer in him I" yells 
Willie. There is a wild flurry, which lasts 
ten or fifteen seconds, on the top of the water, 
the fly comes back, and away goes a good • 
three-pounder. 

And in this last incident lies the reason 
of this screed. Wdien the trout felt the hook 
be eame up lo the lop of the water, and stayed 
there with his head down stream lashing at 
the cast with his tail. I kept a firm hold on 
him, with the aforementioned result. Should 
1 have slacked, to try and get him to go 
down? Perhaps some of your expert dry fly 
fishing reailers would give me the benefit 
of their opinion on litis point. We return to 
the hotel in a jubilant frame of mind Avjth four 
trout, weighing six pounds. Willie jeers at 
the other boatmen, and 1 go to sleep, at peace 
with all the world.— Port-na-kira, in The Field.

THE HOME GARDEN 

HOW TO GROW BULBS IN PEAT MOSS 
AND OYSTER SHELL 

ITM the advent of the bulb cata- 
logues come thoughts of winter 
and how to brighten our homes 
in which so many hours will 
probably be spent. Having de- 
rived much interest and pleasure 
from this form of gardening myself, 1 hope a 
few words may be a help to others. No one 
with any love tor flowers need be daunted, for 
by adhering to a few simple rules success is 
practically assured. 

First, order with your bulbs the fertilized 
fibre, charcoal and oyster-shell, it is about 3s. 
6d. the bushel, then proceed to fill any pots, 
basins, cups or glasses you may have; they 
must be glazed inside, no hole at tlic bottom. 
The compost docs not stain and cracks do not 
signify. Small earthenware niilk ha.sins, about 
7 inches across and 5 inciics or 6 inciics (ieop, 
to be got in country towns for 2d. each, look 
charming with Daffodils; an old copper lustre 
jug minus handle which I planted with five 
Snake's Head (Fritillaria Meleagris) left little 
to be desired when "in blow," as the War- 
wickshire folk .-iay. The depth of the jug lent 
itself well to rritillarias. as they should be 
planted 5 inches deep. These flowers, bcinq- 
rather uncommon, usually evoke interest and 
speak of Oxford to all who know and love ihe 
Avater meadows there in whicli they flourish; 
the sight of them there is a never-to-be-for- 
gotteh joy to a true Nature lover. Plant large 
bulbs, such as Hyacinths and Narcissus, half 
covered in fibre, smaller ones entirely covered 
about I inch or their own depth and Freesias 
rather deep. Plant firmly, pressing the com- 
post well down. To attain even height in leaf 
and flower plant the five, or any number of 
bulbs you wish, of the same weight as nearly 
as possible. Having planted them, keep 
damp; watering once a week will usually be 
found sufficient. When the fibre looks dry 
and dusty on top it is a sign water is needed. 
When filling the bowls with compost leave half 
an inch from tlie rim free to allow of watering 
without making a rrtess. 

Place the planted bulbs in a spare room in 
a dark corner, and when they are about three- 
quarters of an inch up above the fibre gradu- 
ally bring them into more light, then sunlight. 
Be'ware of leaving them too near windows in 
times of sharp frost. I say spare room in the 
early stages merely to avoid dust and fires, as 
a nvarm room brings them up so fast, causing 
the foliage often to grow limp and the flowers 
poor and delicate. For those who have green- 
houses with the damper air and more even 
temperature the case would, of course, be quite 
different. 

Freesias, the sweetest of all winter flowers 
in perfume, give splendid results, but not un- 
less they arc carried into the greenhouse when 
about 4 inches high. To a beginner I advise, 
for Tulips, Artus (red), Gri.-^dclin (pale pink) 
and Canary Bird (yellow) ; Hyacinths Charles 
Dickens (both pale pink and pale blue), Mary 
(dark blue). La Belle Blanchiseuse (white), 
and Yellow Hammer (yellow); Jonquils, 
sweet scented ; Emperor and Queen of Spain 
Daffodils; any Crocus, Scillas and Grape Hya- 
cinths do well. There .are, of course, many 
other.-;. .'Ml these I have i)rovcd for many 
years. Single Hyacinths thrive much better 
than double ones. Roman Hyacinths s.eldom 
fail, and give the quickest results in bloom. 
Snowdrops and Anemones do not force well, 
at least I have not been clever enough to suc- 
ceed with them. 

Acorns and Horse Chestnuts make delight- 
ful little forests planted in this way, and by a 
stretch of imagination convert a winter din- 
ner-table into a summer picnic. 

Different sorts of bulbs in one bowl are 
not suitable, as they never flower altogether. 
Hyacinths bloom from the time of plantiii.ij in 
from sixteen to tuenly weeks, Tulips from 
twenty to twenty-four and Roman Hyacinths 
from twelve to fourteen, but often sooner than 
this. 

ROOT PRUNING FOR FRUIT 

if a tree is making loo nuirli wood growth, 
and is not bearing what nii,L;lu be considered 
a fair crop, it should be deiJrived of a h w of 
its roots. In order to illustrate the \ahi.' <>\ 
this, 1 will give one of niy cxiiericncos almi^r 
that line. .\ few yeais a^o 1 recri\ril a 
Wealthy apple tree and. if niy iiivuKiry ser\i'.-. 
me right, it was ni nur year'; .qrowili ami 
about iJ to 15 inches high, branched oui as a 
dwarf, and so I let it remain. It grew to be 
eight feet iiigli and six feet in width and with 
no sign of fruit. I said to it one day. "You 
*iave got to stop this. I don't want .so much 
wood; I want fruit." 1 <hi;; a hole about 30 
inches from the trunk and then tunneled in 
under it and there i found foiu large mots. 
I cut these off and put the snil liack again. Tlic 
next year, I had to prop up every braiuli ljut 
one on the opposite side to where T <liig ihe 
hole, and in the fall, I had about three hitsluls 
of splendid apples. 

My boys found they were good to eat, and 
as a consequence the branch nearest the wall 
was stripped of its load quite a while before 
the rest. The next year, the branch which ditl 
not require to be |)n>pped and the one which 
the boys .stripped, had to be propped. .Alto- 
gether, the trees bore about one and one-half 
bushels and tlii> third year it bore about two 
bushels. They were as good a sample as oik; 
could vvish to pick up. This instance is not a 



solitar}' one but one of scores, and always with 
about the same results. To my knowledge, it 
has been practiced through three generations, 
I myself having been taught it over 40 years 
ago by my grandfather, who was a nur.seryman 
aud knew whereof he spoke. 

AN ISLAND FARM IN BRITISH 
COLUMBIA 

.About a mile inland from the town of 
Nanainio, Vancouver Island, B. C, lies a farm 
535 acres in extent which is owned by the 
Western Fuel company, and maintained for 
the purpose of supplying fodder for the mules 
and horses working down in the coal pits, 
says a writer in the l''armers' Advocate. The 
coal ])iis are extensive and labyrinth of work- 
ings run beneath the harbor of .\anaimo. Air. 
Thomas Cunningham is the manager and we 
were fortunate enough to catch him at home. 
0\\ hearing our errand, he very courteously 
put off the business he had in hand, showed 
lis around the farm and provided us with his 
\ ie\\s and observations on things agricultural 
and the results of the past two years working 
which he has kept in a carefully tabulated 



other year; tlic cream goes to the government 
creamery and the hogs are readily dis|>osed of 
in Nanaimo. There are ho shcei) kept and one 
cannot help thinking that a moderate sized 
flock to feed off a catch crop, as often in rota- 
tion as possible, would greatly increase the 
fertility of the soil and at the same time be a 
not unprofitable investment in themselves, 
llowever, the farm lias to keep putting out as 
much forage per annum as it possibly can and 
there appears not to be scope enough for even 
an occasional change such as we have suggest- 
ed. A few acres of carrots, marigolds and su- 
gar beets are grown a.^ feed for ilic faiiii 
stock in winter. These .Mr. Cunniiighani likes 
to pull and store before the rains commence, 
as once the rainy season sets in they are apt 
through being coni imniiisly wet, to become 
rotted to some extent, also the haulage is 
much hea\'ier. 

\A'in(l breaks have been planted along the 
roadsides and of these the acacia seem to be 
tliriving best. Some English walnuts have 
done well only in the gravelly ridges; on the 
clay the young wood does not seem to ripen 
properly, the bark on it splits at the slightest 
frost, allowing the wet to |)enelrate and rot the 



ficient method is to sack the pollen-bearing 
blossoms before they open, and to leave the 
sack on until ready to 'pollinate. This means 
Ibat the two varieties must blossom at about 
the same time. The branch enclosed by the 
sack may be cut oK and taken to the blossoms 
that are to be pollinated. Then the pollen- 
bearing blossoms are picked off, their petals 
stripped h;ick and the stigmas touched with 
their aiitlicr.s. 'f'his is the most natural method 
of ])ollinating, and ,it usually gives a high per 
cent, of success; but it is too slow. 

A more expeditious method, for pome 
fruits L'speciall}', is to scrape or pull off with 
Ihe thiinil) and I'orefinger mature but unopen- 
ed anthers from flowers that are just opening. 
Ill tliis way a Lai-ge <piaiitil}' of anthers can Ijc 
ccdlected in ;i short time. These are i)lacei| 
cm a slicct of pajier or a blotter in a warm, 
dry place, where there are no tirafts, and they 
will burst in a few hours. 'J'here is, of course, 
a slight possibility that the pollen of afiother 
variety may have fallen upon these anthers. 

The most generally approved method of 
collecting pollen in large quantities is to pick 
off the unopened buds, clip off the anthers 
with scissors and let these open on a paper. 




form. Before glancing at these figures it is 
well to make a few mental notes on local con- 
ditions. 'J'he soil is very variable in character, 
one or two blocks being peaty with clay sub- 
soil, others red clay over wdiite clay. Some 
porti(jiis are gra\elly, and the surface of the 
whole is decidedly undulating. in its virgin 
stale fairly large trees co\-ered the ground, 
and the whole area is a coniparatix'ely young 
farm. .Another polni to note is thai the one 
and only object nf the cropping has been to 
supply lorage to iiiules and horses, so that a 
])roper crop rotation is out of the question, 
in face of this an average yield of fifty-three 
and fifty-four bushels of oats atid one and a 
half to two and a half tons of hay to the acre 
are not exceptions, whilst the clean state of 
the fields speaks eloquently of care and atten- 
tion in working the land. The whole farm we 
might sa\' here appeared t(> he really more 
suit;it)le for fi'iiil culture than lield cro|)S and 
the five acre lots ;dl round, deMifd to fniil 
and poultrv entirely, hears out in this suppo- 
sition. .Mr. Ciinningh.ain said, "\ alwass sow 
about six pounds to the acre of clover with my 
cereal crops and, as a rule, [dou^di the clover 
under after the harvest, iliongli occasionally I 
am able to feed a little of it off with the cows 
or sonie horses or mules from ihe mines. }ily 
ohjecl in mowing the clover is lo increase ;lie 
huimis and leriilily of ilie soil — this land here 
seems to me to l.ick nitrates (diieily ;md 1 be- 
lie\e that iiilr;iU's williout the humus are of 
litih' use. I'or this reason the land gets all 
the rotted manure I can gi\'e it and the more it 
yets the hettei- ii i--." 



core — such is Mr. Cuiinin.gham's view on this '1 
point and it seems reasonable. 

Considerably richer soil is to be found l)Oth 
north and south of Xanaimo. Coiiiox, scmic 
sex'enly miles up the coast and servetl by 
steamboats from Xanaimo, is quite an ex- 
tcnsi\e fanning district; and I")uncans. Cow- 
ichan and other places to the south arc al.Mi 
well settled. A considerable number of |)eojile 
keep poultry at Nanaimo, and these fanciers 
generally carry off a large proportion of the 
prizes at the annual shows up and down the 
Island.

Collecting and Storing Pollen 

The greatest difficulty that the pollinator 
encounters, when working on a large scale, is 
to secure a supply of pollen. This may take 
more time than emasculation and is respons- 
ible for maiiv losses. W hen few |)istils .are to 
be pollinated, th'C simplest and tlic most e£- 



Inids may be gathered from one to five 
days before they would open, or any time af- 
ter the anther.'; arc mature, the later the bet- 
ter. The pcl.als ,-ind sepals may be stripped 
back and only the anthers clipped off, but a 
more rapid way (at least with fruits having an 
inferior ovary) is to clip off the entire to|) of 
I be bud low enou.L;ii to include most of the 
•anthers. The [jct.als and seiials are then win- 
dowed or 'lifted mil and the anthers spread on 
blotting ]);iper which will absorb their mois- 
ture. I'l.ai'e the ]);iper of .anthers where there 
are no currents of .air. .A greenhouse bench is 
an cxcollenl place. Professor I'. A. W'augli 
simplifies this method by gathering the par- 
ti.illy open buds, spreading them in the sun, 
and shaking off the pollen upon paper; or 
Iwi.if-; with binls !na\- he cut .aiul ])laced in 
water or moist s;ind indoors until the pollen 
ran be .shaken out. If the ;intliers are to be 
clipped off, one man can prcp.are, in half a day, 
cnoiiidi a]tple, peai- or peach ptdlcn for about 
ei'^lii bnixln.l ljlo-';om'^ Strawberry pollen 
can be i;;ii lined more ra]iiilly. 

If tile pollen cannot be n-^ed the (lay it is 
collected, it iniisl he stored \ cry carefully. If 
corked up in a ^ iai before il is perlectly di)', it 
will fernicni in a lew hours. J'"re(pienll)' it is 
more c(ni \-ciiieiit to gather pollen several days 
in advance of pollination and sometimes it 
must be stored several weeks or longer. How 
l(3ng it will retain \dt:dit\- dei)cnds as much 
upon the way it is dried and stored as upon 
the kind (d pollen. lU'lore all (.dse it is neces- 
sary to have the |)ollen jierlectly dry .and to re- 
move from it all anther sacks, filaments and 
other niatler that mi.L;lit decay. In my oun 
work" 1 do iidl wnmow out the empt\' anther 
s.aek's. d'lie ptjllen will then k-eej) \'er_v s.itis- 
faclorily in a dry paper eiu-cdi'pe, .and may 
even lie mailed in this [)ackage. lhaifessor _f. 
C. W liitteti makes the pollen envelopes of 
blotting paper, the edge being hdded, not 
.scaled. A j)crfectly dry glass vial is often 
used. 

Stored pollen should be kept from cxces- 
.sivc heat or cold and from dampness. It is 
not k'nown Innv long properly stored fruit 
pollen will rct.iin its i)otency. Much depends 
upon the viL;(]r of the tree. T have had fair re- 
sults from api)lc: pollen three weeks old; sev- 
eral correspondents have had success with fruit 
pollen six to eight weeks old. 

Mr. '\\ y. Mnnsoii describes a remarkably 
successful ineilK.ul of storing grape |)ollcn•^;■■ 
Gather flowers in midday when" tlic dew has 



gone, and clip off the anthers. Place these in 
a new, very clean, tin box, which is threer 
quarters filled. Set the box in a warm room 
where there are no drafts, but' do not. allow 
direct sunlight to fall on the anthers. Every 
half hour put the lid on the box and shake it 
violently. All the pollen should be out in two 
hours. Winnow out very gently all anthers 
and everything but the pollen; then set the 
pollen in a sunny room, but not in direct sun- 
light, for two hours longer. Close the box 
and paste a strip of paper all around the crack 
of the cover, making it air tight. Place the box 
in a dry room, where the temperature does not 
rise above 80 degrees or fall below 65 degrees, 
"Under the.se conditions," writes Mr. MtiusoUj 
"grape pollen I have collected in Texas went 
to New York, was used there successfully 
three weeks later by Jacob Moore, and the re- 
mainder I used successfully in Texas one year 
later." 

How to Apply Pollen ' 

The simplest way, and the slowest, is to 
touch the stigma with a dehisced anther. 
\\ hen the pistils are as large as they are in 
all our common tree fruits, the thumb or fore- 
finger may be dipped in the pollen and then 
pressed upon the stigma. Luther Burbank 
does most of his polHnating in this way. Much 
pollen is wasted in thumb pollination, but the 
method is rapid and efficient. A majority of 
people, however, prefer a small, pointed, 
camel's-hnir brush, having a handle about eight 
inches lon.g. I carry pollen to the orchard in 
corked vials, one by three and a half inches. 
'Jdie vial is carried in the upper vest pocket for 
convenience. 

When polHnating blossoms that have a 
single pistil (as the peach), it is well to rest 
the end of the pistil against the thumb nail of 
the left hand ; this steadies the brush and fo- 
cuses the eye upon the stigma. When pollin- 
ating several blossoms in a cluster, (as tlie ap- 
ple or pear), gather the three or four blossoms 
together and pollinate all at once ; this .saves 
both time and pollen. It pays to put on pollen 
until it can be plainly seen on the stigma. 
Brush pollination is somewhat clumsy and is 
certainly quite wasteful of pollen, but it is of- 
ten the most practicable method. Professor 
C. P. Clo.se places the pollen in a shallow glass 
dish, and dips the stigmas into the pollen. 

What Kind of Sack to Use ~ ' 

A paper bag of thin, tough paper is need- 
ed. AJanila sacks as used by grocers are em- 
I)loyecl almost exclusively, the two to six 
pound sizes most commonly; the four, five and 
six pound sizes being most serviceable for tree 
fruits. They should be large enough to loosely 
cover the flowers without cramping. A grade 
known as "Rawhide" has given especial Satis- 
faction to the United States Department o£ 
Agriculture. The sack may be tied, wired, or 
l)inned upon the branch; being careful to ga- 
ther the bottom edge closely around the 
branch. 

Ordinarily they should be removed as soon 
as possible after danger from outside pollina- 
tion has passed. H left upon the limb the fol- 
iage and fruit arc more apt to become diseas- 
ed, and plant lice are especially liable to do 
harm. As long as there is danger of a frost, 
/however, leave the sacks on. I prefer to re- 
move them immediately after the petals have 
droj-^ped from the tree and to spray very thor-i 
oup;hly with Bordeau.x mixture and an arsenite. 
Some workers find it an advaii'tagc to leave the 
bags on apple and pear crosses for three weeks, 
or until the first brood of codling moths has 
gone. If manila sacks are fastened on with 
the label wire, they may be merely torn open, 
not removed. The bags are best left on grapes 
until the fruit is ripe. 

To prevent depredations by birds and to 
catch any fruits that drop prematurcl}'-, cross- 
ed fruits may be covered with mosquito net- 
ting sacks. This should not be done until the 
fruits approach maturity. 

\Vhen pollination operations are conducted 
on a very large scale and complete accuracy 
is not absolutely necessary, it is sometimes 
expedient to dispense with sacks altogether. 
Profes.sor N. E. Hansen writes: "I am getting; 
.away more and more from using sacks. I try 
to avoid removing the stamens, but apply the 
l)ollen early enough so there is no danger from 
self-fertilization." 

The Percentage of Successes 

This is extremely variable and depends 
upon many factors,' including the skill of the 
worker; but the results of several men are in- 
teresting as indicating about what may be ex- 
])ectcd. Seven men of considerable experience 
place their average of successes in crossing 
fruit at 50. 50, 50, 45, 10. 10, .and 2 per cent, re- 
spectively and their best results have been 
100, ()5, 84, 60, 50, 30, and 14 per cent, respec- 
tively. _ . 

From "10,405 apple, pear, and peach hlo.s- 
soms cross-pollinated at the Mithigan Agri- 
cultural College in 1906, 1,946 fruits set, or a 
little over 17 per cent. This means that a tre- 
mendous amount of work must he done in the 
very short space of time wdien the trees are 
in blos.som; and one i.^ likely to sfce no results 
from much of it. There are bound to be many 
failures; occasionally there may be successes 
fjf 90 to 100 per cent, when only a few blossoms 
are pollinated. But pollination work, though 
more uncertain and ohenvjrn.Qre discouraging 
than manyi other lines of ^f^xperitnental horti- 
culture, has a fascination that of itself is fully 
as much .reward to the horticulturist as the 
improv.edfvarieties that are frequently secured 
by this'-mcans. — S". W. Fletcher, in Garden 
Magazine. y « 
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'XOND Office!^" Briiiiswig, of the 
Hamburg-American ' liner Gelbcrt, 
awoke at midnight from a deep 
dream of- peace. The fcV6ntng of 
Sunday, October 22, 1893, had 
l)ccn spent by the passengers 
ill siiij^in hymns of the Fatherland — 
grand clioruses proclaiming the ^visdom and 
the ever present protection of liie almighty. 
At eleven o'clock the last of the singers had 
retired; at twelve, the second officer, hanging 
over the rail of the bridge, wns Inst to sliip nm! 
surrouncHngs, sentient only to supreme sensa- 
tions of sentiment. 

Fingers plucked at the single edging of 
gold lace on his slcc\^e, and Urnnswig turned 
sknvly, to find himself gazing into a face on 
which the fear of having given offence 
struggled with a fear more compelling and 
more absoUtte. The look brought the officer 
back to the world of things practical, of emer- 
gencies actual. 

"Well?" he queried sharply. 
The member of the watch sainted respect- 
fully. "I beg jiardon, sir." he said ; "but — " 
"Xcvcr mind tiiat now. ^^'hat is it?" 
■'Fire, sir! Smoke coming up throngli the 
after ventilators! .Must bo in the liold, right 
under the steerage cpiartcrs, sir." 

■'That's bad; but no excuse for getting ex- 
cited. Go quietly to Captain Kaempff's cabin 
and -tell him to come as quickl}- as possible." 

Calm and capable, a disciplinarian but not 
a clespol. Captain Kaempff was the man among 
men to handle a .situation serious as that 
which confr(^nted him when he reached the 
dock. There was no time to be wasted, for the 
smoke was now coming thick and fast. But 
the Captain held that a few minutes spent in 
communicating to the crew a little of his own 
calmness would not be time wasted. 

Wherefore, when the first class passengers, 
quietly and reassuringly aroused, hurried half 
dressed from their cabins, they found an effi- 
ciently orgaiiized force already working with 
definite purpose for their safety. The occu- 
pants of the steerage, less subject to self con- 
trol, and nearer to the only too apparent dan- 
ger, might have given trouble and seriously 
impeded the wprkers but for the forethought 
of the commander. The stewards had receiv- 
ed their instructions with the rest of the crew, 
and they met the badly frightened emigrants, 
■not with threats and curses, but with smiles, 
apologies for disturbing them over such a 
small matter, and urns of hot coffee. 

The first efforts of the fire fighters were 
directed to confining the flames to the portion 
of the hold in which they had started. To this 
end, ventilators and hatchways were plugged 
and scaled tight, preparatory to the attack 
with the hose. But, as though to make mock 
of their endeavors, the draft from the engine 
room sucked in great lengths of the never 
ending rope of suffocating blackness. It be- 
came "necessary to stop the engines. Half way 
across the Atlantic (ihc ship had left Hamburg 
five days before), engines stopped, and a fierce 
fire steadily v^orking its way to the forward 
end of the vessel. The situation was grave 
within an hour of the discovery of the first 
spiral of smoke. 

Holes %verc cut in the salnon deck through 
which to pass lines of hose: hut this was soon 
discovered to \)c a ir,:<take: the deck flooring 
was quickly nailed back in place. What to th) 
next. .Xothing, ai)parenlly. but to wait till 
daylight, and that, imder the circumstances, 
cai'r.e perilously near to inviting panic. But 
the Captain was not the only brave man 
aboartl, nor the only man with ideas. 

C|)on ears bent eagerly to catch the first 
crackle of the flames under the deck on which 
saloon and steerage passengers were fiow 
huddled together, cr.mc the strain of an an- 
known to nearly all. Only to some, the words 
were unfamiliar. It was not '■.Adeste fideles, 
laeti triumphantcs" nor its k'.nglish translation 
that they heard, but: 

Ilmr firm a foundjillon. yr- saint.-i r.f tho Lord! 
r.s laid f'lr your fuith in lll.s cxcflliMit word! 

Soon a score, then two score, then three 
scf)re, of the three hundred passengers were 
singing in unison : 

In every condition; lii sk'kiicss in hoalth, 

In joy or deop .sorrow, in uiint or lii wealth, 

At lioinL- or abroad, tli<; liiiul, 011 Lho Boa, 

As U\y day iiiMv di-iiKiiid, .sliall liiy strensth ev.r.lto. 

Dawn came, bin no sail was reported by 
Ihc lookoni. 'J'he first thorough examination 
of conditiuus aboard the Gelbcrt shbwed that 
the fire had eaten its way so far forward that 
at any moment the deck, beams might warp 
and the flames burst through. Every avail- 
able carpet and rug in the ship was torn up, 
soaked in water, and laid again, in the hope 
of at least iiariially smothering the fire. l!nt 
the heat rontiinied to increase, and its area 
spread. 

i.alo in the afternoon it was disco\-crcd 
that the side: plates of the vessel had become 
so hot that they were a dull red. TCvidently 
the hold must be a gigantic furnace, which 
might at any time force the rivets, open the 
seams, and allow the water to rush in and 
sink the ship. 

And still, encouraged by the confidence 
displayed by Captain Kaemjiff and his crew, 
the passengers refused to allow their fears to 
find expression. Instead, ihey became volun- 
teer members of the bucket brigade, during 
the whole of the evening and the long night 
that followed, hoisted water and poured it 
over the plates al)ove sea level. 

When morning came once more, and yet 
no sign of friendly sail, the sailors determined 
on heroic measures. Unmindful of the' fact 



that they were' wdrn Avith thirty hoursiiof 'coii':' 
tinuous work, they asked permission, now 
that there was something mere than smoke to 
fight, to descend into the hold and fight it. 

Every inch of hose on the ship was con- 
nected and dragged to the main hatch. The 
men divided themselves into four detachments. 
Three of these stood by, wdiile the fourth tbre 
off the covering. As the' rush of flame and 
steam and smoke shot up', ten of the plucky 
fellows dropped into the hades below wdth the 
hose. In a few moments they were l)ack again, 
scorched, blistered, half blinded. But bcioic 
they could scramble to the deck, ten others 
had grabbed the hose and were driving back 
the flames another few inches. 

All day long and all through the night the 
battle continued. By Wednesday morning the 
fighters had worked their way to the heart of 
the fire, and during the forenoon they hauled 
out and tossed overboard more than forty tons 
of burning merchandise. In the afternoon 
they were able to announce that the fire was 
umler control. 

.\11 of which, because a large ipiantity of 
millet, loadctl in the rain, had germinated in 
the warm hold and spontaneous combustion 
had resulted. 

Quite different was the cause of the fire 
wdiicli totally destroyed the Carrie E. Long, 
of Philadelphia, a bark engaged in the oil 
carrying business between that port and Ha- 
vana. On ?,Iay 6, 1S95, t!ie vessel left Phila- 
del|)hia with some one hundred and fifty 
thousand gallons of petroleum for the Cuban 
city. All \yent well iintil the ship had left the 
coast of Florida behind and was approaching 
the Great Bank of the Bahamas. Then she 
ran into a terrific tropical storm. 

Henry Rolf, an cxiierienccd sailor, soon had 
e\-er}-thiiig snug and comfortable, and was 
receiving the congratulations of his mate on 
being able to weather the hurricane without 
injury to the bark and with likelihood of little 
delay, when a bolt of lightning struck the 
Carrie E., killing the master and the mate, and 
setting the vessel on fire. 

With such an enormous quantity of oil 
aboard, it was evidently only a matter of a 
\-cry short time before an cx])losion would fol- 
low. The members of the crew, left without 
officers to advise them, lost no time in taking 
to the boats with such scanty store of provi- 
sions as could be gathered within a few 
minutes. They were scarcely clear of the ship, 
when a first explosion'v,was followed by a sec- 
ond which tore the bark in half. I'ortion,s,6f 
the burning rigging were hurled skyward, 
while the hull pitched forward and disappeared 
with a hissing gurgle of protest. After row- 
ing for about seven hours in a sea wdiich 
threatened to swamp them at any nionient, 
the survivors reached Gun Cay Island, one of 



the small coral -outgrowths that dot these wa- 
ters. Here they existed for five days, but 
wdieu provisions and hope of succor were both 
near to the vanishing point they were rescued. 

No word of the arrival of the Carrie E. 
Long at any Cuban port having been received, 
the owners had ^ot into communication with 
the Havana, a sister ship which had left 
I'hiladelphia two days later than the bark, and 
had instructed the Captain to cruise among the 
islands for a few days and keep a sharp look- 
out for the other vessel, which was supposed 
to liavc been beaten out of her course b}'' the 
storm. Hence, the flags of distress sugges- 
tive of wash day at sea were readily discover- 
ed, and the unfortunates were soon relating 
their experience to friends. 

But taking to the boats in W'est Indian wa- 
ters and deserting a vessel hundreds of miles 
from laud in the region of the h^iuator are two 
entirely tlifferent things. Si>, when CaiUaiu 
Robert Bruce and his twenty-nine men on the 
four-masted steel shij) I's-rcnees crossed the 
line on November 6, 1901, with a big fire rag- 
ing in the hold and the decks beginning to 
warp, it was decided to batten down every 
hatch and make without further delaj' for the 
nearest harbor. Every inch of canvas was 
spread, and the Pyrenees was headed for Pit- 
cairn Island. But although Pitcairn was 
reached and the descendants of the mutineers 
of the Bounty were evidently anxious to be of 
service, the weather was such that it was 
found to be absolutely impossible to effect a 
landing. 

'Inhere was no time to remain idle, and the 
thrifty Scot in command was determined, if 
possible, to save the ship as well as his own 
life. Accordingly, her head was rounded and 
away she started once more, this time on a 
three hundred mile sail to Mangareva, with 
just a bare possibilit\' that her plight might 
l)e discovered before that place was reached. 
But it was not, and day after day the gallant 
thirty deluged the decks and the sides and 
worked the vessel neat-er and yet nearer still 
to safety. 

To tell the outcome is fo appeal for sym- 
pathy for the plucky master who had hoped 
to save at least some' part of the loss lo the 
owners. jMangareva was reached just as the 
flames burst through the decking. There was 
no time to choose an anchorage, and the 
Pyrenees was run on the beach where in an 
hour or two she had burned to the water line. 
. Jute and iiemp .il^tha hold have 'g)|obably 
caused more' fires aFsea tKan an}-- other one 
thing. The British ship ^^'ynnstah from Cal- 
cutta to Philadelphia had nearly twelve thou- 
sand bales of jute for cargo when, early in 
the summer of 1895, then between St. Helena 
and Ascension Island, discovery was made that 
a fierce fire was raging in the hold on the 



starboard side. . The funics from the burning 
jute were particularly suffocating, and the fire 
was one which it would be extremely difficult 
to extinguish. But the British undertook the 
job with full knowledge that it would be as 
long as it would be difficult. Holes were cut 
in the deck, and the flooring of the cabin was 
torn up. 

Down into the engulfing blackness went 
the men, and for ninety-six hours the fight 
was kept up without cessation. From time to 
time a party returning to the fresher air of 
the deck for a few minutes' respite would 
bring with them an unconscious comrade who 
had been overcome by the smoke. It is a mat- 
ter of record in the log of the Wynnustah that 
not one of the men so overcome failed to re- 
turn later Vt the business of quenching the 
flames. Also, it is a matter of record that 
wdien, after a liatlle in tlio hold for four days 
and nights, the last smolder was extinguished, 
the figlUers waited not lo put the covering 
of deck and saloon back in place, but falling, 
singed and jjcarred, beside the openings they 
had made, slept the sleep of utter exhaustion. 

Not always, however, have efforts equally 
heroic been rewarded by success, and not al- 
ways have these fighters of fire at sea been 
able to report no loss of life resulting from 
their battles. When a vessel afire in mid 
ocean carries a cargo of chemicals, it would 
be cause for wonder were all on Ijoard #) 
escape alive from the conflict. Nor would it 
be surprising to learn that even - the bravest 
of men declined the confUct altogether. 
I Yet, when the Wilson liner. Rialto from 
Newcastle to New York found herself in a 
rough sea five hundred miles from the Irish 
coast, with smoke coming from one of the 
batches under which was stored a quaiitily of 
exidosives, there was no hesitation shown in 
setting to work. But before the hatch from 
f liich the smoke was curling could be reached, 
the vessel rolled drunkenly in the hurricane 
and a terrible exi)losiou was heard. 

The chief engineer hurried on deck, where 
he met James Coleman,, the chief officer, en- 
deavoring to drag a hose to the hatchway 
which was now the mouth of a roaring fur- 
nace. He also grabbed the hose, and the two 
hurried to the hatchway. After pouring a 
steady stream into the hatch for a minute, 
the engineer dragged the nozzle forward a 
few feet and leaned over in an endeavor to 
locate the principal scat of the trouble. Cole- 
man dragi^ed on the h©se to hejgiand was him- 
self at the edge of the hatchvvfa'y, when a sec- 
ond explosion six times more severe than the 
first threw the Rialto on her beam ends. 
Clouds of smoke of peculiar dejiSity and 
charged with powerful fumes hid the open- 
ing for a minute or two. 

When they cleared, Coleman was found 



The Latest Efforts in Cancer Research 



"Third Scientific Report" of the inves- 
tigations of the Imperial Cancer 
Research Fund, which was issued 
■r/gjTVjV rceontly in the name of the Mana- 
tti/n^a^ .gers by~ Dr. Basliford, the general 
superintendent of the work and di- 
rector of the laboratory, contains an extraor- 
dinary record of patient and painstaking ex- 
periment and observation as well as of a cer- 
tain number of conclusions wdiich may be re- 
garded as resting upon unassailable data, and, 
so far, as furnishing foundations upon wdiich 
still more extended inquiries may be based. 
The volume of nearly 500 imperial quarto 
pages, copiously illustrated by drawings and 
tables, and large!)' made up of papers detailing 
the results of physiological experiments, is of 
such a kind as to defy analysis or commentary 
within the limits of any space which we could 
(lev(3tc to it; but its main features are sum- 
mari/<;(l by Dr. Basliford in an introduction 
which admirably prepares the way for the per- 
usal of the se])arate articles, and is calculated 
greatly to assist the reader in allotting to eacli 
of them its proper share of attention, and ils 
place in the scheme of work which they col- 
lectively unfold. The first report of the man- 
agers of the fund was published in the spring 
of iQO-l, and the second a year later; so that 
the present volume is the (Uitcoine of more 
tlian three years of silence, during wdiieli, 
nevertheless, a great deal of work has been 
continuously and profitabl)' conducted in the 
lal.iornlories, with lli_c general result of cow- 
forming, as well as of greatly extending, some 
of the more tentative of the conclusions which 
Averc originally expressed. In the second re- 
port the more likely theories and liy]KUlieses 
Avhich up to that time had been advanced in 
exi^Iaiiation of cancer were reviev\'ed and dis- 
carded, having one and all been found lo be 
incompatible with the results of comparative 
and ex])erimental stluly^ All of them. Dr. 
Basliford informs us, still find advocates, but 
he does not think it necessary again to discuss 
them in detail. The experimental evidence 
which led to their rejection, three years ago, 
is said to maijitain its cogency; and one of 
the most plausible of them, the hypothesis that 
cancer might be due to a disturbance of cpi- 
tlielinni in consequence of chronic inflainnia- 
tion in surrounding tissues, has been 
greatly modified by its authors, while all the 
additional and new experimental observations 
made during the lasj: three years point to ihc 
secondary character of the changes upon which 
this - hypothesis had been based, ' 



It has long been, known that cancer in 
mankind is specially prone to attack any part 
of the bod}' which is subjected to frequent or 
long-continued irritation; a common illustra- 
tion being furnished by the cancer of the lip 
which so often follows upon the constant jire- 
sence of a clay iMi>e stem at the same ]ioint. 
The nature of the connection between tlie ir- 
ritation and the disease has received much at- 
tion from the investigators acting for the fund ; 
and a wide study of the incidence of cancer 
as determined by irritants in man is said by 
Dr. Bashford to demonstrate absolutely that 
the generalization of the itlea of a congenital or 
embryonic organ is incorrect. If we neglect 
cancer in animals, although generalizations, to 
carry any weight, must be extendcMl to tlie;ii, 
and take but three examples in the case of 
man, cancer of the skin of the abdomen is said 
to be practically unknown in Europe, but to 
be extraordinarily frequent in Kashmir. This 
is not due to a distribution of "germs" in the 
skin of the abdomen in luiropeans and in other 
natives of India different from that which 
exists in the Kasliniiiis. bul to the fact that the 
latter irritate the skin of the alHlonien by 
wearing a cliarcoal oven round the waist ;md 
the former do not. Cancer of the floor of the 
mouth is rare in ICuropeaii women, although 
not uncommon in men; but in , Ceylon and 
India generally, the women suffer in a high 
degree from cancer in this situation. The dif- 
ference is not due to :my developmental differ- 
ences between women in lLn,(_;land and those in 
India, but to the fact that Indian women chew 
betel nut, and sleep with the i)lug in the cheek 
at the exact s[)ot where cancer starts. Jn 
needle-women melanotic sarcoma (a form of 
cancer) often develops in the fingers at the 
site of frequent puncturing by the sewing- 
needle ; and analogous instances occur in other 
parts of the body. On such evidence, Dr. 
Bashford points out that, if the growth of 
cancer could be explained l)y the |)resence of 
congenital "germs" in the affected parts, it 
would be further necessary to assume that 
such genus were as luiiformly distributed over 
the whole surface of the body as the skin it- 
self, and the su])pose(l explanation would l^e 
rendered no explanation at all. 

The abandonment of the belief that either 
infection or congenital germs can be m.'ide res- 
l)Oiisiblc for the occurrence of the disease, 
paves the way to an iiujuiry as to whether 
hereditary predisposition may play an}' part 
in determining its frequency. The most recent 
returns of the Registrar-General show that in 



1906, out of a total, of 141,241 deaths of males 
above 35 years of age, 12,695 died of cancer, 
and out of a total of 140,607 deaths of females 
above 35 years of age, 17,671 died of cancer. 
Thus the chance that a man over 35 years of 
age wdll die of cancer is one in eleven'; and the 
chance for a wom:\n above the skme age is one 
in eight. On these data a table has been con- 
structed to show how often, taking the pro- 
portions as one to twelve and one to eight, no 
death, or one. two, three, etc., deaths from 
cancer may be expected to occur in one hun- 
dred families, half the members of which are 
men and half women, no hereditary tendency 
being assumed, and all persons dying under 
thirty-five being excluded. It apjiears that in 
the most favorable of the assumed .cases, that 
of one hundred families, each of six members, 
three males and three females, only fifty-one 
families could be expected to esca]je ; while in 
tliirt\'-six families there would l)e one death, 
in cle\cn families two deaths, and in two 
families threi' or more. The duration of hu- 
man life, and the small number of descciulancs 
from each p.'iir, r'-nder it impossible to carry 
out a trustworth}' statistical- inquiry in the 
case of mankind; but this difficulty can be ob- 
viated in the case of short-lived animals; and, 
in the mouse, the question is now in a fair way 
to be settled by means of breeding and in- 
breeding expcrinicnls on a large scale. The 
surgical removal of spontaneously occurring 
cancers in mice has enabled Dr. llasliford to 
jjrolong the lives of many of the patients and 
to l.ireed from them, and in this way more than 
a tliousaiid mice of known cancerous parentage 
have already been obtained. By successively 
crossing other sixjiitaneously affected animals 
with the offspring of cancerous parents, strains 
are being obtained in which the cancerous 
heredity is one-half, three-fourths, aiul even 
higher. The concentration of a bypotb.etical 
bereditiiry factor in a known aniomit and in 
large nuiiilicrs of a.nimals of known age, should 
in the course of a fcv ye.irs definitely settle 
whether there is a familv or on ly an individual 
li,d)iliiy to the disease. As yet, no evidence 
has been obtained to show that cancer has 
been increased by ni-brecding; and the hy- 
pothesis of a special inherited liability, al- 
though not disproved, is at' least-. vCry r.iatcr- 
ially weakened. _ ■

rected, the question ot curative trentmeiU, the 
report is wipely silent.-— London Times., 



some distance away lying unconscious on the 
deck, with an arm broken and other severe 
injuries, The engineer vvas -^nowhere to be 
seen. The big seas which were now sweeping 
the decks had removed nearly all traces, p.f a 
terrible death. ''^''<'u ^ 

At this moment, when the nerves of.;all_on 
board were almost at snapping point, the-ship's 
carpenter hurried forward to annoiihce'.' tliat 
several plates had been loosened and that the 
water was rushing into the hold. 

"Boys," s.aid Captain Ripperth, "the seas 
liave ;;ma:',!ted every life boat to kindling vvcjod, 
and even if they had not, the boats would be 
useless in this weather. We've got to stay 
here, and if we want to stay long enough to 
be picked up, we've got to fight this fire. Re- 
member, we are on the highway of the Atlan- 
tic, and assistance must come soon." 

Dividing the crew into *three squads, he 
ordered one company to man the ]5umps, an- 
other to fight the flames, and a third to bat- 
ten down hatchways and to attend to the 
necessary work on deck. He Jiimself took a 
turn at each in order to keep up the courage 
(jf his men. 

luve hours later the steamship Carthaginian 
of the Allan Steamship Line answered the si.g- 
nals of distress which were being given at in- 
tervals. But the terrific seas made it impos- 
sible for her to get very near, and she signalled 
that she would lie by until morning. With re- 
newed hope, the work of pouring water in 
and pumping water out went on during the 
whole night on board the smaller vessel. 

At last, in desperation, the second officer 
patched up the one small boat that had not 
been entirely destroyed, and ^vith half a dozen 
seamen made his way to the larger ship and 
explained the urgency of immediate assist- 
ance. The response was as immediate as the 
need. JBvery boat on the Carthaginian was 
lowerecl, arid after three trips the entire 'crew 
of the Rialto was transferred to the Allan liner. 
As the voyage to New York was resumed, 
those on board the Carthaginian saw the 
flames burst out above the deck of the Wilson 
ship in half a dozen places at once. 

In recent years defective wiring has fre- 
quently caused fires on shipboard, and occa- 
sionally loss of life. The British steamer 
Tauric, which left New York in January, 
1895, with a hold filled with cotton, .had, a 
memorable fight for three days from this 
cause, and when Captain Jones reported to 
his owners on February 2, he was obliged to 
announce that the electrician had - been the 
victim of an endeavor to remedy the defect 
which had resulted in the fire on board. 

As in the other cases mentioned, a hole was 
cut through the deck, but in this instance 
steam was injected. When this proved, to be 
unavailing the electrician with a , repair kit 
descended into the hold. When he, did not 
return a rescue party was formed. The body 
was recovered, but not before three pf the 
would-be r,escuers had been rendered", uncon- 
scious. . . .-, .

THE ATLANTIC EMPRESSES 

The.' intimation made by Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, in a speech at Victoria, that the 
Canadian Pacific Atlantic Empress vessels 
might soon be seen on the Pacific, is only in 
accordance with a previous intimation to the 
shareholders that two larger and faster Em- 
presses might be built for the Atlantic, and 
the present Atlantic Empresses transferred to 
the Pacific. Although the orders for the new 
boats arc banging fire, this is no doubt due to 
the Government's delay in making pronounce- 
ment on the All-Red scheme. The amount 
and nature of Government support to that 
scheme must, of course, affect the construc- 
tion of the new vessels. Traffic requirements 
justify a certain size and speed, but if the mail 
is to be accelerated to the speed Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier suggests, special arrangements have 
to be made. 

One thing is certain, and that is that the 
Atlantic Empresses will not he one v/hit too 
large for the Pacific trade. At a time wdteii 
the Americans and the Suez lines are being 
crowded out of the Pacific by the Japanese 
the Canadian Pacific business has steadily in- 
creased, with full cargoes and full ^assqnger 
lists. The Pacific was the earliest stronghold 
of this railway in its overseas trade. Here,, for 
instance, is the vivid language' of one of the 
first pamphlets, said to have been written by . 
Sir William van Home : "The touch of the' 
young giant of the North was felt uport the 
world's commerce almost before his existence 
was kiio\v'n ; and not content with the trade of 
the golden shores of the Pacific, from Califor- 
nia to Alaska, his arms have already stretched 
out across the broad oceanVand grasped the 
teas and silks of China and Japan to exchange 
thenrfor the fabrics of Europe." , ,<5.-- ■„>* 

it is unlikely that the Canadian Pacific; 
will run four Empresses on the Atlantic. The; 
railway is on too friendly terms wdtli the older- 
Allan line to offer such competition. The 
present arrangement by which these two lines 
run fast vessels in alternate weeks is also too 
convenient to be easily disturbed. The railwa}'- 
has Its work cut out to cope with the traf lie 
it already, has, without wasting money , on. un- 
profitable competition.

HE word bank is so familiar to iis 
that we may find it hard to reali7.o 
tiiat there was a time wlien civilized 
aud busy men, wlio had practically 
the same needs as ourselves, and 
\vho appreciated money quite as 
much as wc do, liad no mstitution that an- 
swered to the name. AVc live in an ag.^ of 
enligliteiicd cnriosit}-, an ae^c wlu-.n men, 
women and children are restless with an in- 
<■ creasing desire to "know the causes of things." 
Nor will they be satisfied with answers that 
were deemed sufficient for our predecessors 
of even a few generations ago. They will take 
no second-hand assurances, nor (with the ex- 
ception of questions of supramundane order) 
are they disposed to accept auihority, like a 
schoolboy learning ]3rosody, but must know 
how authority came to have its standard of 
credibility. As to origins, they decline to ac- 
cept a date or locality unless they obtain evi- 
dence that the very beginning of the institu- 
tion, custom or dogma is there and then to be 
found, and that it would be futile to look else- 
where or to investigate further back. The 
primary cause, the ursprung, the germ-source, 
our modernists must have, whatever be the 
subject of ititjuir}'. And (with the excep- 
tions above indicated) we have no fault to 
find with the spirit of the age. It is to satis- 
fy this spirit that such works as The Ameri- 
cana have been undertaken, and, if all others 
were like ourselves, they would accept its 
guidance unhesitatingly, for the simple reason 
that its editor-in-chief is by calling and ex- 
perience an investigator, an examiner, a sifter 
of the true from tlie false. What, then, has 
The Americana to tell us about the origin of 
banking? It tells us (through the Hon. Levi 
P. Morton) that the earliest i)ublic bank was 
established at Venice in 1174, and that it 
did not cease to operate until the Republic 
ceased to exist in 1797. It was at first merely 
a bank of deposit — the government being re- 
sponsible for the deposits. The capital was 
thus practically a public loan. In the early 
years of its operations, the deposits could not 
be withdrawn, but the depositor could trans- 
fer his credit in lieli of money payment. Mr, 
Morton is disposed to link the modern bank- 
ing system causally with the great Florence 
bankers of the 13th and 14th century rather 
than with the Bank of Venice. The magni- 
tude of their operations is illustrated by the 
fact that in 1430-1433 seventy-six Florentine 
bankers issued on loan nearly 5,000,000 gold 
florins. Another chapter in financial history 
is that which bears on the undertaking of the 
Bank of St. George at Genoa, while the Bank 
of Amsterdam has been used by Adam Smith 
to exemplify the older type of bank. This' 
important institution was founded in i6o() 
tinder peculiar circumstances. The clipped and 
worn currency, associated in England with 
tragedies of crime and barbarous punishments, 
had become, like our "silver nuisance," a wide- 
spread inconvenience and a snare to the ignor- 
ant or unwary. The Bank of Amsterdam 
brought prompt relief. It received on deposit 
all sorts of coin at the real value in standard 
nionc}'- (a small sum being allowed for rccoin- 
ing and administration) and a credit was ac- 
cordingly o[)ened on the bank's books, by the 
transfer of which payment could be made — 
the Amsterdam I.)ill having a certain uniform 
and unquestionable value. Compared with 
the debased current coin, its value will be 
understood by those who can recall the mone- 
tary situation that was ended by the Hincks- 
Weir disburthening plan. The deposits, sup- 
posed to remain in the bank's coffers, at Am- 
sterdam, were secretly traded with in the i8th 
century and in 1790 the institution collapsed. 
In Idainlnirg, Xuremburg and London corre- 
sponding systems were initiated. In Eng- 
land the Tower mint was at first the place 
where money was lodged, but the Crown hav- 
ing made free with it, it was deemed wise 
to make the goldsmiths the depositaries. Thus 
a new class of nioney-lcnders was created. 
The l)ank- note was in\-ented and issued 
the Bank of .Sweden in i()i)o. iJefore the cen- 
tury closed a stej) forward had been made in 
the United Kingdom, which was to gi\c an 
impetus to the whole machinery of excliange 
and circulation, industry and commerce which 
is not yet exhausted. Vires acquirit eundo. 

What Mr. Morton here refers to is the foun- 
dation of the Bank of England. Those who 
are interested in the biogra])hy of extraordin- 
ary men will find the life of \^'illiam Paterson 
not only instructive hut edif\ing. Whatever 
failures and shortcomings may be set to his 
account, it is to his undying credit that to his 
initiative Great Llrilain is indebted for the 
Bank' of England. In what way the scheme 
mixe<l up with the politics of the day it would 
be interesting to inquire, but it may .suffice 
just now to recall that money was required for 
the national defence. A company was formed, 
at Paterson's suggestion, which was to be 
named the tiovernor and Company of the Uaidc 
of England and it adwinceil the smn of 
£1,200,000 to the Government at an interest 
of 8 per cent. — the Government allowing 
^4,000 a year for the administration of the 
loan and the management of the bank. In 
i8t6 the original capital had increased bj' ac- 
cessions from £1,200,000 or .$6,000,000 to 
£14,553,000, or more than $72,000,000. There 
is also a variable "rest" of more than £3,- 
000,000, or .$15,000,000. The charier was ori- 
ginally granted for eleven years or till a year's 
notice after .-Uigust i, 1705. It was renewed 
for various periods in 1697, 1708, 1713, 1742, 
1764, 17S1, 1800, 1833, and 1844, certain con- 
ditions to be iulfillcd being drawn up on each 
rtncwal. The bank has, by the act of 184^, to 



publish a weekly account. "The total of the 
notes given out by the issue department is 
called the issue of circulation, the portion of it 
in the hands of the public .being the active 
circulation, and that still in the banking de- 
partment the note reserve. This note reserve 
represents really the amount of bullion in tlie 
issue department avadable for the use of the 
banking department." l"or fuller details re- 
garding British banking, its |)rinciples and 
practice and relation to the life of the people 
and the industr}-^ and commerce of the Em- 
pire, the reader is referred to the .articles of 
Sir Felix Schuster, of Mr. Earnest Sykes, B.,'\.. 
and of Dr. Edwin Cannon in The .\niericana. 

.Second only in importance to the ISank of 
England is the ILank of I'rance. which w;is 
established in 1800 with a capital, at first, of 
45,000,000 francs, with the exchisixe privilege 
in Paris of issuing notes payable to bearer. In 
1848 this privilege was extended so as to cover 
tlie whole of France. .At the same time the 
capital was increased to 91,250000 francs. The 
Hank of Erance is a hank nf deposit, discnuiit 
and circ\dation. The Government .-ijipdiiits 
the governor and two deputies — all of whom 
must be stockholders. The f'tal as';<>ts of the 
bank in 1902 were 5,262,099,592 francs, of 
which 3,601,126,067 consisted of specie — 
2,508,805,839 in gold and 1.092,320,228 in sil- 
ver. The special articles by experts the read- 
er will find most satisfying touching French 
banking and all related subjects. 

The same is true of e\'ery country in 
Europe, of Japan, of Egypt, of India, Austra- 
ria. New Zealand and the entire eastern hemi- 
sphere, British and non-British. 

The history of banking in the United ^ 
States may be considered as opening in the 
troubled years of the war of independence. 
The Bank of the United .States, which was 
modelled closely on the llaidc of England, re- 
mained the great financial power of the Re- 
public until Jackson and Van Buren headed 
the movement that originated the state bank- 
ing system. Both systems (essentially in con- 
trast) had their merits, as well as their defects. 



But when the Civil War broke out, it was 
sopn found that emergencies Iiad arisen for 
which the existing methods would be totally 
inadequate. In i860, just before the sword 
wJis drawn, there were in the country 1,562 
baid<s with an aggregate capital of $442,000,- 
oou, a eireination ol about $^07, mju.oou and 
specie in hand to the amount of .$83,500,000. 
\\'l!al changes the financial situation under- 
went in the terrible strain of a struggle pro- 
longed beyond all expectation is related in 
The Americana in a number of expert articles, 
the inter-relation of which is indicated by 
cross-references. 

The origin, de\'elopment and present con- 
dition uf the hanking system of the Lomiidon 
has been concisely and clearl}' set forth by 
Mr. 1''. G. Jeniineti, the well-known Canarlian 
banker and writer. .\ few well known dates 
are of exct|)tional importance in the history of 
Canadian banking;. In 1792 a short-lived at- 
tempt w.ts made tn establish a system based 
on the methods of the English prn-ate hanks. 
1 'nder the nanu' of tlie Canad.a I'>aid-;ing Com- 
pany, a private l)aid< was finnided in this cil)-, 
which issued notes, hut owing to catises on 
which we neeil not dwell, was of brief dura- 
tion. .About a century ago application was 
made to the Legislature of Lower Canada for 
a charter for the Bank of Canada, organized 
(in the main, but on a smaller scale) after the 
plan of the first Bank of the United States. 
l?ul this enterprise did not succeed. In 1817 
the real starting-])oiiit of oiir banking de- 
velo]Mnent was fixed by the initiation of the 
business life of what has long been the most 
important baid< in liritish North America and, 
indeed, as many believe, on the whole contin- 
ent. It is from the Article's of Association that 
the scientific banking law system of the pre- 
sent has been continiKHisly developed. In 1818 
the Quebec l-Mink and the Bank of Canada 
were formed on similar lines aiul in 1822 all 
three obtained charters framed after the ar- 
ticles of association. These Legislative char- 
ters were sound in what they permitted and 
(more specially) in what they prohibited, con- 
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fining the banks to legitimate business, while 
enabling them to meet all commercial require- 
ments. "They . . . prohibited lending 
upon pledge of goods or upon mortgage or 
dealing in real estate and they provided that 
all notes issued were to be redeemable upon 
delneiud in specie. . . . The l.:,nglibli pli- 
vate banks and Scottish chartered banks were 
the joint parents of these Lower Canadian 
charters, and of the Canadian banking system 
which has sprung from them, but various 
changes and additions were made to suit Can- 
adian requirements. Jn the jdiraseology used 
as well as in some of the internal regidations, 
the influence of the chartered banks in the 
United States may be seen, but it may safely 
be said that practically everything which has 
proved of permanent value was derived from 
English. Scotch or native sources." 

In Upper Canada (Ontario) the first bank- 
ing legislation (that of 1821-22) followed the 
political rather than coirimercial inspiration 
and the first charter (that of the P)ank of 
L'piier Canada) was in accord with the Lower 
Canadian bill of 1803 rather than the .Mont- 
real Baid<'s "Articles." It had, however, little 
influence on ensuing legislation, and in 1S32 
and 1835 amendments were secured (mainly 
by Imperial pressure), the importance of 
which is proved by their survival to the pre- 
sent hour. By the former banks were forbid- 
den to lend on their own stock, while by the 
latter shareholders were made "individually 
liable for the debts of the banks to an amount 
equal to their rc,speclive holdings of sub- 
scribed stock." In Upper Canada the pro- 
hibition to lend money on mortgage (en- 
forced, as above, by Lower Canadian char- 
ters) was never adopted. The union of the 
Canadas led to some new legislation. In 1841, 
the report of a Select Committee was ap- 
proved, the burden of which was p.ayment of 
notes in Sjiecie on demand, the limitation of 
issue to the amount of the paid-up capital, and 
the forfeit of the charter should payment be 
suspended for a number of days, never to ex- 
ceed sixty. Among other regulations, banks

"The Henry Hutt Picture Book" is an ad- 
mirable collection ot the work of that arti-t 
and it has been issued by the Copp Clark Co., 
Ltd., of Toronto. The actual [jrinting \vas 
done b}' the American Colortype Co., of Xcv 
York, and the cojjyright is owned by the Cen- 
tury Publishing Company. .Mr. liiitl's work 
is unconventional. Me treats each subject in 
its own way, which gives his drawings fresh- 
ness and variet}'. This picture book is a 
triumph of the printer's art, and its pttblica- 
tion at this season of the year is very timely. 

"Out of Doors in the Holy Land" by Henry 
Van Dyke, The Copp Clark Co., Ltd., Toron- 
to, is an exceedingly interesting story of wan- 
derings in the kuul which is so closely asso- 
ciated with the history of Christianity. its 
mechanical excellence is equal to its literary 
interest. The pictures are in the hi.gliest stvle 
of art and the binding is beauiiful. 

"The Red City" is described on tlu' artistic 
cover as ".A Historical Xo\el of the Second 
.Administration of President W'asiiington," by 
S. Weir Mitchell. It is very well printed and 
nicely illustrated, $1.50. This is a very com- 
mendable attemi)t to cast .1 iit;le light upon 
the social side of the early davs of the Ameri- 
can republic It is \ery desirable that such 
stories should be written l)\- some oiu' who is 
;ihle to sketch the actual historical (diar.acters 
with some sense of proportion. Historical 
novels are very educative, for they give, when 
due care has been taken to ascertain the facts, 
a more correct picture of actual conditions 
than can be gathered from any single history. 
It is particularly desirable that there should 
be some sidelights cast upon the men, who 
played a part in the establishment of the 
United .States. A difficulty encountered by 
an author in h.andling a subject of ihi.s nature 
arises from a lack of material. There are few 
contemporary accounts of Washington, Hamil- 
ton and Jefferson, which 'are not so strong'y 
colored by ijartizaiiship as to be almost use- 
less for the piuqjoscs of a historical novel. 
"The Red City" shows that Mr Mitchell felt 
the limitations of his material, and it is per- 
haps not unfair to him to say that he appar- 
ently felt unecpial to ihc task of drawdn.g his 
portraits in as strong lines as he might other- 
wise Miave done for fear that what he might 
write would be unpalatable to readers who 
long ago have assigned the Fathers of the Re- 
public a place among the gods. Hence he 



(Iocs not coiu'ince in his delineations of char- 
;icter, exccjjt in dealing with the creations of 
his own imagination, and here he shows a 
gracefulnes.s and skdll which make his story 
very deliglillul. He has chosen interesting 
people as his theme — Erench emigres of the 
nobility and Philadelphia Quakers, for it is 
in that city the scene of the story is laid. The 
contrast between the peculiarities of these two 
opposite classes is finely brought out, and 
yet the reailer recognizes wdiat was in the 
author's ndnil, namely, that beneath the ap- 
parent siijjerficiality of the I'rench noLdlity 
and the demiireness of the Quaker there is the 
same solid stratum of real worth. The scenes 
are well managed and interest grows as the 
story i^roceeds. The hero, X'icomte de Corval 
is a fine type of man, and his many excellent 
(|ualities art well brought ovit under exceed- 
ingly difficult circumstances. The heroine, 
.M.irgare'. Swanwick, a Quaker las.s, is e.xceed- 
iiigl\- attr.icti\-e. There are many other ad- 
niii";ibl}' drawn characters in the book. "The 
Red City" is a good book to be read, because 
it is not only an exceedingly interesting story, 
but because it does for the reader, what few 
readers can do for themselves, that is, give 
them a .glimpse fif social conditions among the 
leaders •.)f the people of the Lhiited .States at 
a time when the future cd the nation was un- 
certain and the influence of the hrcnch Revo- 
lution was being felt on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 

in the ^\'orl(l \\dde Magazine for Decem- 
ber Sir .Martin Conway, the famous alpinist, 
describes his attempt to reach the hitherto un- 
trodden siimiiiit of .Mount Sarndento, the high- 
est i)eak in desolate Tierr.a dcd I'uego. "The 
great mountain," says Sir .Martin, "is only 
seven ihonsaiid two himdred feel high, but 
its glaciers reach to I he sea, sf) that it may 
be compared nii an equality, from a climbing 
point of \ie\s, with .Mont Lilanc, if that be 
thought of as sunk into water up to the snow 
region. On clear days Sarmiento is visible to 
voyagers ihioiigh the Magellan Straits. It is 
a glorious momUain, surrounded by many 
other noijle pcaK's. In form it is of supreme 
beauty and its surromulings are of the most 
romantic chaiacter. It was this pc^k that I 
desired to .attempt." The intrepid climber was 
forced to forego his ascent of .Sarmiento ow- 
ing to the appn^ach of a storm just wdien he 
seemed about to realize his ambition. His de- 
scription of how the tempest fell upon him and 
his followers is well worthy of quotation. 
"The darlcness in the north," he says, "was 
truly apiutlling. The heavens appeared to be 
descending in solid masses, so thick were the 
skirts of snow and hail th.at the aflvanciiig 
cloud-pii.alanx trailed bene.ith it. The black 
islands, the leaden waters, tlic pallid snows, 
and the splintered ice-encru.-ited peaks di.sap- 
pcarcd in the blackness of the storm, which 
enveloped us also, almost before we had real- 
ized that it was at hand. A sudden wind 
shrieked and whirled round our heads; hail 
was flung into our faces, and all the elements 
began to rage together. The icc-])lasterc(l 
rocks ■weix- now lasd}' accounted for; we re- 
sembled them ourselves in a very few minutes. 
-All landmarks vanislied ; the drifted snow it- 
self was no longer distinguishable from the 
snow-fillcd air. To advance under these ap-

.secure our retreat before it was too late." The 
party raced downwards and managed to save 
their lives, but Sir Conway has never yet 
made the attempt to climb that peak and 
Mount Sarmiento has still to be vanquished. 
Mistaking a Hippopotamus for a Water Lily 

Winston Churchill concludes his interest- 
ing account of ".My African Journey" in the 
Christmas nundjcr of the Strand Magazine by 
gi\ing a very lively descrijDtion of life among 
the hip[)os — wdiere President Roose\'elt hopes 
to be some time next year. "We were soon 
among the hippopotami," says Churchill, "and 
at every bend of the river we came upon a 
herd of from five to twenty. To us in a steam 
launch they threatened no resistance or dan- 
ger. But their in'veterate hostility to canoes 
leads to repeated loss of life among the native 
fishermen, wdiose frail craft arc crumpled like 
eggshells in the snap of enormous jaws. In- 
dce<l, all the way from here to Ximule they 
arc declared to be the scourge and terror of 
the Nile. Fancy mistaking a hippopotamus — 
almost the largest surviving mammal in the 
world — for a watcr-lilj'i Y'et nothing is more 
easy. The whole river is dotted ^vith float- 
ing vegetation. I thought the}- also looked 
lilce giant cats peeping. So soon, however, as 
they saw us coming round a corner and hearrl 
the throbbing of the propeller, they would 
raise their whole heads out of the water to 
have a look, and then immediately dive to 
the bottom in disgust. Our practice was then 
to sliut off steam and drift silently down upon 
them. In this way one arrives in the middle 
of the herd, and when curiosity or want of 
air com|)els them to come up again there is 
a chance shot. One great iellow come up to 
bixathe within five }-ards of the boat and the 
look of astonishment, of alarm, of indignation, 
in his large, expressive eyes — as with one vast 
snort he plunged below — was comical to see."

were not to hold their own stock or make ad- 
vances against it or to lend on security of 
lands, houses or ships or on pledge of mer- 
chandise. This act clearly marks an import- 
ant stage in the evolution of a systematic 
banking law with comprehensive regulations. 

The free banking law of 1850 was repealed 
in 1866 — its inefficiency having long been 
evident. There is, however, a vestige of it in 
the provision of the 1880 Act that notes should 
be a first charge on a bank's assets. In 1859 
banks were authorized to take bills of lading, 
warehouse receipts, etc., as collateral security 
for its discounted notes, etc. — this being a de- 
jiarture from the rule forbidding lending on 
pledge or goods. Before Confederation the 
charters of the i\Iaritime Ih-ovinccs' banks were 
virtually identical with those of the Canadas. 
Save (for a few years) British Columbia, the 
trans-Superior Provinces had not been organ- 
ized and the only British Columbian bank had 
an Imperial charter. 

The year 1867 marks, for our banking laws, 
as for everything else, a fresh and significant 
starting-point. All right to legislate regard- 
ing the foundation and management of banks 
WHS vested by the B. N. A. Act in the Do- 
minion or Federal authorities. The first im- 
portant act under the new dispensation was 
that of 1871, in which all that it was desirable 
to perpetuate was made applicable to new 
banks, and to those in existence as soon as 
their actual charters expired. Uniformity was 
reached in March, 1892 (allowance being made 
for some clauses of the B. B. N. A.'s Imperial 
charter). In 1879 the power of making ad- 
vances on the stock of other banks was with- 
drawn. In 1890 the minimum of paid-up capi- 
tal was raised from $100,000 to $250,000. Ill 
1900, the Canadian Bankers' Association ob- 
tained a charter, with certain definite legal 
powers and duties. The Bank Act being en- 
acted for ten years only, at the close of every 
decade there is an opportunity for discussion 
which may cover the whole range of theory 
and practice, "The Bank Act," says Mn Jem- 
mett, "is really the charter of every- bank; 
the Bank of Montreal, with a paid-up capital 
and surplus of ,$24,000,000, and the Saint 
vStephen's Bank, which has a paid-up capital 
and surplus of only $245,000, have exactly 
similar rights, privileges, and limitations."

LADY MINTO'S STOLEN JEWELS 

."Shortly before Lady Minto left India to at- 
tend the wedding of her daughter, Lady Ruby 
Elliot (now Viscountess Errington), a bag 
containing valuable jewelry was snatched 
from the hand of her maid, Miss Martin, at a 
railway station. These jewels have recently 
been recovered 'uy the police at Ajmere, in the 
following circumstances, narrated by the Ad- 
vocate of India: About the end of July, Mr. 
George Richmond, a director of the Inter- 
Occanic Engineering Company, was obliged to 
leave Bombay for Simla, for the benefit of his 
health. On the journey up-country Mr. Rich- 
mond, v.dio was traveling with Mrs. Richmond 
and their little boy, was robbed of valuable 
jewelry, a dressing-case containing silver- 
mounted toilet requisites, and Rs3,ooo (£200). 
Mr. Richmond's butler had noticed two men, 
one a particularly showil^'-dressecl native, 
wearing a large gold lace turban and a watch- 
bracelet, who had repeatedly entered the com- 
partment where the luggage had been placed. 

On receiving a description of the man the 
police at once instituted a search for him, and 
a native answering the description was found 
on the Ajmere platform. The police sepoy 
who found the man appears to have been in- 
telligent above the ordinary. The man he sus- 
pected was lolling half-asleep on a station seat, 
and appeared to have been drinking. The 
sepoy went to the man and sat beside him. 
"You appear to be a very rich man," he re- 
marked to the suspect. The latter admitted he 
owned a few rupees, and the sepr)y, turning on 
him suddenly, said, "I know you have. You 
have Rs3,coo wdiich you have stolen from Mr. 
George Richmond." 

'Idle thief collapsed, and offered the sepoy 
Rs5a) to let him escape. The sepoy remarked 
that he was a poor man, but that was not 
enough. The two then began to bargain, and 
the discussion final'iy ended in the thief taking 
the policeman to his bungalow. The pair were 
followed by other policemen, and tlie house: 
was searched and buried beneath the ground 
was discovered a quantity of jewelry and 
about Rs2,250 (£150). 

Amongst the jewelry so discovered were" 
the jewels stolen from Lady Minto, and also 
those stolen from Mr. Richmond. The travel-' 
ling bag was afterward found on the railway- 
line, the thief having evidently thrown it from 
the train on to the metals, and another pas.s- 
ing train had gone over it, destroying its con- 
tents. The man was piosecuted at Ajmere, 
and a heavy sentence .inflicted upon him 
.ngainst which he has appealed.

Arnold-Forster, M.l\, for the Lon- 
don Standard, on "Our Military 

Needs and Policy": 

Let nic now cxa'niino ihc list of 
contingencies against which the nation is call- 
ed upon to provide : 

Invasion 

It has already been pointed out that snch 
is not the official view: but it is undoid)tctlly 
the view of the majority of the jieoidc of this 
country. It is ag'ainst an invasion that the 
Territorial Force is, in the opinion of man>' 
])er.sons, intended to protect us. It is curious, 
liou ever, to note that if this statement be cate- 
gorically made, nine persons out of ten would 
promptly disavow it. Those who do so will 
admit at once that the Territorial Force can- 
not protect us from invasion. No one has 
spoken more strongly on this subject than the 
Secretary of State for War. who has told us 
that one-third of the so-called expeditionary 
force must be ke^t at home in the event of 
an Oversea war, because the Territorial Force 
cannot he supposed to be- ready for war, or 
competent to defeat ;i forci.yn ai'iny. Tiie 
.Secretary of v^iate niic^lit, of c(.)ui'se, liavc qone 
a threat deal further, and have confessed that 
if tlie Navy fails, neither the Regular Army 
nor the Territorial Force .can save us. i'.nt 
it must be remembered that the Regular 
Army has a great function to perform quite 
apart from the duty of resisting an invasion ; 
the Territorial I'orce has none. If it docs not 
exist for this purpose; or if. existing for this 
purpose, it is incapable of fulfilling it, it is 
obviously of no value whatever. .And if we 
accept the view that the function of the Ter- 
ritorial Force is to protect us against inva- 
sion by a Continental Army, that is the ou'V 
conclusion at which it is possible to arrive. 
If this countr)' cannot be invaded, a .force 
whose sole function is to resist an invasion 
on the soil of the United Kingdom is abso- 
lutely useless, and the money spent on it is a 
sheer waste. If, on the other hand, an inva- 
sion be jiossible, how do we stand? If it be 
granted that one of the great military Powers 
of Europe — Cerniany for instance — really can 



land its armies on these islands, it is not by 
means of such a force as tiic Territorial Army 
that we shall defeat the invaders. Germany 
has five million soldiers, grown men, who have 
practically all received a minimum training of 
two years under the most competent and scien- 
tific officers in the world. To defeat such a 
force as thi.s we must do as other ]jeopie do 
who have a similar object in view. \Vc must 
make great sacrifices; we must enrol and train 
our entire population; we must increase ten- 
fold the number of our professional officers; 
we must add to our material ; we must create 
fortresses and prepare positions. But we are 
not iloiug any of these things; we have not 
the slightest intention of doing any of them. 
On the contrary, we are contenting oursch'es 
with a force wliich may some day reach, but 
is forbidden to exceed, 300,000 men, and which 
is at present more than 100,000 short of that 
number; a force largely composed of boys, 
and whicii, coniparetl with a Continental army, 
has had no training at all. 

Assuming that this tittle force can ever take 
the field, its innnbers, after ])roviding for the 
garrison of Ireland and tiie protection of cer- 
tain fixed points, and after it has discarded all 
men who are <Hs<iualified by age, youth, infir- 
mity, or occupation, will be insignificant. Nor, 
despite what some soldiers, who seem to have 
a passion for winning popularity by .saying 
-smooth things, are in the habit of telling us, 
will good intentions and patriotic zeal make 
up for all the other qualities wdiich are neces- 
sary to secure success in the dav of battle. 
Of course I am well aware that there are a 
great many people in this country who can- 
not, and will not, believe ihis. They do not 
study military histor}', thej' are unacquainted 
with the miiitar}'- preparations of other 
nations, and they are pleased and inspirited by 
all the bustle and movement which have ac- 
companied the operation of changing the name 
of the Volunteers. 

Pages of the Gazette are gi.yen up to 
recording the issue of new commissions, son- 
orous titles are conferred, decorations are in- 
vented and distributed with a lavish hand, and 
everywhere we hear of divisions, brigades, bat- 
teries, regiments. It is all \ery splendid and 
very inspiring, but it is not war, nor, unless 



all the nations of Europe except ourselves arc 
mad, is it anything like it. The sorrowful 
part of the business is that those who ought 
to be the foremost in telling the truth are in 
many cases the most ardent in encouraging the 
delusion. There are many soldiers in this 
country who know the truth perfectly well. 
Nay, more, there are m;my who, 1)otb official- 
ly and privately, have stated those truths with 
a force ami conviction which are beyond criti- 
cism. But how rarely do wc see any one of 
these experienced officers giving to the public 
the inestimable advantage of his knowledge? 
It need hardly be said that this reticence, what- 
ever its cau.se, is greatly to be regretted, be- 
cause it encourages and strengthens tiie belief 
of an uninstructed public in two ])ro])ositions, 
which are as unfounded as they are dangerous. 

The Value of Untrained Troops 

A very large number of jjersoiis in this 
countr}' believe as an absolute matter of fact 
that untrained troops, provided they are ani- 
mated by a [Toper spirit, can be relietl upon to 
meet and defeat Regular troops; and that an 
army figliting in its own Cijuntry fights at. a 
special advantage. There is no foiuidation for 
either of these beliefs. On the contrary, they 
arc opposed to all military teaching and ex- 
perience. These two fallacies are .^^o widely 
prevalent, and their acceptance as true is so 
great a danger to this country, that they de- 
serve special notice. 

An Army Fighting in Its Own Country 

It is not true that an army fighting in its 
own country fights at an advantage. As a 
matter of fact it fights at a great and obvious 
disadvantage. A little reflection will show 
that this nuist be so. .A British Army fighting 
on ISritish soil must have lost one of the 
greatest assets an army can possess before it 
goes into action, it must fight as the army 
of a Power which has already suffered a humi- 
liating defeat. The Navy must have been reiif 
dered impotent before invasion is possible. As 
Sir Jolin 'French has well said: "Among the 
considerations which must greatly favor the 
in\-ader from a mcn-al point of \'icw is the loss 
of the command of the sea. to wliich wc have 
so long been accustomed, and the consequent 
consternation caused by the knowledge that 



invasion, which was always thought to be im- 
possible, is, in reality, a fait accompli." 

But this is not all. Men fighting in thfeir 
own country are necessarily embarrassed at 
every turn by the fear of injuring their own 
people and their own possessions. A foreign 
commander need have no scruple in burning'- 
villages, destroying bridges, and breaking u]> 
railways, The loss is not his. But with 
the native army matters are quite different. 
Those who command and compose it must 
naturally be reluctant to add to the miseries 
of the civil popidation, to destroy national and 
private property, and to inflict damage which 
will ag-gravate the jienaltics of defeat. It is 
evident, therefore, that the popular belief is 
unfounded, and that it is untrue to say that 
an- army which fights in its own country fights 
at an advantage. The moral of which is that 
if we arc really going to be invaded, the army 
on which wc must rely to resist invasion must 
be of a particularly high (piality, in order to 
overcome the immense disachantages under 
whicli it will take the field. 

Citizen Soldiers. The Boers in War. 

Still more widespread and more danger- 
ous than the delusion which has just been re- 
ferred to is that other delusion upon which the 
whole basis of the Territorial I'orcc rests, 
naniel)', the belief that untrained citizen troops 
can compensate for their want of military 
training by the excellence of their intentions 
and the warmth of their patriotic feelings. Un- 
luckily there exists a modern instance which 
is supposed to support this conckision.' The 
belief that the Boer war in some way contra- 
dicted the teaching of all military history' in 
all time is firmly rooted in the minds of tens 
of thousands of the peo])le of this cciunlry. 
It would be hard to find a more complete error 
in reasoning. 

That in one sense the Boers were citizen 
soldiers, not fully trained in accordance with 
ordinary military practice, is true. But that 
they were untrained in respect of the work 
they had to do is not true. On the contrary, 
for that work they were, in many respects, spe- 
cially qualified b}' the occupations of their 
lives. They had, for the most part, been ac- 
customed fiom their youth upwards to ride, to 
shoot at moving objects, to practice conceal- 



ment, to hear exposure, to study country. All 
this experience was undoubtedly of great value 
to them in the field. When our citizen soldiers 
can claim to start with an equal measure of 
experience, they will be formidable foes by 
reason of it. But this fitness for war was not 
due to the fact that the Boers were citizen 
soldiers, but to the fact that, despite their be- 
ing citizen soldiers, they had studied and prac- 
tised many of those things which a trained 
s-oldier should know. As it was, they were 
still devoid of many qualities which a trained 
s(jldier should possess. Hence it came about 
that, as a rule, the IJocrs clung to the defen- 
sive; and that in resolute fighting, such as that 
which took place during the advance on Lady- 
smith, they were compelled to give way. But 
the main fact to remember is that the Boer 
plan of campaign would be absolutely impos- 
sible in a populous country. If we can imagine 
that, after the invader had occupied London, 
Alanchcsicr, Birmingham, Liverpool, and Glas- 
gow, had tal-:en possession of all our roads and 
r;iihv;i}-s, and was feetling- all our wives and 
children in camps on vSalisbur\- Plain, the Ter- 
ritorial Army was carrying on a dogged re- 
sistance in Caithness and Sligo, we should 
have drawn a parellel to what took place in 
South Africa. But to draw the picture is to 
deriionstrate the absurdity of the comparison. 

_ The Germans had even greater difficulties 
with the'ilerreros than we exeprienced with 
our much more formidable adversaries the 
Boers, but the German army niarched to Paris 
in a few months, and absolutely crushed every 
one of the citizen armies of France with a 
precision and rapidity which might teach us 
a lesson if we cared to learn. 

The fact is, that patriotism and good in- 
tentions have never proved an adequate sub- 
sUlutc for discipline, training, and organiza- 
tion. Citizen armies have always gone down 
before trained regular troops. Every War 
Office in Europe knows this; and that is why 
each of them prepares for war in a manner 
as different from ours as it is possible to con- 
ceive. From all which it seems reasonable to 
conclude that, if this country be ever called 
upon to resist an invasion in force by a"ni.od- 
ern trained army, the Territorial Force can- 
not l)e relied upon to resist such an iiivasion 
with success. .

Sir, — For sonic time it has been quite a 
pleasure to iiie to read the various articles Un- 
der the heading, ".An Hour W'ith the Editor."

ti'rmed (jf :i debatable or controversial charac- 
ter. At the same time there has been many 
si^ibjects r v,(nild have liked to have seen more 
fully explained, and was ])leased to read your 
short paragrajjli dealing with Mr. Percival's 
letter and inv iting ycnir rcaclers to discuss any 
(|Uestions relating to these articles. If it is not 
out of ])laee T would like to draw your atteu- 
tirin to \'our .article on "Coal," in the same edi- 
tion of ynvir paruT. .After dealing in a very 
lucid mauner with many of the facts relating 
to the Geological history of the I'.arth and sev- 
eral of the theories as to how coal was formed, 
you .say that the only conclusion which seems 
to fit the facts is that this mineral has been 
formed from the accumulations of vegetable 
matter where it grew. Tliis conclusion I do 
not consider at all satisfactory on this assump- 
fidii. 1 liiw di) you account for the com[)ositicTn 
n\ ciial ash' if this cn.al consists sim[dy of 
the \-egel;ible matter of buried forests its com- 
jjosition should correspond to that o'\ the ashes 
of plants, and the refuse of our furnaces and 
coal burning fires would be a most valuable 
manure. This, we know is not the case, ordin- 
ary coal ash, as Bischof has shown nearly cor- 
responds to that of the rocks with which it is 
associated, and he says that the conversion of 
vegetable substances into coal has licen effect- 
ed by the agency of water, and also tliat coal 
lias liceii formed not frcuii dwarfisii mosses, 
sedges and (Mher [)lants which now contribute 
lo the gr<.nvtb of tnir jieat bogs, but from the 
stems and trunks of the forest trees of the 
carboniferous pei-iod, such as, "sigillariae," 
"lepidodendra," and "coni ferae." as stated by 
Hull "^n the coal fields of Great Britain." 

All we know of these plants teaches us that 
they could not grow in p purely vegetable soil 
containing only 2 or 3 per cent, of mineral mat- 
ter. And such must luive been their soil for 
liuiidred.s, of general ions in order to give a 
(le])lli sufficient for the formation of some of 
our Larger .-leams <.'f co;d, ;is the South vStafford- 
sliire lo-yard seruii. .AiK.nlie'r objection whicli 
may be urged against this conclusion is the al- 
most tol.il .absence of air bre.-ithers in the fos- 
"§^0!. the coal measures. i,yell, in his Ele-

ments of Geology, speaking of these fossils, 
says it is very remarkable wdien we consider all 
the opportunities we have of examining this 
strata and broken up myriads of cubic feet of 
coal still retaining its vegetable origin vvc con- 
tinue almost as much in the dark respecting the 
invertebrate air breathers of this epoch as if the 
coal bad been thrown down in mid-ocean. In a 
paper read before the I'ritish association in 
1865 by W. Matieii Williams, and in other pa- 
pers published by him since, he gives us a tlie- 
ory that the coal has been formed by the depo- 
.iition of trees and other vegetable matter in in- 
land lakes or bodies of water such as the Nor- 
wegian fjords. To give all the facts relating to 
this theory in their entirety would be intruding 
too much on your space, but if we suppose that 
(luring the carboniferous period Great Britain 
.and other coal-be.aring countries iiad a con- 
figuration similar to that which now exists in 
.Norway, viz., inland valleys terminating in 
marine estuaries, together with inland lake 
basins; to this if we superadd the warm and 
humid climate usually attributed to the car- 
boniferous period on the testimony of its 
vegetable fossils, all the conditions requisite 
for jnoducing the characteristic deposits of the 
coal measures are fulfilled. We know that the 
land supported a luxuriant vegetation and the 
contem|)oraneons seas swarmed with life with 
ainiculata, mnllusca, i-adiata and fishes. This 
explanation of the origin of C(jal would meet 
all these difficulties. It would show how vast 
accumulations of vegetable matter may have 
been formed in close connection with the an- 
cient land, and yet as Lyell has said, as if the 
coal had been thrown down in mid-ocean, as 
far as the remains of terrestrial animals are 
concerned. It explains the nearl}' total ah 
sence of land shells and r-)! the remrnns of 
otiiei- animals that must lia\-e liveil in the for- 
ests producing the coal and which would liava 
been Iniried there with the c(jal iiatl it been 
formed on land as usually supposed. It also 
meets the case of the rare and curious excep- 
tions, seeing that occasionally a land animal 
would be drowned in such fiords or lakes un- 
der circumstances favorable to its fossilization. 
I'rom the fact that cannel coal and the black 
shales usuall}' associateil ^vith it in'o<lucing by 
distillation a different series of hydrocarbons 
from those obtained fi"om common coal, and 
that they arc nearly identical with those ob- 
t.iincd from peat might suggest that they had 
their origin in peat bogs or something analo- 
gous to them. 

Owing to the long intervals that occur in 
our mail delivery on this west coast makes it 
most difficult for myself or any other residents 
on the coast to discuss this or any similar sub- 
ject, but trust some of your many readers in 
closcr^touch with Victoria may feel sufficient- 
ly interested to take up this scientific subject. 

In yottr article on "The Age of the Earth" 
a very remarkable |)assage occurs which I 
think ought to be of great interest to students 
of mechanics or physical astrononi_y. You 
say that .according to Mr. .A. II. Darwin some 
time between fifty and a hundred million year,-;; 
.ago the moon was idose to its surface, m;dsin,i|- 
her circuit aicnuid the earth in about four 



hours. You also state that although we can- 
not understand how living plants or animals 
could exist you sa\' it is not impossible that 
they did. By this you assume that the earth 
ami the moon were solid bodies and had ac- 
quired a condition somewdiat similar to what 
now exists. Now, the question to a student of 
mechanics would be not how life could exist, 
but how the stability of that condition of 
equilibrium between the earth and the moon 
would be maintaiiu-d. It will be generally ad- 
mitted that some such system as l.,ai.dace's nebu- 
lar hypothesis would account for the formation 
of the moon by the continued cooling and con-

traction of a mass of vapour or nebulous haze 
which would go to form the earth and its 
satellite. In consequence of the velocity of the 
rotatory movement- as it contracted the cen- 
trifugal force would predominate and a mass 
or zone of nebulous matter would be thrown 
off; this nniss from the mutual attraction of its 
])artieles wouUl be gathered into a sphere ami 
would eontinue to revolve around the mass 
that was left, which by contracting would 
form the earth. Some considerable distance 
would iiitervene between these tAvo masses, 
but sm;ill in ])roportion to the attraction of the 
])rini;iry preponderating over that of its satel- 
lile. The satellite, while still in a fluid state, 
would be swollen up tide-likr towards the 
planet, and from its rotatory movement being 
nearly ideiitieal with its movement of revohi- 
tion in a short time these periods avouUI be- 
oinc rigorously e(|iial .and the satellite would 
present the same side to the planet around 
wliieh it gravitated. The orbit or jiatb in 
which it would move, owing to the niulual at- 
traction of the sun, earth and moon on each 
other, would be an ellipse, but nearly ap- 
proaching to a circle. The moon Avould con- 
tinue to revolve around the earth in this orbit 
and remaining at the same distance from it 
indefinitely unless it met with a resisting 
medium which would retard it in its course 
so that the attractive (oree of the earth would 
predominate and gradually draw the moon 
nearer to itself continually changing its orbit 
ill a .sort of spiral form and tlic nearer it ap- 
proached the earth the greater Avould the re- 
sistance become until it would ultimately fall 
on to the earth. There can be no doubt that 
the moon was formed at a distance from the 
earth as great or greater than that which it 
now occupies ;uid if ever it did apivro.teli near 
to the earth as the stage which you mention 
was the e;ise millions of years ago, from what 
cause did it recede again? 1 do not see that 
this can be accounted for by any known law 
of mechanics. Wc can quite understand how 
a comet or ii planet moving, in its orbit ronnd 
the sun or a satellite moving round its primary 
may, during a period of one revolution, be 
at various distances from its pruiiary by mov- 
ing in an elliptical orbit as demonstrated, by 
]\eider's second l;iw but the mean distance re- 
mains the same and in no case is it possible 
to be increased and it may get less, say, as 
in the case of Encke's comet, whose i)criod of 
rcvoUttion is continually diminishing owing 
to the existence of a resisting medium, so 
that the tjme will come when this comet con- 
tinually describing a ;-;piral and approaching 
the sun, will eventually be plunged into the 
incandescent mtiss t)f that himiiinry. Owing 
lo the greater densit}' of the planets and their 
satellites the retarding influence is almost in- 
conceivably smaller than that of the comets- 
but the retarding influence in the case of the 
moon moving round the earth near its surfacCj . 
as you mention could he,'' anri ' woiilcl ilri-'- 
dmibtedly be that of the earth's atmosphere. 
Trusting that this, like Bryon'.s drop of ink 
failing on a thon.ght, may he the means of 
ean.siug Munibers of your, rfcaders to think of 
questions like these.

HE following statement, issued by 
the Government Census and Statis- 
tics Office, presents final estimates 
of the yield during the past season 
in the Dominion of root crops, clo- 
ver seed, fodder corn and hay, with 
market prices. 

Potatoes, on 503,600 acres, yield on average 
of 142 bushels per acre, being a total of. 71,- 
51 -,000 bushels. The average market price is 
reported at 50 cents per bushel, and the total 
v:-.lue of the crop may, therefore, be put at 

Turnii)s and other field roots, on 271,443 
acres, an average yield of 371 bushels per acre, 
show a total production of 100,705,353 bushels, 
which is considerably in excess of the prelim- 
inary estimate of a month ago. The market 
pi ice averages 19 cents per bushel, which in- 
dicates a total value for these crops of $19,- 
1 34,000. 

The area in hay and clover is 8,2II,QOO 
acres, which, at an average yield of 1.52 tons, 
indicates a production of about 12,481,000 tons. 
.At an average price of .$10.15, the value of the 
crop may be put at $126,682,150. 

Fodder corn, occupying an area of 25^770 
acres, yielded an average of 11.08 tons per acre, 
and a total production of about 287,000 tons. 
The average market price is $4.65 per ton, and 
the total value represents, therefore, $11,656,'- 
000. 

The production of sugar beets on- I0,8oo 
acres, at an average of . 10 tons per acjre, is 
108,000 tons, ami its value, at an average : of 
?5--?5 Pt:'" L'"b i-"^ 3577,800. 

The yield per acre of clover seed is esti- 
mated at 2.38 bushels in 1908, as compared 
with 2.02 bushels in 1907, and of alsike clovcjr 
§eed at 2.92 bushels in 1908, as compared Svith 
3.21 bushels in 1907. 

The market price of red clover seed this 
year averaged $7.50 per busliel, as compared 
with $9177 in T907, and alsike clover seed this 
year averaged ?9.57. as conijiared with !i59.o6 
in 1907. it is estimated that the acreage de- 
voted to clover seed this year exceeds that of 
1907 by 29 ])er cent,,in the case of red clover 
and 5 per cent, in the case of alsik^ . , 

Ati attempt was also made to ascertain the 
extent of the increase or decrease in the acre-i 
age sown this year for next year's crop of fall 
wheat,' last year's crop being represented by 
TOO. According to the replies received it \^ould 
appear that the area under fall wheat -next 
year will be less than that of 1908 by 4.- per 
cent. In the same way it is estimated that 
the acreage of summer fallowed land this year 
is 3 per cent, less than in 1907. '

Among the harmless tab- 
lets he had introduced one that contained a 
deadly poison and when the last hope had fled 
he used it. 

Among Wright's directors were the names 
of many distinguished men. Lord Dufferin 
appeared as the chairman of the Globe com- 
pany, by the side of many other prominent 
statesmen, for promotion purposes. The dis- 
tinguished names gave potency and strength 
to the stock and there was no end to the 
wealth that rolled in. Among the properties 
that Wright handled was I^c Roi at Rossland 
in this province. I^ord Dufferin, who had re- 
tired from the diplomatic service and was liv- 
ing on a small pension and a smaller income 
from an encumbered estate in Ireland (for he 
was far from rich) was president of the Globe 
company. Lc Roi was one of the pro])erties 
included in the flotation at an enormous figure. 
'The shares rose to a fabulous price and in 
1S98 all things a]5peared rosy. In the stmimcr 
of that 3-ear Lord Dnfferin's eldest son. Lord 
Ava, visited I-iossland lo look things over. He 
was a quiet, unassuming gentleman who knew 
nothing of mining and was easily deceived as 
to the A'^alue of the properties over which his 
'distinguished father nominally presided. On 
bis return to I_,ondon Ava lianded in a glow- 
ing re;)oi-t and the stock rose higher and 
higher. Then the Boer war hrok-e out and 
Lord Dnfferin's son went to Sotnh .Africa to 
figlu the battles m' his coinilry. lie was 
amongst those who were beseiged .'it Ladv- 
.smitli and while the seige was m jirogress lie 
was killed by a shell. After his death it be- 
came evident that the Rossland properties of 
the Globe company had been largely over- 
capitalized. The market A'alue of the mines 
recedefl initil they became unsalable, and the 
com])an_v coliai)sed. Lord Dnfferin's heart, 
strained h}' the death of his son, was 
prostrated l)_\' the faihu'e of the cijmpany and 
in the course of a few weeks he passefl away. 
If ever a man died of a broken heart that man 
was Lord Dufferin. He had been a Minister 
of the Crown, a Commissioner to settle certain 
Burma disturbances when he hanged sev- 
eral rebels by drumhead courtmartial. He had 
been X'ieero}' of Canada and of fndia, .Am- 
t>assad')r to Russia. 'I'iirl<ey and I'ranec anrl 
in e\'er)' capacity he l;;id achie\'ed honors and 
won the a])prol)at inn of Sovereign.- 'j'o 

thinlc thai a man with siicli an illnslrions 
career should have allo-ived his name to be 
used as a "guinea pig" in a stockbroking pros- 
pectus by a man who was afterward proved 
to have been guilty of swindling, was too 
nuicli for Lord Dnfferin's sen.'^itive nature. 
This Immiliating refk-clion, coupled with the 
death of his eldest son and presumptive heir 
to the title, caused his death, 

l.nrd Dufferin \isiled l!i-it!sh Columbia 
Inil once during his term of office as go\'ernor- 
general. It Avas in the summer of iS^f). TIk.- 
lailure of the Dominion governmciu to fulfill 
their obligations under the terms of union had 
created a widespread feeling of disaffection 
and loud cries of secession were heard in 
British Columbia. Mr. Walkem, then jire- 
niier, carried a people's petition to London 
and the Carnarvon terms (so called because 
J<ord Carnarvon was coloinal secretary), which 
embraced the building of the I',. \- X. Railwav. 
^\•ere ;irraiigc:d bet\\cen the Ini|jerial and Do- 
minion gcncrinncmts. The new terms jjassed 
the Commons at Ottawa after nuich opposi- 
tion ffom Mr. Blake and his followers and 
went before the senate, where they were de- 
feated by. one vote. 

The agitation for secession was renewed 
and Lord Dufferin came hnt to try and com- 
po?e the public mind. He was received by a 



procession of citizens and arches were erected 
at certain corners on the streets of A-^ictoria. 
One of these arches bore the inscription. 
"Carnarvon Terms or Separation." Lord 
Dufferin, upon being informed of the exist- 
ence of this so-called disloyal arch, refused to 
pass under it unless the inscription was' alter- 
ed by the substitution of the letter "R," which 
would then read "Carnarvon Terms or Repar- 
ation." The line of march of the reception 
procession was changed by order of Lord 
Dufferin to ISroughton street, Eort street, be- 
tween Government and Douglas being cut 
from the line ol procession. 

After a stay of some weeks Lord Dufferin 
convened a meeting of citizens at Government 
House and addressed them on the subject of 
their grievance. I never can — •! never shall 
forget Lord Dnfferin's remarkable speech. Its 
delivery occnjiied an hour and a qtuirter. He 
stood at the head of a inlliard table. On his 
right stood his lo\-ely and accomidished 
C(Jiiiiless, and on the left his aides-de-camp 
and other dignitaries. The speech hekl out 
no hope of imme(li;ite relief, but be told his 
hearers that the agitation was almost entirely 
confined to A-^ancouver Island and that, sup- 
po,-,iiig the Island to secede, a rival city would 
spring tip on the l^ower .Mainland tuuler go%'- 
ernment support and the cominereial suprem- 
acy of X'ietoria would be lost, lie gave much 
more good .-uh'ice and went a\va\-, leaving the 
town somewhat placated, but still sullen. A 
change of ministry at Ottawa brought about a 
change of jjolicy and the Carnarvon terms 
were finally carried out. 

Whitaker Wright was believed to be worth 
many millions. Like Baron Grant, and a ho.st 
of other meteoric speculators who have sprung 
up in the London stock market, he flourished 
for a time and then passed away, cut down 
like a blade of grass. He lived extravagantly 
and built great mansions. He opcnctl mines 
everj'where. This story is told of one of his 
ventures. A prospector had brought to Lon- 
don a number of rich specimens of gold- 
bearing quartz. Upon the strength of these 
speciiuens Wright floated a company with a 
million dollar capital. He telegraphed news 
of the successful flotation to the superinten- 
dent of the mine, and added, "Begin work at 
once." The answer came back, "We shall if 
you will send back the lode !" 

When Whitaker Wright died the Rossland 
properties sank to a low vhh. By judicious 
management they ha\'e since been redeemed 
and now pay legitimate dividends. There are 
some who sa}' that had Wright been left io 
carr}- out Ins policy there would have been 
no collapse and that both Lord Dufferin and 
W right might have been alive today. 

A few years ago a certain Colonel VVilliam 
C. Greene appeared in New York a&, a pro- 
moter of Alexican mines. Ho had,'J1.iccu a 
stock raiser and rancher in Colorado^Or New 
Mexico, when he quarreled with a neighbor 



over the lines of their respective holdings. 
One day the neighbor saw the 4-year-old 
daughter of the Colonel playing in a dry irri- 
gation ditch. Here was a chance, he thought, 
to get even with his adversary. So he slyly 
opened a sluice gate and turned on the water. 
Tlie poor little girl was drowned in the flood. 
Greene, wlien he discovered his great loks and 
learned the cause of it, procured a rifle, re- 
paired to his neighbor's house and knocked at 
the door. Upon the man answering tho 
summons Greene shot him dead, and was ac- 
quitted by a coroner's jury. 

At New York, where he opened gorgeous 
offices and lived like a prince, Greene built a 
handsome mansion and gave regal entertain- 
ments. He floated several companies whose 
properties were in Mexico and cue that had a 
I'orto Rico mine for its basis. Tom Lawson, 
the Boston crank, whom nobody takes seri- 
ously now, hnt who was then regarded as .-ui 
authority, about this time began his (Jiislaught 
on frenzied finance and attacked Colon./I 
Greene's methods. Greene's stocks lundded, 
his losses in one day amounting to $1,000,000 
an hour. The Colonel published a card de- 
nomiciiig Lawson and informing him that on 
the following day he wouUl call at his office 
in lioston and tell him what he thought of 
him. Greene was known to ha\-e killed his man 
and had ae(|uircd a ri'pntation for courage. 
He went to Jioston, travelling in a lu.\inions 
private car and taking apartments at the best 
hotel. Lawson, heavily armed, announcetl 
that he would meet Greene on the state house 
steps. Greene did not appear, much to the 
disappointment of the public and a squad of 
liolicemen. Lawson then went to Greene's 
hotel and sent his card up. He was admitted. 
An expectant crowd hung about the corridors. 
After the lapse of half an hour a noise some- 
thing like the report of a pistol was heard from 
within. A policeman sprang to the door and 
knocked loudly. 

Greene's voice was heard to say, "Come' 

m 1 

The policeman entered, and instead of 
signs of a bloody fray and the spectacle of at 
least one dead man, he beheld the two pledg- 
ing each other's health in a bottle of cham- 
pagne. The noise that sounded like the dis- 
charge of a pistol .was the popping of a cork. 
A friendly arrangcinent must have been come 
to over that bottle for Lawson did not again 
refer to Greene's compaiues and Greene's eyes 
ilid not fill with blood whenever -Lawson's 
name ^vas mentioned. 

A short time ago Greene visited California 
in his luxurious private car, but he had to go 
home in a Pullman sleeper, for his creditors 
seized the private car. 

And this incident recalls the remark that 
Jay Gould made when he was told that "Jim" 
Keene had come from California to ' do him 
up." Gould, as will be remembered, was a 
successtui manipulator of mining and railway 



stocks. As a partner' of the notorious "Jim" 
Eiske he robbed the English .shareholders in 
the Erie railway of their holdintrs and defied 
the law, entrenching himself in^his offices in 
New York City to avoid service. Fiske was 
shot by Edward Stokes. It appeared that 
both men loved the same woman, the beauti- 
ful daughter of a California editor, and jcal- 
ou.sy prompted the crime. Gould lived to die 
in his bed, which is more than some of his 
children seem destined to do, to judge from 
Iheir tempestuous matrimonial careers. Of 
his S(5ns, three are having trouble with their 
wives, and his youngest daughter is the Prin- 
cess de Sagan, having divorced the reproba.te 
French Count, her first husband. Helen 
Gould, his eldest daughter, has never married, 
and is a thoroughly respectable and charitable 
woman. 

Well, when Gould was told that Keenc. 
who bad acquired a great fortune in California 
stocks, was coming o\-er to control the New 
"^'ork- sloe!-; market, lie asked : 

"I low is your friend tra\'elling ?" 

" I'irst-el.'iss. of course," was the reply. 

"Well, I'll send him back in a cattle car." 

And the threat nearly came true. In two 
years Keene was about ruined. But, profiting 
by his first mistakes he soon recovered him- 
self and is now a very rich man. Gould is long 
since dead, and the cattle car that was to take 
Keene home has not yet been placed on the 
trucks. 

Court i)roceeilings slmwed that the only 
\-isil)Ie assets of the Greene Gold and Silver 
Company, \\dnch had lieen floated with a hup^c 
capital stock, was $1.48, the balance of the 
company's account in the bank, and some old 
office furniture worth a few hundred dollars. 
In his day Greene was liberal with his money 
and New York never knew a more lavish 
spender. His copjicr mine in Mexico was 
really rich, but he lost control of it through 
bad speculations and his wealth has all disap- 
peared. 

Cbas. ^\'. Morse is another financier of die 
Greene strijie. Fifteen months ago he was re- 
pnitedly worth .';;.2o,ooo,ooo. Today he is a: 
convict under sentence of fifteen years' im- 
prisonment with hard labor, having been con- 
victed of crooked work with one of the banks 
which he controlled. Morse was called the 
Ice King and the Steamship King, because 
he monoi)olized all the ice that was delivered 
in New York City and most of the coast 
.steamers that ran in and out of that port. He 
informs the court today that he is a pauper. 
What has become of his millions? .And this 
raises another question. Was he ever worth 
anything? It really looks as if he conducted 
his great enterprises on airy bases and that 
he was never really rich, although his credit 
was good, and on that credit he must have 
founded his great schemes.

Wilbur WriKlU. tlie elilcr brotlior, wa.s ))orn in 
Mlllvllle, Ind., In ISil;). Orvllle was born lii O.-iyton, 
<)U\n, five yeiir.M later. U \ii r.'lated that their very 
nv^l Inc.'jjtfdti or aerial fll(;ht caiiu- ant- ila.\- when tlie 
\outhful Orvllle wa.s .stricken with a fever, and that 
iliiriiii,' hi.s ciinN'.-.leseent day:! his brother read lo lUni 
from a treallse wiileli telu in .«lnii)le word.s tlie .'dory 
of Uie air ciishlun v.lileli (>nvi-lop.s the earth. 'I'lien 
one day .-:oun ;irterwarii the fatln'r, .Milton WriKlit. a 
fleri^-y man, lirioigiil lioino an InKen loii.s lity which fa.s- 
(inated tlie boys at onec Thi' te.\' was linnwn a.s tllo 
liclieoptere 'I'heie wa.s notliiiif,' much lo ifexeept a 
jiropeller, which, umler tile aetion of e,\tended ruliljer 
liand.s, would revolve .so .swiftly iis lo send llie top 
to tlie eidlliiK of a room.

up kite flying a? a substitute. 

aifted with much ingenuity .ind with a natural 
bent In this (liroctlon, tliey soon becaino the expert 
kite flyers of the city. .And the iiu)i-e kites they flevv 
the nujrc^ they .studied tin' acllou of iho nlr on tho 
planes, the more primitive knowledgo they gained. 

And more and more the Idea of some day solving 
tho problem of flight grow upon their youthful minds. 

'i'liu.s tlie^' silent tlieir time until hljrh school da\;< 
'.-ame liy. Then ensiled a period wiujii they were 
ireoci'uiiied with IiIkIi school studies, with onl.v an 
oceaslonal now and then to dovoto to tlieir liobliy uf 
kitcM or flying tpys.

Of coiirsi-. there wi're certain men wr illd 
not care to have walcli us ton closely, and when wi' 
e.viHK'ted that ..'xpi.'rts were on liand we stopi)ed n.\'- 
iriR. It costs too mucli to hv c.jntiiuially pati'iitliiK' 
thin,c;s as wc- try them oat. 

"t^ul U'e ne\ei- cared about Uu' Kcai'ral ]uibllc. We 
invited the lec;il newspapers to watch us, a.slcin;; onl\- 
lliat cameras be b.arred. \\n K'H off for a bin,;; lime 
wllboiit much notice, because the iiuhlic ilid nut .■-eein 
to know the differioice bclwceii dlriyibli' balleims and 
ai-roidanes. i'liey were imtli i-alle,! airsliips. .Ami 
Willi .S.anto.s Dumont sla.\inp: uj) for half an lioiir In 
ills balhjoa ami two youn.LC Idcyclo makers In Dayton 
(Mil.v a few minutes, tin; limno news didn't attract. 
And, even wiien we went down to Kitty Hawk and 
tho newspapers koI after us. we did not refuse to fly 
because the rei)(jriers came to us. They never came. 
They took it fur granted and watched u.^ from trees. 
We i<new' tliiit tln^y were ihere, fur we saw them. 

"Our first work with frlidi'rs, slmwed u.s only the 
jirinclides of su|)i)0rt and balamliiK. \\'e learned 
abiiut sliaping tho |)lanea, and tiieii, for Uie first lime, 
U'e put the tliick front rib on our wln^s. .Mr. t.'lia- 
nuti^ could liardly bolievn when lie saw liow It worii- 
ed. \^•e Icirned ,sometliing about balancing, and In 
riv.ilr.\' Willi tlie bu/.zards wo tried soaring. Our 
wiuKs i>rovod better tlian theirs. We could soar on 
lighter upcurronts on the hills than they. But we 
have found since that the powerful machine Is entire- 
ly dlflereni from tho glider. We had to unlearn some 
of the skill we had got In gilding after we began to 
fly. We have had to unlearn about as much as we 
learned. Gliders will not bo used In learning to fly 
tho perfected machines. But we may some time 
build a gilder with the right curves for soaring as a 
sport. 

"Since we put an englno on our machine wo have 
been improvln.? it, point l>y point, as wo found out 
how, In flying. AVlieii we started out wo dotcrmlnod 
to work for a flyer thnt could go out In ordinary 
winds, and one that would bo hard to smash up. Tho 
dihedral angle gives automatic balance In still nlr, 
but It makes the flyer tip over In winds. We think 
It Is dangerous, and tiirn our wings down a llttlo. Our 
flyer Is balanced In tho air by twisting or warping 
the outer ends of tho pianos. 

"We learned how to balance with those, but wo 
had trouble with unoxpoclod dlvca, downward and 
sldovviso. Tho first submarines had the same trouble. 
We.hJtvo flown and flown till wo hunted out tho rea- 
sons for these tlilrtgs '.and found out how to modify 



the machine to prevent them. Some were caused 
by our not knowing at first how to use the v/arping 
device. Little differences of angle given to planes 
cutting In the air make groat differences In their ac- 
tion. Sometimes we got the reverse of- what we ex- 
pected. We learned to make the rudder work in uni- 
son, and avoided some of tho dlfhculty. Then wo 
learned some other little things. AVe think our ma- 
chine la now steady and safe, but we have other idca.'i 
that wo will keep on working over. 

"'I'here is undoubtedly much in tlie i)ersonal factor 
in .st.-a-l>- ri\)ii,.;. lnii it Seems that tiiere Is more In 
the machine. Tliis is showii by tlie fact that my 
lirolhi'i- and I have li-.irned every new machine, as we 
ebani^ed it. with eiiual ciulckness. It would be Impos- 
.sible for two men t<j be exactly alike In acquiring 
siiiil: It must l)e the niacliine. 

"'i'lie most mai'lcei! incident that I rcmeiulier show- 
in,!? the p.'rsuiial i'aetor was the accident my iirotiier

"We liave hail our mishaps In iierfcctln^r the ma- 
chine. Twli e I had falls tliat niigiit lia.ve been seri- 
ous. I luce the flyer dived, tlircw me out, and then 
turiieii .-1 somersault over me. The big front rib oC 
the. u|)|ier jilane would have Struck my head or back 
if it hud not been broken. In some unaccountable 
way, just In the right place to save mo. 

"AVe have not put wheels on our flyer because 
there are really few places smooth eiTough for the 
flying machine to get a running start. AVe think thnt 
when those machines become more common they will 
l)e launched by apparatus. On battleships the prac- 
tice may lie to turn the vessel Into tho wind and put 
on full steam ahead sn that the flyer will lift without 
mnvliur forward on the deck. As we start a flight 
now, We h.i\'c ,-i short piece of single track along

York in January for alleged illegal manipula- 
tion of a hank's accounts.

Heinze 
built the Trail smelter and promised to build 
the Columbia and Western ndlway, but didn't 
lay a rail. 1 f e secured a valuable francliise 
with a subsidy from the legislature and sold it 
to the C. r, R. There was a great deal of 
scandaloiis talk about how the pri\'atc bill 
Avhich gave him 20,000 acres to every mile of 
road was pa.sscd ihi-ough llie House here. 
There vv-as talk of bribery and corruption. It 
Avas even said that Mr. Heinze remarked when 
selling that he- was compelled to ask a big 
sum for the charier and franchise bccau.sc 
they cost him so ijnicli to huy iheni through 
the I'.ritisli (.'ohmibia legislatui-e. I do .iot 
beheve dial llein/.e e\-cr niarle the remark, but 
if he did I am in a position to know that it was 
devidd of Irtilli. Th.c charier and concession 
cost him practically noihinj^;. fl^. di,] b.inquet 
such of the meinhers w ho e.ired to go at the 
Driard. after the legislation had been passed, 
but I feel sure there was im hrihery. 

As to Hcinze's career in .Montana, there 
were many ugly rejiorls. He was charged 
with "owning" a judge of the Supreme court, 
with bribing legislators, and owning news- 
jjapers, with employing women to fur- 
ther his schemes and being generally an all- 
round bad citizen with heaps of money that 
he did not hesitate to spend freely in accom- 
plishing his ends. He entered Montana a poor 
young mining engineer, having graduated at 
the school at Fricburg. Plis first employment 
was as mining- engineer, if I am correctly in- 
formed, in the Anaconda mine. While at 
Avork there he discovered that a rich piece of 
milling ground Avhich Avas being Avorked by 
his employers, was no man's land — that it had 
never been staked and was open to location; 
whereupon he took it up. Then began long 
^years of litigation between Heinze and one oi 
'the richest mining companies in the world. 
He sued the company for the ground, and he 
also sued them to recover all the wealth they 
had taken from the ground befoie he took it 
up. He won fight after fight— no matter by 
what means— he won them. Millions of 
money was spent in litigation until two or 
three years ago, Avhen his adversaries, deem- 
ing it cheaper to buy him out .than to continue 
the contest, paid him some fifteen or twenty 
million dollars, and lie relinquished his claims 
at Butte and Avent to Wall street, Avhcrc he 
botight control of a prosperous financial insti- 
tution. He boomed copper stocks until they 
rose to a fabulous figure. Had they been sold 
when the market was at its height, Heinze 
would have been worth at least one hundred 
million. But he held on until the panic of last 
year, when he Avas caught in the crash and 
Avent down lo ruin. Like Morse, his riches 
have disappeared and he has to stand trial in 
January on a criminal charge. Should he 
share the fate of ^^lorse his fall will be greatl}' 
deplored, for in the day of his prosperity he 
was a generous spender and a most agreeable 
man to knoAV. There are some Avho profess to 
belicA-'e that H-einze Avas entrapped by the men 
whom he fought so bravely and successfully 
in Montana and who followed him to Ncav 
York and "did him up" there. It is related 
that at the Waldorf-Astoria a lady Avho enjoy- 
ed his confidence Avas shadowed b)' female 
detectives and that in a convivial moment she 
disclosed his plans at a lunch party and en- 
abled the company that had bought him out 
to prepare a scheme which gave them back 
the millions they had paid Itini in Montana. 
The progress of Heinze's case will be watched 
here with interest. 

Last year there appeared in London a pic- 
turesque character named De Carron. Like 
Col. Greene, he had been a poor cowpuncher 
ill a Western vSlate, and had crossed to Mexi- 
co, where he acquired an interest in an ex- 
tensive coiiper field. Amongst his partners 
appear the name of President Diaz and sev- 
eral other of Mexico's distinguished men. 
When he crossed the Atlantic from New York 
he engaged, at a cost so large that I hesitate to 
mention it, the saloon deck of one of the great 
Cunarders. He took with him a gay party of 
guests and a retinue of servants.^ Everything 
the heart could Avish for or iuiman ingenuity ' 
devise— even fresh flowers and fruits of the 
rarest kinds, fancy drinks, including the se- 
ductive cocktail and tho cooling John Collins 
in the morning and highballs at bedtime — 
were provided by the genei-ous host. Upon 
arrival at London, where a great hotel had 
been engaged in advance for the accommoda- 
tion of the party,. De Garron and his guests 
held court, as it were, and entertained the 
highest and best people of the land Avith £f 
magnificence that royalty might envy. The 
entertainer "took" at once with London so- 
ciety, at least with tli.at kind of society Avhich 
measures ;i man's worth by the size of his 
b;iiik account, and his indiemes were floated 
with little difficulty. It is said.that one of his 
most daring, and; enterprising strokes Avas the 
leasing of one edition of a first-class London 
illustrated newspaper, Avhich he devoted to 
portraits of himself, President Diaz and other * 
friends and the scenes and ])rospectuscs of the;:.- 
mining pi-Ojierties he had lo offer. When he — 
went awa}' with his guests, De Carron left an 
aching \^oid in the r.'inks of Lli'ose Avho wor- 
ship the golden calf, and it is remarked ' Uiat 
those who rc|^Tette(l his departure most Averc 
the waiters, whose "tips" were never less than 
five. and. often as large as twenty dollars for 
ihci'mbst trifling service,
